HIS ANNIVERSARY. 


Chief Williams Completes Thirty 
Years in Fire Department. 


It is 33 years ago today that Chief 
Engineer Williams first became connect- 
ed with the fire department of Quincy. 
With the exception of three years, he 
has always been connected with the 
department, so that he rounds out his 
thirty years of service today. 

His first service was with the old 
Tiger hand engine company on School 
street. He afterwards served as one of 
the assistant engineers, and later as 
chief engineer. He has been chief of 
the city’s fire department for eleven 
years, serving under six different 
mayors. This is a record of which any 
man might be proud. 


Chief Williams’ efficiency as a fire 


fighter is known far and wide. He is 
always one of the first to appear on the 
scene of action. Let an alarm sound 
at any hour and from any part df the 
city and Chief Williams is sure to be 
one of the early arrivals and personally 
directs the handling of the fire. 

In responding to an alarm he drives 
at a rapid gait and often takes many 
chances of being wrecked, but with a 
clear head and a strong hand he is able 
to guide his horse safely through sec- 
tions and obstructions without acci- 
dent. 

Arriving at a fire he enters into the 
thick of it, and asks no man to go 
where he does not lead. Quincy can 
consider itself fortunate in having so 
efficient a chief.

Funeral of Jefferson Free From 


Ostentation 


THE BURIALATSANDWICH 


Memorial Meeting In Town 
Hall--Players’ Club Also Holds 
Memorial at New York 


Buzzards Bay, Mass., May 1.—Fol- 
lowing services that were free from 
ostentation, but impressive in their 
simplicity and suggestive of the char- 
acter of the distinguished actor, the 
body of Joseph Jefferson was ‘aidaway 
at the Bay View cemetery in Sand- 
wich Sunday within walking distance 
of the cottages of many of his Cape 
Cod friends. 

Mr. Jefferson's five sons, a score of 
intimate friends and a hundred vil- 
lagers gathered about the open grave 
while the commitment service was 
read; then all withdrew with the ex- 
ception of Charles B. Jefferson, who 
alone watched the casket as it was low- 
ered to its final resting place. Last 
night a police officer remained at the 
grave and this guard will be continued 
for several days. 

At 11 o'clock yesterday a brief ser- 
vice was held at “Crow’s Nest,” the 
Jefferson summer cottage here. Only 
immediate relatives and intimate 
friends were present. The morning 
train from Boston brought 25 friends, 
in addition to those who were already 
here. 

The casket had been placed in the 
library and was banked on all sides by 
magnificent floral tributes. There 
were pieces from the Players’ e!ub of 
New York, the Bohemian club of San 
Francisco, the Old Colouy clud of 
Sandwich, of which Mr. Jefferson was 
loug the president, Mme. Modjeska, 
avd from wel known actors and 
actresses in all parts of the country. 

The services opened with the reading 
by Rey. Dr. Horton of Boston, chap- 
lain of the state senate, of Mr. Jeffer- 
son's favorite poem, Tennyson’s 
“Crossing the Bar.” Without attempt- 
ing a eulogy Dr. Horton then referred 
briefly to the simple life and kindly 
deeds of the actor. A prayer concluded 
the service and the casket was imme- 
diately placed in a funeral carriage 
preparatory to its removal to Bay View 
cemetery at Sandwich, a distance of 
eight miles. There were no honorary 
pall-bearers. The acting pall-bearers 
were Glen MacDonough and Charles J. 
Rolfe, who married grand-daughters of 
Mr. Jefferson; Samuel Phillips, Mr. 
Jefferson’s former stage manager; Carl 
Kettler, his personal attendant; Rich- 
ard W. Gilder, Edward Black, Dr. 
George Barry, and J. A. Walker. 

Preceded by these pall-bearers the 
funeral cortege, composed of 23. car- 
riages, left Crow's Nest at 12 o'clock, 
reaching the cemetery at 1:30 o'clock. 

While the procession was on its way 
a public memorial meeting was held 
in the Sandwich town hal! and at 
which all the clergymen participated. 
A eulogy was pronounced by Rev. O. 
L. Griswold, pastor of the Methodist 
church. At the close of this meeting 
those in attendance proceeded to the 
cemetery to await the arrival of the 
funeral party, the approach of which 
was heralded by the bell in the belfry 
of the historic town hall, and upon 
which 76 blows were sounded. 

At the grave, which had been pre- 
pared in the lot purchased by Charles 
B. Jefferson at the suggestion of his 
father two years ago, the flowers 
which had been brought from “Crow’s 
Nest” were arranged in a way to quite 
conceal the casket from view.

National Secretary Duncan Writes 
Relative to Granite Workers. 


The New York World today prints 
the following review by Secretary James 
Dancan of the National Granite Cutters’ 
Union: 

‘*General conditions will be serene in 
the Granite trade on May 1, and as far 
as harmony prevails between employer 
and employe it will be perceptible with 
us on that date, owing to the efficacy of 
the mutual recognition of trade agree- 
ments, containing the essential para- 
graph that during their existence dis- 
putes as to faithful performance shall 
be adjusted by conference or arbitration, 
and strikes or lockouts forbidden. 

‘*As a national organization we bave 
for five years enjoyed the eight-hour 
workday, and every virtue claimed for 
the system bas been so admirably 
verified that no employer has suggested 
changing back to the longer workday. 

‘*Next to the valued spare time our 
members thus enjoy, comes the benefit 
of meeting employers now more 
frequently, which gives opportunity to 
cultivate better feelings each towards 
the other, and when sister trades have 
the eight-hour system with the custom- 
ary increase of pay thoroughly estab- 
lished, tiose who are looking for some 
solution of the labor problem will come 
as near to a realization of their ideal as 
will be witnessed for some years to 
come.’

Wom- 
en often pose as long as two hours, 
during which time they have frequent- 
ly been photographed in as many as 
twenty-five different attitudes—New 
York Tribune. 


Bothering a Duelist. 

Brantome, a French author, in “Duel- 
ing Stories of the Sixteenth Century,” 
tells of the code then in vogue. It was 
allowed in the challenge to stipulate as 
many. different weapons as one pleas- 
ed without specifying the particular 
ones with which one would actually 
fight. The antagonist was bound to 
provide himself with all. One duelist 
insisted “on the provision of no less 
than thirty different kinds of arma- 
ment, for foot and horseback; nay, he 
even specified the kind of horse— 
coursers, blood horses from Spain and 
Turkey, thoroughbreds, cobs, some in 
harness with ears and tail clipped, 
some saddled in jennet style, some 
with heavy plated armor and so one. 
The object was not only to take his 
adversary by surprise, but to put him 
to enormous expense and exhaust his 
resources.”

HELD ON SUSPICION 


Six Arrests In Connection With 
the Bartlett Murder 


IS NO SPECIFIC CHARGE 


State Attorney Says Evidence at 
Inquest Was Very Conflicting, 
but Expects Some of Young 
Witnesses to Break Down 


Bennington, Vt., May 2.—Six young 
men have been placed under arrest on 
suspicion, pending further investiga- 
tion of the death of Fred H. Bartlett, 
the North Bennington 
whose body was found in the street of 
that town early Sunday. The prisoners 
ail belong in this town, and are said by 
the police to have been with Bartlett 
in the saloon of Charles Allen, at Wal- 
loomsac, N. Y., Saturday night. The 
police theory is that Bartlett was mur- 
cered and his body carried to North 
Bennington ang left in front of the 
First National Bank building. ‘The ar- 
rests were made during yesterday and 
last night. 

The prisoners, who were locked up 
at the county jail here, are James 
Kelly, Jr., aged 22; John Wonderland, 
20; Edward Sweet, 20; Fred Debelle, 
20; George Greene, Jr., 22, and “Bub” 
Clark, 20 years old. 

Kelly and Wonderland are _ mill 
hands. Sweet and Debelle had recent- 
ly left school. Kelly, Wonderland and 
Sweet were arrested early im the day at 
their homes; Debelle was taken into 
custody in the afternoon, and Greene 
and Clark last night. There is no 
specific charge against any of the 
young men, who are held only on sus- 
picion. 

All were witnesses at the inquest be- 
gun before Judge Bates in police court 
and conducted by State Attorney Daley. 
Daley said last night: “We have been 
working hard on this case and it has 
developed into one ef the most com- 
plicated affairs in my experience. 
While I cannot make public the testi- 
mony developed during my examina- 
tion of 20 witnesses, it seemed as 
though every witness helped to make 
the case more involved. ‘The testimony 
was conflicting and it will be several 

days before we have finished the hear- 
ing. 

“I, however, feel much encouraged 
ever the day’s developments and 
rather expect some of the boys in 
custody will break down and tell more 
about the case than they did at the 
hearing. 

“What little evidence we had Sunday 
night seemed to indicate that Bartlett 
met his death in New York state. Now 
I feel quite sure that the murder took 
place in Vermont, quite close to North 
Bennington, where the body was 
found. It is true that Bartlett’s hat 
was found about 120 feet from the 
body, and in the direction of Benning- 
ton, which would seem to indicate that 
after the body had been left in Nortb 
Bennington the team drove on in the di- 
rection of this place, and the hat later 
thrown out when discovered in the car- 
riage.” 

The inquest was behind closed doors, 
but it is understood that it was sought 
te determine the whereabouts of Bart- 
lett on Saturday night, and In whose 
company he Jeft Walloomsac to return 
to his home in North Bennington,

One Man Killed and a Long 


List of Injured 


WHOLE CITY IS AFFECTED 


Non-Union Men Attackea with} FRANK F. CRANE, 


All Sorts of Weapons--Though 
Outnumbered, They Put Up a 
Desperate Fight -- Interests 
Which Opposed Striking Team- 
sters Not Quite So United 


Chicago, May 8.—The death of one 
man and the injury of scores of others 
was the immediate result of Tuesday’s 
fighting between the striking teams- 
ters and their sympathizers on the 
one side, and the police and the non- 
union men on the other. There were 


riots in all parts of the city. Men 
were clubbed and stoned almost to 
death within a square of police head- 
quarters and five miles away men 
were shot down in the streets. 

At a hundred other places there 
Were assaults and fights in the streets. 
Blood was shed in State street, in the 
heart of the fashionable shopping dis- 
trict, and furious riots took place al- 
most in the doorways of the leading 
hotels. Non-union men were pelted 
with stones, bricks and every other 
conceivable sort of missile. They 
were dragged from their wagons, 
beaten, clubbed, stabbed and stamped 
upon. But for the splendid service 
rendered by the police the list of dead 
would be 20 instead of one. 

The non-union men, although hope- 
lessly outnumbered in every struggle, 
fought desperately. In several in- 
stances they drew revolvers and emp- 
tied them into the crowds that pressed 
around their wagons, pelting them 
with stones and threatening their lives. 
The negro drivers especially were quick 
with their weapons. Large numbers of 
the non-union drivers carried heavy 
clubs and they swung them with ter- 
rifie effect throughout the day. 

As far as can be ascertained the list 
of injured numbers is in the neighbor- 
hood of 40, but it is far short of being 
accurate. Many men who were in the 
mobs that attacked the wagons went 
down before the clubs of the police and 
of the wagon guards, but they were 
carried away by their friends and there 
is no chance of learning their names or 
of even guessing at their number. 

The outlook is for more fighting and 
there is not the slightest evidence of 
the approaching end of the strike. 

The interests which have been op- 
posing the striking teamsters are not 
us united as heretofore. The cause of 
this dissension is the action of the 
Team Owners’ association, which has 
contracts with the railroads and many 
large firms and employs none but union 
teamsters, in refusing to make de- 
liveries to any of the firms involved in 
the strike when ordered to do so by 
the Employers’ association. When the 
employers received this ultimatum they 
notified the team owners that unless 
the request that no discrimination be 
made in deliveries were granted, an 
effort would be made to have all ex- 
isting contracts between team owners 
and the business houses and the rail- 
roads cancelled. 

At a meeting held between repre- 
sentutives of the Employers’ associa- 
tion and the large team owners, the 
latter declared they would not attempt 
to deliver coal to any firm where a 
strike was in progress, as they did not 
wish to be involved in the trouble 
with which they considered they had 
no direct concern. Railroad men, in- 
vited to the conference by the Employ- 
ers’ association, took practically the 
same stand, declaring that the fight 
was something into which the railroads 
did not propose to enter; that they had 
coutracts with the team owners which 
were Leing fulfilled to their entire sat- 
isfact'cn,.” 

‘rhe Commission Team Owners and 
the Lake Transportation Team Own- 
ers’ associations have taken a similar 
stand to the Chicago Team Owners’ 
association.

SAFE SHATTERED 


“‘Burglar Proof” Affair Yielded 


to an Explosive 


EXPLOIT OF MASKED MEN 


Tackled Country Bank After 
“Killing” Wires Connecting 
Town With Outside World 
--Villagers’ Fruitless Pursuit 


Oneonta, N. Y., May 3.—A band of 
masked robbers rode into the sleeping 
village of Gilbertsville, about 18 miles 
from here, at 8 o’clock in the morning, 
blew open the modern and supposedly 
burglar-proof safe in the private bank 
of E. C. Brewer and made good their 
escape with booty which may reach 
nearly $10,000. When the startled vil- 
lagers were awakened by the mufiied 
roar of the explosion and had been 
halted by the pistol fire of the retreat- 
ing bandits, they found that the rob- 
bers had completely isolated Giiberts- 
ville from the outside world by cutting 
all the telegraph and telephone wires. 
Efforts to communicate with neighbor- 
ing towns were futile and when the 
village folk fimally started in pursuit 
the robbers had gained a lead which 
could not be overcome. 

Gilbertsville, which is a community 
of 500 souls, is dazed by the bold at- 
tack. It is believed there were five men 
in the band. That all were heavily 
armed was shown by the frequency of 
their fire when the first of the villagers 
arrived in the vicinity of the bank. 

The men first pried open the front 
door of the bank. Not a light glim- 
mered in the village and they evidently 
set about their work leisurely. Two 
holes were drilled in the heavy steel 
doors of the newly installed safe and 
into these the explosive, believed to 
have been nitro-glycerine, was inserted. 
The explosion wrecked the safe and 
shattered every window in the bank 
building. Portions of the safe were 
found many yards from the building. 

The robbers hastily gathered up all 
the money exposed by the explosion and 
started on a run just as the first awak- 
ened villagers reached the scene. 
Among the first to arrive at the bank 
were W. F. Ward and C. A. Daniels, 
who encountered the robbers and 
were held in check by their threats to 
shoot. Other residents quickly came 
up, but in the meantime the invaders 
were making good their escape, firing 
as they went. 

The alarm spread rapidly through the 
town and in a short time everybody 
was awake and hurrying to the bank. 
Then an attempt to communicate with 
ithe neighboring towns was made, in the 
hope of intercepting the burglars. 
Telegraph offices and the telephone ex- 
change were opened, but the opera- 
tors found only dead wires. 

Then plans for pursuit were quickly 
made. Postmaster Root and his 
brother started for Mount Upton, the 
nearest railroad station, six miles away. 
They had gone but a half mile when 
they came upon a team hitched to a 
telegraph pole. One of the horses had 
become entangled in the harness and 
fallen. The robbers apparently had 
made an attempt to right the harness 
in the darkness, but finally abandoned 
the effort and made off. The team 
proved to have been stolen from a 
neighboring barn. 

Continuing on their way, the Root 
brothers came upon a one-horse surrey 
near Mount Upton. An axle of the 
vehicle was broken and a short dis- 
tance away was the horse, belonging 
to a farmer in the vicinity and taken 
from his barn during the night. It is 
believed that after this vehicle failed 
them the robbers made their way into 
the woods, as no further trace of them 
could be found. 

From Mount Upton word of the rob- 
bery was sent to all the neighboring 
towns. Posses were organized, but 
their efforts to locate the men have so 
far proved futile. The search is be- 
ing continued, A good description of 
the men is lacking and if they have 
separated, as is probable, their cap- 
ture will prove a difficult task, 


Apaches Promised Liberty 

Lawton, O. T., May 8—With con- 
yentional dignity and ostentatious 
ceremony, Quanah Parker, chief of the 
Comanche Indians, yesterday deliy- 
ered a message from President Roose- 
velt to Geronimo, the Apache warrior, 
at Parker’s home near here. Geronimo 
departed with the assurance, it is said, 
that he and his tribe will get their lib- 
erty from martial subjection within 
one year. 


Benefit Realized Over $10,000 

New York, May 8.—Prominent actors 
and actresses now in this city joined in 
a testimonial benefit to Mme.

WAVE OF INCENDIARISM 


Boston Authorities Appear to 
Be Unable to Check It 
Boston, May 3.—Incendiaries who} 
for a month past have started fires near- 
ly every night, causing thousands of 
dollars’ damage to property and in 


many instances endangering human 
life, were at work in this city again 
last night. 

The operations of the firébug shifted 
last night to the crowded tenement 
district.in South Boston, where, with- 
in three hours, four alarms were 
sounded, and three of the fires were 
beyond doubt, the police say, in- 
cendiary. 

A serious fire at the Jenny Oil works, 
in South Boston, was averted only by 
the prompt arrival of the fire depart- 
ment. A bunch of cotton waste and 
newspapers, saturated with kerosene 
oil, had been placed in one of the small 
buildings connected with the main 
plant, in which was stored several hun- 
dred barrrels of oil. The firemen con- 
fined the fire to the small building, the 
damage to which amounted to $2500. 

A short time later a fire was kindled 
under a string of freight cars, but the 
fiames were discovered before serious 
damage had been done. 

The third fire, close by the scene of 
the other two, was discovered in a 
livery stable. Several horses were 
saved from suffocation by smoke with 
considerable difficulty, but the damage 
to the stable was not great. 


Attem-@ to Burn a Block 

Woodbury, Conn., May 8.—An at- 
tempt was made to burn the Reynolds 
biock, the biggest in town, at 1 o'clock 
this morning. When the fire depart- 
ment reached the scene there was a 
hvely blaze in the main stairway and 
an investigation revealed a huge bundle 
of rubbish, papers, ete... which had 
been soaked with kerosene. In the 
biock are the postoffice, the Woodbury 
Savings bank and several stores and 
tenements, 


Thousand Acres Burned Over 

West Kennebunk, Me., May 3.—A 
fire that started lute yesterday near 
Day's siding on the Boston and Maine 
railroad, one mile east of here, burned 
over about 1000 acres of woodland and 
partially destroyed about 150 cords of 
cordwood and a barn. The fire started 
presumably from a spark from a loco- 
motive. It was estimated that the ter- 
ritory burned over was about two miles 
long and one mile in width, 


Walker's Widow Gsts Estate 

Concord, N. H., May 3.—The disposi- 
tion of the $200,000 estate of the late 
Gustavus Walker of this city has been 
determined by the supreme court. 
Nephews of Walker had petitioned for 
the appointment of a trustee, but this 
petition is denied, and the court rules 
that Walker’s widow is entitled to one- 
half the real estate and personal prop- 
erty in fee and a life interest in the 
other half. 


Compromise Proposition Rejected 
Providence, May 3.—The reply of the 
Master Painters’ association to the 
compromise proposition of the Paint- 
ers and Decorators’ union is to the ef- 
fect that they do not propose to change 
their scale of wages. ‘The strike of the 
painters will continue until some agree- 
ment is arrived at, the number of 
workmen now out being about 150. 


For Granite State Highways 

Concord, N. H., May 8.—State En- 
gineer Dean announces that two cities, 
Franklin and Rochester, and 191 towns 
have applied for state aid under the act 
of the legislature which appropriated 
$125,000 a year for six years for the 
permanent improvement of main high- 
ways. The time in which applications 
could have been made has now expired. 


Bulldings and Timber Burned 

Portsmouth, N. H., May 8.—Sparks 
from a passing locomotive kindled a 
fire that destroyed the farm buildings 
of C. H. Hayes, a mile outside the city, 
and, spreading to an adjacent forest 
burned over 60 acres. The loss on the 
building is $5000 and on the timber, 
consisting of heavy spruce and pine, as 
mouch more. ‘ 


He'd as incendiaries 

Bath, Me., May 3.—The police last 
night arrested, as the result of their in- 
vestigation of the fires on April 26 and 
27, Alphonso Burnham, aged 30, Ed 
ward Morey, 28, and Maurice Cushing, 
21 years old, on a charge of incen- 
diarism. The men are unmarried and 
live not far from the scene of the re- 
cent fires.

Noticeof Milk Inspector. 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.]

NEW POWER PLANT

saving, both in fuel and cost of labor 
for operating, and it is probable that 
this plant is now producing power of 
the highest grade at as low, if uot 
lower, cost per horse power than any 
other station in the country, There are 
five turbines installed, each of which 
has a 


MAXIMUM CAPACITY 


of 4500-horse power and oceupies 4 
space less than one-third of that which 
would be required by the horizontal 
type of engine. 

At the Quincy Point power station 
there are employed two shifts of 15 men 
each, There is about one ton of coal 
burned under each boiler per hour, or a 
total of 10 tons per hour with all the 
boilers in service. The station runs 1S 
hours per day, and the maximum energy 
possible to develop is sufficient to run 
500 cars. 

There are about 900 miles of feed and 
trolley wires running from the sub-sta- 
tion and about 177 miles of aluminum 
transmission wires running from the 
central power station{to the various sub- 
stations or distribating points. 

The power may be transmitted by 
several different methods, one of which 
is by the use of an alternating current 
of high voltage and low volume, this 
being generated at a central power plant 
and conducted over transmission wires 
to sub-stations. At these distributing 
points the high tension alternating cur- 
rent is transformed by means of special 
apparatus to a low voltage alternating 
current of large volume, this being fed 
in at one side of a machine very similar 
to a dynamo or generator and passing 
through it emerges at the other side of 
the machine a low tension direct cur- 
rent, in street railway work, of 500 volts. 

In overcoming the friction of the 

heavy shaft of the turbine a very novel 
device is used. This shaft has two 
bearings, the lower one carrying all the 
weight of the shaft and its attachments, 
and the upper one being used simply to 
steady the bearing. On account of the 
great weight resting upon the lower 
bearing, there is a very high friction, 
and this is overcome by making the 
bearing water-tight, with a joint that 
will stand a very high pressure, and by 
forcing water into the bearing at a 
pressure of about 650.pounds per square 
inch. 
This raises the end of the shaft a 
fraction of an inch from the bearing 
surface, and the pressure being applied 
constantly, the effect is to float the 
shaft, aud the weight it carries upon a 
film of water between the end of the 
shaft, and the bearing surface. The 
water is kept constantly circulating 
through the shaft. 

DESIGNER AND ENGINEER. 

The Old Colony Street Railway Com- 
pany’s system of power generation and 
distribution was designed by Charles 
F. Bancroft, superintendent of motive 
power and machinery of the Old Colony 
Street Railway Company, who is also 
electrical engineer of the Massachusetts 
Electric Companies. The plans were 
prepared and all the engineering work 
carried on under his supervision by the 
engineering department of the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company at 
their executive offices, 84 State street, 
Boston. 

Mr. Bancroft was born in Masonville, 
Can., and educated at St. John’s school 
Montreal, and Lincoln college, Sorel 
He entered the employ of the Edison 
General Electric Company in 1899 and 
remained with that company until 1893, 
wher he accepted a position with the 
Royal Electric Company, Montreal, as 
superintendent of their testing and ex- 
perimenting departments, 

Ia 1894 he left Montreal to become 
electrical engineer of the Lowell & 
Suburban Street Railway Company of 
Lowell, where he remained until the 
formation of the Massachusetts, Electric

appointment, in 1900

desire to learn something more of the 
application of electricity as a motive 
power, it would be difficult for them to 
enlarge their knowledge from technical 
treatises or from an electrical engineer, 
on account of the bewildering use of 
trade terms. Therefore the following 
lay explanation will be given: 
Everybody knows that two magnets 
placed near each other attract each other. 
Each exerts a distinct force which can 
be measured. Now a motor is two 
magnets. One of these magnets is fixed 
and is called the field; the other revolves 
and is called the armature. Whena 
pole of the armature of revolving magnet 
approaches a pole of the field or fixed 
magnet, the latter pulls the former to- 
ward itself. When the two get into line, 
the electric current is changed by the 
commutator into another pole of arma- 
ture, and the sama prosses is repeated. 
The more poles, the greater the pull. 
Now, when the armature is fastened 
to the axle of a car, naturally, the axle 
has to move when the armature moves 
in obedience to the pull, and when the 
axle moves the wheels must revolve, 
and when they revolve the car must 
move ahead. And it is always to be 
borne in mind that these magnets are 
only magnets while the electric cur- 
rent is passing through them, so that, 
as soon as the electric current is broken, 
they-cease to exert their force.

Committee of Granite Cut- 
ters Issue Statement. 


Say the Manufacturers

Section in Question Means What 
it Says. 


Editors Quincy Daily Ledger: 

Owing to the publication in a Quincy 
paper, of a misleading statement by a 
committee of the Quincy Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association, in reference to 
the wage rate in the recent agreement 
entered into between that Association, 
and the Quincy branches of the Granite 
Cutters’ National Union, Quincy branch 
of the G. C. N. U. has authorized the 
committee representing the granite cut- 
ters, to issue a statement setting the 
whole matter right, lest silence on our 
part might be misunderstood by the 
public, for beyond doubt the employers 


know our position to be correct, not- 
withstanding their affidavit. 
We hereby aver that the state- 


ment made public by the Manufacturers’ 
Committee is unfair. No understanding, 
Side issue or qnalification whatso- 
ever, was entered into between the 
committees, otber than what is borne 
out on the face of the paragrapb in the 
agreement regulating wages. The sec- 
tion in question as stated by the Manu- 
facturers, was offered by Mr. Duncan 
of our committee, and was passed ex- 
actly as offered, as follows: 

The minimum rate of wages to be 
37 1-2 cents per hour, Any man incapa- 
citated by old age or physical disability 
from earning that rate and whom the 
employers do not want to hire by the 
piece, to have arate established by com- 
mittees representing both associations, 
on ‘his earning power by the piece bill, 
but in no instance to have his rate es- 
tablished on a stone figaring less than 
$12 by the piece. 

The language says what it means and 
means what it says, much so that 
amendments to strike out the word 
‘*disability’’ and insert instead ‘*‘inabil- 
ity’ and next, to strike out the word 
‘*disability’’ and insert instead ‘‘unable 
to earn’’ were both in turn rejected and 
the motion as quoted was passed with- 
out dissent from any one present, and 
manufacturers and journeymen alike are 
in honor bound to respect and carry it 
into effect during the existence of the 
agreement.

The communication of the Board of The Case Heard in District 


Health to the City Council relative to 
to the nuisance at the Canal is of in- 
terest because they have carefully con- 
sidered the matter, suggested an abate- 
ment, and give figures as to the cost. 
It is given in full: 

Gentlemea:—In accordance with tha 
order of your honorable body of April 
3, 1905, the Board of Health beg to 
submit the following report. 

Oo April Sth, 1905, the Board in 
company with the City Engineer visited 
the Canal, situated near Canal street 
and found the place in a very filthy 
condition. A once navigable canal is 
now turned into a dumping ground for 
all sorts of refuse material, including 
waste paper, ashes, old boots and 
shoes, tin cans, bottles, broken furni- 
ture, stable manure and garbage. 

Owing to this deposit of refuse 
material and to the natural causes of 
river deposits, this canal, in which a 
few years ago a vessel of six or seven 
feet draught was able to sail within a 
short distancefrom Washington street, 
bas now become not only a shallow 
distorted water way, but an eye sore 
and a source of grave danger to health. 
In regard to the danger to health we 
would like to call your attention to the 
following facts. 

It has long been a universally acknow- 
ledged fact that dampness on or near 
the surface of the gronod has an injuri- 
ous effect upon the health of those 
living near-by. In addition to rheuma- 
tism, neuralgias and diseases of the 
respiratory tract, typhoid, diphtheria 
and malaria stand out most prominently 

Now, but a single glance at this most 
unsanitary locality, is enough to satisfy 
the most arbitrary person that we Lave 
here a most beautiful habitat for these 
germs. Surely no person can truthfully 
say that this condition should not be 
remedied immediately and in the most 
thorough and permanent manner within 
the power of this city. We feel posi- 
tive that on a test vote every man in 
this city, had he previously visited this 
place, would vote for the removal of 
the preseut conditions at any cost. 

In regard to the best method of abat- 
ing this nuisance we have, through the 
City Engineer, prepared a plan showing 
two ways of accomplishing the end in 
view. The first consists in narrowing 
the canal to eleven feet by means of two 


|} stone retaining walls, from a point where 


the brook emerges from under a build- 
ing owned by Mrs. Annie M. Keating, 
to a point thres hundred and fifty feet 
distant as shown on the accompanying 
plan. As to the cost we beg to submit 
to you the figures furnished by the City 
Engineer.

These figures are exclusive of damages 
to water privileges. The first method 
is the only one which should receive 
your attention from the fact that if 
once dons, it is done for all time. The 
second, while of course in the beginning 
is really only a temporary piece of 
What we need is something 
which is permanent and it will be 
much cheaper in the end. 

With these stone retaining walls we 
shall procure a narrow straight water 
way which is bound to be kept clean by 
its own rush of waters. The filling in 
of that part of the canal behind the 
walls will do away witb all filth now 
deposited there and what is now a 
menace to public health and an eye 
sore, will be turned into a healthy 
locality and a pleasant spot to look 
upon. 

We hope that this plan will be given 
your earnest consideration for we feel 
that if you should find the time to 
visit this canal you could not fail to 
look upon it as we do.

Against A. A. Linscott 
‘the Jeweler 


Watches Recovered at a Loan 
Company in Boston. 


The continued case of Albert A. Lin- 
scott, the Quincy jeweler, for larceny, 
were heard in the district court this 
morning. The first case was that for 
the larceny of a watch from James W. 
McLaughlin. 

Mr. McLaughlin testified that on 
March 25, he took the watch to Linscott’s 
to be repaired. He went after it a 
week. later and was ioformed that it 
was apart and if he would come 
hour later he could haveit. At the end 
of an hour he returned. This time 
Linscott informed him he had made a 
mistake, that his watch had been sent 
to Boston to be repaired, but 
surely be out the next week. 

A week later he went in but Linscott 
was absent; his clerk informed him 
that the watch was not ready. He then 
reported the matter to the police. The 
third week he met Inspector McKay by 
appointment in Boston, and upon pay- 
ment of $15 to a collateral company he 
got his watch. After the watch had 
been redeemed Linscott refunded him 
the $15. 

Lieut. McKay testified that after con- 
versation with McLaughlin, he got the 
number of his watch from Linscott’s 
books, and then through the Police 
headquarters, Boston, located it at the 
Collateral Loan Co. 

He redeemed the watch upon the 
payment of $15. They came to Quincy 
and swore out the warrant. They then 
went to Linscott’s store where Mc- 
Laughlin got his money. Warrant was 
then served, Later Linscott’s counsel 
in the presence of Linscott gave me a 
bunch of pawn tickets. 

George E. Hall, assistant appraiser 
of the Collateral Loan Co., testified 
that Linscott placed the watch there 
March 27. He recognized  Linscott. 
Took his name, address and amount, 
$15. Told the modus operandi of plac- 
ing articles in pledge. 


in an 


would 


testified to putting astopon the watches 
at the Collateral Loan Co. pledged by 
Linscott. 

No defence was offered. 

The next case heard was the George 
Ellis case, This was also for the larceny 
of a watcb. 

Mr. Ellis testified that he took his 
watch to Linscott’s in Jaly, 1904. Went 
after it several times. Lioscott said it 
had to go to Boston and then to New 
York to be repaired, as it was a foreign 
watch. As a matter of fact it was a 
Waltham watch. ‘These visits continued 
until a few weeks ago, when he had 
talk with Lieut. McKay. 

As result of this conversation he gave 
the officer $5 and later saw the watch 


in the officer’s possession. Identi- 
fied watch shown by initial ‘‘M. J. 
E.’’ on the case. 

The evidence of Lieut. McKay, Mr. 


Hall and Inspector Shields was practic- 
ally the same in this case as the Mc- 
Laughlin case. 

It was nearly 1 o'clock before the 
Ellis case was completed and the court 
then took a recess uotil 2 o’clock. 

This afternoon a hearing will be held 
on the W. E. Morrison case. This is 
for the larceny of two watches anda 
diamond ring valued at $100. These 
articles were also pledged with the 
Collateral Loan Co. for $105. These 
have not been redeemed. 

Linscott is represented by W. E. 
Cassidy, Esq., and the government by 
George E. Adams, Esq.

Could Not Decide as to Guilt 
of Nan Patterson 


GEORGE W. PRESCOTT @ sox.| WERE HOPELESSLY SPLIT 


Accused Woman Expressed Con- 
fidence That Delay Was In 
Her Favor--Sentiment For Ac 
quittal Shown by Crowd When 
Jurymen Went to Dinner 


New York, May 4.—Having failed to 
reach a verdict and declaring that they 
were hopelessly disagreed, the jury in 
the Nan Patterson case was formally 
discharged at 2:20 o'clock this morning. 

At 1:30 o’clock this morning the jury 
in tue case of Miss Patterson, tried for 
the third time on the charge of murder- 
ing Caesar Young, was called into the 
courtroom by Recorder Goff. When 
the 12 men were in their places and 
the court officials had all arrived, the 
recorder asked why the defendant had 
ret been brought into court. A deputy 
sheriff replied that she had been feeling 

ill and had retired, but was then be- 
ing dressed. After a wait of 12 minutes 
Miss Patterson appeared, looking pale 
ard in a highly nervous state. 

“Gentlemen, have you been able to 
reach an agreement?’ asked the  re- 
corder of the jury. 

“No sir,” replied the foreman. 

“Is there any question of law or evi- 
derce in which I can instruct you? Is 
there any way in which the court can 
help you?’ 

TLe foreman looked for an instant 
at his fellow-members of the jury, then 
turned to the recorder and said: “No, 
sir: I don’t believe you can help us.” 

“Then you will retire to reconsider 
tbe matter.” 

The jury filed out and the court- 
room was cleared. Recorder Goff re- 
mained in his chamber to receive a ver- 
dict if rendered or to further instruct 
the jury. At 2:15 the jury reappeared 
and announced a hopeless disagree- 
ment, whereupon they were discharged. 


It was a long, dreary wait for Nan 
Patterson while the jury was out, but 
she was buoyed by the hope that at 
the end of their deliberation the 12 meu 
would agree to a verdict of not guilty. 

Miss Patterson's hopes were based 
partly on rumors which were current 
about the criminal court building dur- 
ing the afternoon thet the first ballots 
taken in the juryroom Were decidedly 
in her favor. The jury had the cace 
since shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday. 

During the afternoon the jury sent to 
the courtroom for articles of clothing 
worn by Young at the time he met his 
Ceath, and for the skeleton which was 
exhibited during the trial by the prose- 
cution in its endeavor to show that the 
victim of the tragedy could not have in- 
Nicted the wound-himself. 

The jury was taken out to dinner at 
8:30 o'clock. They were surrounded by 
a platoon of police and followed by a 
great throng. As they made their way 
toward a restaurant, the jurymen were 
greeted by cries of “Set her free.” “Set 
Nan free. She deserves it.” 

It was 10:05 o'clock when the jury 
returned to the criminal courts build- 
Ing after dinner and resumed its cou- 
sideration of the case.

[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Fublie Statutes.] 


Szot. 3—‘ In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otuerwise for the | 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall | 
annually on the first day of May, or within | 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Insrec- | 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the | 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.—‘' Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, | 
shall register in the books of such Iospector or | 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty | 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever negiec's so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

A NOTABLE SEIZURE | 


Lottery Tickets Valued at Yearly 
$5000 Found at Beton 

Boston, May 4—Severs’ thousand 
lottery tickets of Panams and Mexican 
Ictteries, valued at neefly $5000, were 
seized by United Ststes officers in an 
express office in this city. 

The tickets, it is understood, are the 
consignments to the representatives 
¢rd agerts of the two lotteries and for 
the June drawings. They are in de- 
nominations of 25 and 50 cents and $1, 
and were packed in a dress suit case. 
With the tickets there was also seized 
a large quantity of advertising matter, 
circulars and envelopes, the list of win- 
ners in the last drawing and other mat- 
ter of an incriminating nature. 

The seizure, which was made by the 
United States marshal and Secret Ser- 
vice Agent Murphy, is the largest and 
most notable of its nature ever made 
in this section of the country.

Berlin, May 4—The treatment of 
cancer by Roentgen rays rather than 
by the knife was discussed at yester- 
day’s session of the international con- 
gress called to celebrate the 10th anni- 
versary of the discovery of the Roent- 
gen ray. Professor Lassar of Berlin, 
who is regarded as an authority on 
diseases of the skin, read a paper 
averring that he has had only three 
failures in this cure for cancer in some 
hundreds of cases he had treated, but 
only where the growths were not deep 
seated.

fgainst a stationary ship.” 

Captain Von Essen commented on the 
high state of efficiency to which Ro- 
Jesivensky has brought his squadron 
e€uiing the long months of the yoyage 
eastward, and said that the results of 
target practice with the big guns cor- 
roborated the opinion of British critics 
that the marksmanship of the Russians 
Would be apt to surprise the Japanese. 
He discussed the possibility that Ro 
jestvensky will not incorporate Nebo- 
gatoff’s ships in his fighting squadron, 
but will leave them to cover the trans- 
ports, but frankly he declared that he 
Was ignorant of Rojestvensky’s inten- 
tion on this as well as on other points 
In the present situation, in which the 
edmiral is keeping his own counsel.

Mobs In Streets Are Growing 
Larger and Uglier--Indiscrim- 
inate In Assaulting People 


Chicago, May 4.—Rioting in the 
sirvets yesterday in connection with the 
Teamsters’ strike was so prolonged and 
so fierce that many of the leading busi- 
ness men have concluded that there will 
be either peace in the city nor safety 
for business interests until the state 
militia has been called out to restore 
order. 

A committee of members of the Em- 
pivyers’ association left for Springfield 
to request Governor Deneen to give or- 
ders to the state troops. The labor 
unions have several representatives at 
tLe state capital and it is likely that 
ihey also well be heard before any ac-

tion is taken by the governor. 

Chief of Police O'Neill says he is con- 
fident that he has control of the situa- 
ticn and can keep peace in the city. 
Mayor Dunne supports him in this view 
and declares that the emergency has 
net arisen requiring the preseuce of 
troops. On the other hand, business 
men point to the long list of injured 
which marked the rioting of Tuesday 
and the greater number of persons who 
were hurt yesterday and declare that 
this list is suthicient proof that the 
police department is not sufficiently 
strong to cope with the situation. 


While policemen have been able to 
disperse mobs and guard wagons, they 
have not been able to prevent the many 
uttacks that are made on non-union 
12en in the business portion of the city 
alone. Despite the orders of Mayor 
Dunne, many wagons of concerns 
faigaiust which strikes have been de- 
clared are handled by men armed with 
rifies and shotguns. 

The first rifle shot during the strike 
was fired by a guard on a wagon of 
the United States Express company, 
while it was passing through u crowd of 
strike sympathizers. In driving past 
a corner the driver of the wagon reined 
his horses suddenly and the guard, 
seeing a street car conductor stooping 
as though to throw a_ missile, fired 
without the siightest hesitation. No 
person was hit. 

One hundred and fifty wagons of the 
seven express companies went to and 
fro across the city yesterday, each 
carrying a guard armed with a cifle or 
double-barreled shotgua. No attempt 
Was made to interfere with any of the 


express wagons. The trucks of the 
Scott Transfer company also were 
guarded in the same manner. The 


company transacted its business as 
though there had been no strike against 
it. 

Both sides have made gains, and the 
result leaves them about as_ evenly 
balanced as before. The accession to 
the ranks of the teamsters was made 
when a strike was declared against the 


ploying several hundred mer. One of 
their drivers was discharged for refus- 
ing to smsake deliveries and the rest 
walked out. 

The gain for the Employers’ asso- 
ciation was made when members of the 
Hay and Grain Pealers’ association, 
employ!ng 1200 teams, declared that de- 
liveries would be made to any place in 
the city. If drivers refuse to obey or- 
ders, they will be discharged. 


The mobs that filled the streets in the 
business quarter yesterday were larger

W. Jamison and 
Ledward Boswel, the latter a negro med- 
ical student, were dragged from a car 
and beaten unmercifully. 

A score of men were taken to hos-} 
pitals with all sorts of injuries, and | 
fully two score were injured in the 
various fights of the day, whose names 
could not be. learned.

One of the most notable of dwarfs 
was Jeffery Hudson, who was intro- 
duced to Henrietta Maria, consort of 
Charles I., in a noble venison pie.

Twice 
Jeffery saw the inside of prison walls 
—once when he was captured by the 
French on his way across the channel 
and again when he was captured by 
Barbary corsairs—and to crown his ca- 
reer of adventure he was accused of 
being mixegl up in the popish plot and 
ended his rather troublous days in the 
Gate House in 1682. 


Women and Tobacco.

The Banquet and Toasts—Booths 
and Ladies in Charge.

The Colonial fair-fete, which really 
marks the opening of the compieted Y. 
M. C. A. building, is the great event-of 
the week. It is under the auspices of 
the Woman's Aoxiliary, Mrs. E. W. 
Sheppard president, aud is probably the 
grandest festival ever held in Quincy, 
and it is expected that the net proceeds 
will be several thousand dollars. 

It is a three days’ fair, opening Thurs- 
day afternoon, and closing Saturday 
night. The great attraction Thursday 
evening was the supper served by the 
ladies, with Mrs. A. H. Gilson as chair- 
map. It was a great undertaking to ca- 
ter to so many, but Mrs. Gilson -has it 
it down to a science, 


THE BANQUET. 


At 6.30 P. M. a banquet was served 
in the gymnasium and the attendance 
was limited only by the seating capaci- 
ty. Over 300 were accommodated, 
many others being unable to procure 
tickets. On an occasion of this kind 
the price shuuld have been fifty cents 
or $1 instead of 25 cents. 

It was a pretty sight as viewed from 
the running track or gallery. -Five 
long tables were spread lengthwise of 
the ball, with a head table across the 
head of the hall. The tables were 
spread with new linen and new dishes, 
and decorated with pinks and spirea. 

Add to this the effect of the ladies 
in quaint Colonial dress, as worn at the 
tables, and the happy faces of all, and 
it was an occasion long te be remem- 
bered. ° 

At the head table were Mrs. 
E. W. Sheppard, the president of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and Mr. Sheppard ; 
Theophilus King, the toastmaster, and 
Mrs. King; Mayor Thompson and Mrs. 
Thompson; R. D. Chase, president of 
the Quincey Y. M. C. A., and Mrs, 
Chase; Hon. Louis A. Frothingham, 
speaker of the Massacbusetts House of 
Representatives; R. M. Armstrong, 
State Secretary of the Y. M. C. A., and 
Mrs. Armstrong; Charles A. Coburn, 
who secured subscriptions at the start 
for the building, and Mrs. Coburn; 
Rey. and Mrs. E. N. Hardy; Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Db. Gourd; Mr. and Mrs. 
George H. Brown, and Secretary E. G. 
Gay. 

The blessing was asked by Rev. E. N. 
Hardy, pastor of Bethany Congrega- 
tional church. 

With A. D. Albee as leader and 
orchestra accompaniment one verse of 
the old bymn was sung: 


O God our help in ages past, 

Our hope for years to come; 

Be thou our Guide while life shall last, 
And our eternal home. 

The banquet included cold meats, 
escalloped potatoes, radishes and 
pickles, pies in great variety, assorted 
cakes, coffee and ice water. 

Mrs. Sheppard welcomed all most 
heartily. She said life is what we are 
alive to. We as an‘auxiliary are alive to 
the needs of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 

Theophilus King was introduced as 
toastmaster and the word achievement 
was his main thought. This plant 
represents achievement, not along the 
line of selfishness but for the public 
good. He proposed five sentiments. 

‘“*The Young Men of Our State.—Our 
dependence in the future.—May this 
and kindred institutions give the 
strongest stamp of character to our 
boys becoming men.” 

Hon. Louis K. Frothingham, Speaker 
of the Legislature, responded. Hesaid 
his earliest recollections were of Quincy, 
where his grandfather lived, and where 
he attended Adams Academy. He was 
glad to be here because of what the As- 
sociation stood for. He bad done great 
work in the country, both in time of 
war and peace. He recalled the prom- 
inent part that Quincy men took in 
the formation of our country and in 
arbitration with foreign countries— 
John Adams, John Quincy Adams and 
Charles Francis Adams. 

“Phe Young Men of Our City,—To 
whom this Association desires to assist 
in imparting meotal, physical and spir- 
itusl health for their greatest good, and 
the greatest good of the commanity. 

Mayor Thompson résyonded. He 
appreciated the opportunity to convey 


official greetings of the city. The 
Quincy Association wes to be congratu- 
lated. It belongs to a world-wide 
association, successful because it is 
cosmopolitan. This Association is to 
be congratulated -because it has the 
support of an Auxiliary. When women 
undertake anything it is bound to suc- 
ceed. This noble building that works 
for young men pbysically, mentally 
and morally represents the work of 
Quincys best efforts. It behooves us to 
play wellour part. Then results will be 
satisfactory. 

‘Our Young Men as Sons—To assist 
the motber heart in making the boy per- 


manently good, is the inspiration of the 
work here attempted.’ 


Mrs. O. H. Durrell of Somerville was 
to have responded to this toast but was 
unavoidably absent. Mr. King, howev- 
er, gave praise to the ladies saying they 
were pretty near the whole of it. 

‘*Our Young Men as Uld Boys of 
Sweetness, purity and strength.—The 
grand embodiment of Y.M. C. A. work. 

The heartiest applause was reserved 
for R. D. Chase, the president of the 
Quincy Association, when introduced 
to respond to this toast. The applause 
was long continued, and then all stood 
in appreciation of the interest and 
financial aid he has given the Associ- 
ation. 

President Chase was visibly affected 
by the greeting and said he was not 
unmindfal of it, but said it belonged 
to the Association. As on the 4th of 
July the first sod was turned for this 
building, and this dedication was on 
the 4th of Miy, the fourth day of the 
month meant much to this Association. 
The Quincy Y. M. C. A. is planning 
to raise timber. As trusses are needed 
in this gymnasium, so the city needs 
good timber. 

He compared the Y. M. C. A. plant 
to the new power plant of the street rail- 
way at Quincy Point, which is the most 
modern and complete in the United 
States.. Both were great power plants. 
At the Point push and speed were the 
object, so with this Associatioa. 

Iam not indifferent to the intluences 
of the old home, the old church and the 
schoolhouse, but this plant combines 
all and seems to be necessary to furnish 
men good and true; good citizens; good 
Councilmen ; good city officials. 


**Our Young Men everywhere.—To 


-| make them most potential in life and in 


the use of life’s powers is the sacred 
ambition of all Y. M. C. A. work.’’ 

Secretary Armstrong responded. He 
said seven new Y. M. C. A. buildings 
would be dedicated within a year in 
Massachusetts. He knew of none in the 
State, for the price, which could be 
compared with the new Quincy plant 
dedicated tonight. He urged the pay- 
ment of all the debt before July 4, and 
continued hearty support, 

With the singing of ‘‘4merica’’ the 
banquet closed. The booths then 
claimed attention and good sales were 
reported. 

During the evening there were popu- 
lar songs by Helen and Marion Greene, 
and the buck and wing dance and silver 
bell lay by Florence Barker. 

THE BOOTHS. 

The thirteen original colunies were 
represented by booths in the different 
rooms of the building. These were 
presided over by ladies gowned in cos- 
tumes of colonial times who offered a 
large variety of articles for sale. Cherry 
blossoms, some genuine and some made 
of paper, but .so perfectly that it re- 
quired a close examination to distin- 
guish them from the real article, were 
used in abundance, making a very 
pretty effect, especially at night when 
the rooms of building were illuminated. 

Entering the building by the main 
door it is a pretty sight that greets the 
eye, and for a moment one thinks that 
the lapse of time has been obliterated, 
and he is living in the good old days of 
our grand daddies. At the right of the 
entrance, in what is known as the read- 
ing room, are the booths representing 
Virginia and New York. On the Vir- 
ginia table were china, pictures, calen- 
dars, etc., while at the New York table 
were baskets and fancy bead worked ar- 
ticle, In this room was Pocohontas of 
John Smith fame, admirably represent- 
ed by Mrs. Wilson Marsh ; Martha Wash- 
ington, in the person of Mrs. Charles A. 
Spear, who held a reception all the ev- 
ening; also Dolly Madison, imperson- 
ated by Mrs. Garey, and Nellie Custis, 
represented by Mrs. J. W. Sanborn. 

At the left in the ladies’ parlor were 
the tables of North Carolina and Rhode 
Island. Here useful and fancy articles 
of every description were on sale. 

Then came the booth assigned to the 
good old Bay State. Here was fancy 
and handsome table sets in great variety, 
pewter ware, etc. Here also tea was 
served by Colonial-dames. 

Next in order was the Georgia broth 
where usefal and fancy articles were 
on sale, There was a popcorn popper in 
corner, and business was good. The 
room was very prettily decorated. 

On tbe opposite side of the corridor 
was the Pennsylvania room, one of the 
most interesting in the whole fair. 
Here one saw the liberty bel] and a coal 
mine, At the opening to the mine were 
two miners with their coal car, which

Jeweller Liuscott Sentenced

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FIVE DROWNED 


Barge, With All Hands, Sinks 
Off Point Judith 
Newport, R. I., May 5—The New 
Loncon tug Gertrude put into Newport 
harbor and reported the loss of the 
barge Moonbeam off Point Judith, witb 


all on board. The barge, which was be- 
ing towed from Hoboken to Provi- 
cence, foundered during a gale and five 
persons—the captain, engineer, steward 
and two children of the captain—went 
down with the vessel. Charles Ackers, 
the captain of the Moonbeam, had his 
13-year-old daughter and his sov, aged 
7, with him. 

Captain Halyburton of the tug said 
that the Moonbeam had been steering 
bacly for some time before the disas- 
ter, and from her behavior he was of 
the opinion that the water poured 
through the hatches when the seas 
swept over the decks. There had been, 
evidently, so little time between the 
rush of water into the hold and the 
foundering of the craft that there was 
no chunce for the men on the towboat 
to assist the barge crew. 

Captain Halyburton stated that the 
steering wheel of his tug was out of or- 
der for half an hour and that he was 
uvable to navigate the boat during that 
time. Halyburton states that the acci- 
dert occurred while he was on his way 
to the Moonbeam, but that he doubts 
whether any of these on the barge 
could have been rescued had the mishap 
rot occurred. ‘The Moonbeam carried 
903 tons of coal.

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THE MINORITY 


Make a Report on High School 
Plans. 


As a majority report of the School 
Committee on the plans for a single 


‘complete addition to the High school 


has already been made public the 
minority report will be read with in- 
terest. It is made by Thomas L. 
Miller and James F. Burke, as follows: 


To the Public Buildings Committee of 
the City Council, Walter E. Piper, 
Chairman, Quincy, Mass. 

Dear Sir, —Your committee submitted 
five plans or sketches to the School 
Committee for a completed addition to 
the High School buildin’, and after 
some consideration the majority of said 
School Committee voted not to approve 
any of said plans, either in part (open 
to alteration) or as completed plans. 

The minority of said School Comwmit- 
tee dissent from said vote, and do re- 
port that in their judgment there are 
two of said plans, that with slight 
changes, will meet all the requirements 
of an up-to-date High School. 

The Hurd & Gore plans have many 
commendable features. The corridors 
are broad and straight and the rooms 
well arranged. With the false front 
left off, and the granite trimmings 
extended round the new part, and the 
rooms arranged as per supplementary 
ground plaos, will present an imposing 
appearance, and give ample accommo- 
dation for seating 1,000 pupils without 
crowding, or the use of the assembly 
hall for study purposes. 

This would provide for a standard 
desk of 26 inches, 18 inch aisle between 
the desks, a 26 inch aisle at the walls 
and 6 feet on the teacher's side. There 
would be no room having over 49 
pupils. 

Then there would be an assembly hall 
for 1100 people, a library, principal’s 
reception room and private office rooms, 
a teacher’s room for the male teachers, 
also oue for the female teachers. There 


drawing room and labratories, lecture 
room, book storage and lunch room. 
What more can be desired ? 

Then the McFarland, Colby and Mc- 
Farland plans built as per supplement- 
ary elevation plans with the projecting 
pediment on the front enbances the 
beauty, provides more accommodation 
and splendid light for the third floor. 
And by changing the gymnasium from 
the southwest to the southeast corner 
better light would be provided, and 
with other slight changes will make a 
symmetrical building, and one that any 
city of the size and wealth of Quincy 
can feel a just pride in. 

This plan provides for 1,028 scholars 
without the use of the assembly hall for 
study purposes, with all the rooms as 
mentioned in the first named plan. One 
admirable feature of this plan is that 
the boilers are placed outside the main 
building, thereby eliminating any 
possible danger from that source. 

In our estimation, if either of these 
plans can be executed for from $75,000 
to $80,000 one of them should be adopt- 
ed. For when we consider the stringent 
condition of the finances of our city and 
the burden of the taxpayers, and the 
pressing demand for other improve- 
ments, surely we are called on to econo- 
mize. 

Consider the condition of the Cod- 
dington school right in the éentre of 
the city. Rooms that were condemned 
years ago for school purposes have been 
opened up and used for class rooms. 
We contend that there is urgent demand 
for a new building to replace this anti- 
quated structure, or we may find to 
our sorrow, that we have been playing 
with disease. 

Again we would call your attention 
to the pressing demand for a new build- 
ing in Ward Six, where we have been 
renting outside rooms for years. These 
rented rooms are not in any way fit for

Therefore, taking cognizance of the 
pressing demands for school accommo- 
dations, we cannot find any-reason for 
an expense more than the two plans 
above mentioned call for, and we are of 
the decided opinion that it should be a 
completed building without any farther 
patching.

So Joseph H. Choate characterized 
the farewell dinner at the Mansion 
house last night, which undoubtedly 
was the most remarkable gathering of 
the _ his- 
toric residence of the lord muyor of 
London. In the words of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, “It would be im- 
possible to collect a more representa- 
tive gathering.” All parties. 
professions and opinions from the great 
Metropolis were there. Mr. Choate sat 
at the right hand of the lord mayor; 
next to him was Mr. Balfour, and then 
Lord Lansdowne. At the left of the 
lord mayor were the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Duke of Welling- 
ton. 

The lord mayors of large 
cities came to London for the oceasion, 
and there were present the editors of | 
the London dailies, authors, many 
members of the house of commons of 
all political parties, and many other | 
notables, the aggregate numbering 300. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury pro- 
nounced grace and the benediction. 
The aged lord mayor, a white-bearded, 
picturesque figure im his rich costume, 
rose and toasted the king and qué@en, 
Sir Henry Campbell-Barnerman  pro- 
posed “The President,” «ulogizing him 
as “a genuine typical character, char- | 
acteristic of America, a firm friend of 
peace, though not perhaps of a 
quiescent disposition.” 

Premier Balfour, in toasting Choate, 
congratulated the lord mayor or ke-} 
ing the host of Great Britain on this 
memorable occasion. Mr. Choate, he 
said, had been with Britons in days of 
mourning and of rejoicing, of disaster 
and of victory, not only as the repre- 
sentative of a great state, but ever 
ready to take his part in any phase of 
British public life not connected with | 
politics, and he had ever played his | 
He hoped Choate 
would carry away with him much more 
than merely diplomatic ideas, 

Mr. Balfour dilated on the close rela- 
tions between the two countries and | 
the common sentiment of amity which 
survived always, despite the mistakes 
of official leaders. He said that with 
the lapse of decades the old bitterness 
had been lost in the historic past; that 
all causes of difficulty had vanished, 
and that there had emerged, slowly, 
but surely, a feeling of common broth- 
erhood, the surest prospect, he thought, 
of international peace and progress. In 
conclusion Mr. Balfour said that their 
farewell to Choate was not formal and 
official, but came from their hearts. 

Mr. Choate spoke at considerable 
length and with much feeling. He said 
that he was home-sick and glad to be 
returning to his native land, where old 
friends were diminishing as fast as 
new ones were making here. If he re- 
mained much longer, he said, he would 
have a worse disease than home-sick- 
ness, namely, Anglomania. An Amer- 
ican president Lad once wisely said that 
he would not trust an ambassador in 
England more than four years because 
the English wouid spoil him by heap- 
ing compliments and benefits upon him. 
He said he did not dure trust himself 
to speak of the honor he felt in being 
the guest of such an assembly gath 
ered to say farewell. 

“Altogether too much credit has been 
attributed to me,” Choate said, “for the 
happy and delightful relations now ex- 
isting between the two countries. If I 
have contributed to maintain what I 
found om taking up my post, the last 
six years will be the proudest o1 my 
life. But the real reason for the happy 
state of affairs between the countries 
does not belong to any ambassador, but 
to Lord Lansdowne and Mr. Hay. I 
never have been called into the pres- 
ence of the king or his illustrious con- 
sort without finding them also full of 
friendship for the country I represent. 
The king’s instincts for peace are un- 
erring and his genius for conciliation 
perfect, as he has shown the world in 
recent weeks.”

“It is hard to say. My notion is that 
if Mr. Roosevelt succeeds in controlling 
the next Republican national conven- 
tion by his own acceptance of a renom- 
ination or by the nomination of any 
man he may favor and the 
adoption of a platform such as I imag- 
ine he will make if he has his way it 
is difficult at this time to deny that it 
will be a hard job for the Democratic 
party to defeat him. .No one can dis- 
pute the fact that Mr. Roosevelt has 
impressed the country with the idea 
that he is honest and that he is earnest 
in opposing vicious trusts. However, 
in spite of that general impression, I 
doubt his real sincerity of purpose.

ideal bacon type. 

This hog must be long in body, deep 
in side, with comparatively narrow 
back, narrow and light hams and 
shoulders and light, muscular neck. 

In the countries where hogs of this | 
class were in the past principally pro- 
duced corn is grown in very limited 
quantities, and the principal feed for 
hogs is barley, oats, peas, rye, roots, 
whéat and its products. 

The bacon hog of the United States 
type differs considerably from the 
English bacon hog. There is, however, | 
a growing tendency toward the typical 
bacon type. The indications point to! 
the fact that we are at the “parting of 
the way” and that in the future we | 
will have a place for the ideal bacon 
hog as well as for the fat or lard hog. 

Corn is at present being used for oth- 
er purposes, such as the manufacture 
of cornstarch, whisky and oil. At the 
same time a ration of all corn, which 
usually forms the principal part of the 
feed of the’ fat or lard hog, is coming to 
be generally recognized as detrimental 
to the best development of swine from 
the breeder’s standpoint. Coupled with

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this there is not so great a demand for 
fat pork as there formerly was, and 
shipping and cold storage facilities are 
much better; consequently more fresh 
and lean meats are used. 

There is a demand on the markets of 
this country from foreign countries 
and more largely from our own coun- 
try for bacon, and, there being few ba- 
con hogs to supply the demand, the 
trade is supplied from the lighter hogs 
of the fat or lard hog type. This bacon, 
however, does not command so high a 
price on the market as does bacon 
from typical bacon hogs. 


The Oat Crop. 

The oat crop is one that requires a 
great deal of moisture throughout the 
season, and the best crop is assured by 
preparing the soil so it will conserve 
moisture. The reason the old plan of 
seeding oats in corn stubble fails so 
frequently is because the ground is 
stirred shallow and wet early in spring- 
time and when a few weeks of dry 
weather come it bakes as hard as the 
road and remains in this condition un- 
til harvest. It is not a good plan to be 
in too big a hurry about sowing oats. 
When the ground has dried out so it is 
in good condition to break then start 
the plow.—Ohio Farmer. 


The Celery Seed Bed. 
Make the celery seed bed level and 
fine it well. Then make a drill by press- 
ing down the edge of a half inch board, 
Sow the seed. Now, instead of the usu- 
al method of covering take a sieve and 
sift over the seed about a quarter inch 
of soil and press this down with a roll- 
er or back of a hoe or shovel. Shade

NOTES OF THE RAILWAYS | 
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WITH FRUIT FLAVOR 


Surprise Signal Tests For Engi- Eat Plenty of lee Cream in 


neers on Western Lines. 


ROOFLESS OBSERVATION OARS. 


Denver and Rio Grande’s Scheme to 
Let Passengers See Lofty Scenery. 
Barnum’s Ofd Sleeping Car Still on 
the Rails—Wireless Telegraphy on 
Moving Trains —Smoking Customs 
on Mexican Railroads. 


The Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific railroad has been sub- 
jecting its enginemen to a series of 
“surprise” signal tests, with the pur- 
pose of determining and improving the 
standard of efficiency and safety in 
train operation on the line, says the 
Railway Age. The only warning 
which the engineers had was contain- 
ed in a general circular, sent out prior 
to the tests, urging all employees not 
to rely on “customary practice” in case 
of doubt. The surprise tests not only 
included the use of the semaphore sig- 
nals, but whistle signals of all sorts, 
placing of rear end flagmen, torpedo 
tests, burning fuse tests and safety 
signals of every kind. 

Since the tests were inaugurated the 
discipline of the enginemen has im- 
proved, and General Manager W. A. 
Garrett is much gratified with the re- 
sults. The Queen and Crescent rail- 
road has appointed a train rule ex- 
aminer for each division, whose duty 
it is to subject trainmen who fall in 
signal tests to a rigid examination on 
their knowledge of the rules. Here- 
after the words “Safety Before Speed” 
are to be stenciled in bright letters in 
the cab of every locomotive where the 
engineer will constantly see them, 


The Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road company is now building a num- 
ber of open top observation cars, to be 
attached during the summer months to 
dayligat trains running through the 
Royal Gorge, Grand Canyon of the 
Arkansas, Canyon of the Grand River 
and the Black Canyon of the Gunnison. 

These cars have a seating capacity 
for seventy-two persons, low sides, but 
no tops, being entirely open, thus giv- 
ing a free and unobstructed view of 
the scenery of the Rocky mountains. 
These cars will be completed and plac- 
ed in service not later than June 1 of 
the present year. 


The caboose on the freight which 
passes Tina, Mo., each day is perhaps 
the oldest car in use in Missouri, says 
the Tina (Mo.) Herald. About thirty 
years ago it was a passenger coach; 
but, being torn up in a wreck, it was 
purchased by P. T. Barnum, the great 
showman, who had it repaired and used 
it as a sleeping car on his show train. 
After the death of Mr. Barnum the car 
was purchased by the Burlington and 
was put on the branch road which runs 
from Carrollton to Laclede. Its ap- 
pearance shows that it is very old. It 
is perhaps the oldest and has the most 
remarkable history of any car in Mis- 
souri. 

Among the interesting facts about 
the new Pennsylvania railway tunnel 
and terminal in New York are these, 
says the Philadelphia Public Ledger: 
Total cost, $60,000,000, in addition to 
the $10,000,000 for the station site, on 
which were about 300 dwellings; daily 
train capacity 900; passenger accom- 
modation daily, 200,000; men at work, 
about 10,000; time required for trip un- 
der the Hudson, two minutes. In pro- 
jecting this enterprise the engineers be- 
lieve they have solved all the problems 
which baffied the most daring engineers 
of twenty-three years ago. 


In Mexico the railroad authorities put 
on Pullman cars for the fastidious who 
can afford to pay the charges and give 
no attention to the conditions in the 
common coaches, says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. An official of the Rock 
Island system says that on Mexican 
lines “men, women and even children 
smoke in every part and section of the 
train except the Pullmans. The men 
mostly smoke cigars, and the women 
and children of all ages inhale ciga- 
rettes.” The trainmen take it as a mat- 
ter of course, although the tobacco 
smoke in every car would choke an 
American. 


Experiments at Purdue university, 
Indiana, have in view the use of wire- 
less telegraphy for running trains. The 
idea is to enable a train dispatcher to 
communicate directly with the locomo- 
tive engineer at any time. Many of the 
stops of a train are to enable the engi- 
neer to get orders through the station 
agent, and accidents have resulted 
from a failure to stop for such orders.

Barn Destroyed, But House Near 
by was Saved. 


Alarm from box 68 at 5.22 P.M. Satur- 
day sent the department on a long run 
to Squantum. A telephone message 
from that place said that a large barn 
was burning fiercely, and that there 
was great danger of the house adjoin- 
ing also taking fire. The Atlantic ap- 
paratus was the first to arrive on the 
scene, and was soon followed by the 
Wollaston and Central station apparatus, 

The fire proved to be the large stable 
of Timothy Callahan, superintendent at 
Moon Island, at Squantum hill. The 
fire had made great headway when/“dis- 
covered and there was little that could 
be done toward subduing the flames 
until the apparatus arrived. Frank L. 
Bowen of the Titus farm, who rang in 
the alarm, did praiseworthy work with 
a garden hose, 

The barn was practically destroyed 
when the Atlantic apparatus arrived, 
but the firemen were able to prevent 
the house from burning. Had the house 
gone, the house and barn on the Rich- 
ards estate would probably have been 
burned also, 

There were a quantity of farming 
tools in the building, which were also 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at 
$1500. The fire is supposed to have 
been caused by spontaneous combustion.

ASSUMPTIONS 


Of the Minority of School 
Committee 


Not Warranted Says 
Dr. Record. 


Believes the Majority Stands for 
True Economy. 


Mr. Editor: 

The minority of the School committee 
in its report to the Building Committee 
of the City Council, after having de- 
scribed the excellence of the two plans 
which the minority approved, etc., 
which the majority rejected, makes the 
following {statement:—‘‘If either of 
these plans (meaning the ones they fa- 
vored ) canbe executed for from $75,000 
to $80,000, one of them should be 
adopted.’’ 

The weight of the whole report de- 
pends upon the correctness of this sup- 
position. That these figures can be 
even approximately correct seems im- 
possible. 

The High school building, as it stands 
today, covers less than 8,000 square 
feet. Either of the plans recommended 
by the minority proposes the addition 
of not less than 10,500 square feet and 
one 11,000 square feet. 

The old building, exclusive 
architect's fee, cost $62,000. As the 
expense of construction has increased 
15 per cent, to 25 per cent., it would, 
at the present time, cost to put upa 
building like the old, dangerously, near 
to, if not quite, $75,000. 

Assuming that it costs but 15 per cent. 
wivic +> build now than formerly, and 
that the proposed uGaitio» ia but one 
and one-fourth times as large as ous 
High school building (all of which is 
well within the actual facts), the pro- 
posed addition would cost $89,125. 
When we add to this the expense of 
tearing out and remodeling, the in- 
stalling of heating plant, plumbing, 
and ventilation for the whole building ; 
and consider also the fact that 15 per 
cent. is much too small a per cent. to 
add, and that the additions, by which- 
ever plan construeted, are considerably 
more than one and one-fourth times 
the size of the old building, it would 
appear evident that the expense of the 
completed building could not be less 
than $100,000, and probably considerably 
more, 

The minority concluded its communi- 
cation with this statement: ‘* There- 
fore, taking cognizance of the pressing 
demands for school accommodation (in 
various sections of the city,) we cannot 
find any reason for an expense more 
than the two plans above mentioned 
call for, and we are of the decided 
opinion that it should be a completed 
building.” 

Here again is the covert assumption 
of a fact, in regard to the comparative 
cost of the additions approved by the 
School Committee and the additions 
recommended by the minority of the 
School Committee, which is not admit- 
ted or proven. 

As the plans approved by the School 
Committee for about the same 
number of square feet as the two which 
are recommended by the minority, and 
as all must be of material and finish to 
correspond with the old building, it is 
difficult to see where there can neces- 
sarily be any very material difference in 
outlay. And yet, if one believed all 
that is said, he would be led to con- 
clude that there is difference enough to 
almost bankrupt the city. 

In the interest of economy, and, also, 
that there may be money saved with 
which to increase school accommoda- 
tions in various parts of the city, the 
minority recommended the erection of 
a complete building for 1000 scholars, 
when there are only 650, and by the 
most extravagant estimates will not be 
1000 scholars under eight and very 
likely ten or fifteen years. 

The majority, also in the interest of 
economy (it is believed with better rea- 
son), that there may be money left with 
which to build a school house at Atlan- 
tic, recommends the addition at first of 
a north wing, covering some five or six 
thousand square feet, of sufficient capac- 
ity to take care of the School for sever- 
al years to come; the installing of a 
heating plant ample for the building 
when completed ; also plumbing for the 
completed building; a gymnasium ; and 
the leaving of the work in the best pos- 
sible shape for completion in the future 
when the city shall have scholars

ROCKYNOOK IS IN DANGER 


About Fifty Square Miles Al- 
Burned Over--Belief 
Be Extin- 
quished Only by Heavy Rain 


ready 
That Flames Can 


Plymouth, Mass., May 8.—The for- 
est fire which started on Friday near 
Darby station, on the New York, New 
Haven aud Hartford railroad, 
which has twice been believed to be 
under control, burst out afresh yester- 
day and, propelled by a strong south- 
west wird, swept onward toward the 
little settlement of Rockynook, in the 
town of Kingston. ‘The 
was saved from destruction last night 
by a sudden shift of the wind from 
the southwest to the northeast. Should 
the wind again shift to the southwest 
it is believed that Rockynook will be 
wiped out. 

The breast of the fire is 10 miles in 
extent, and probably 50 square miles 
has been burned over. Practically all 
the residents of Kingston and Plymp- 
ton have turned out to fight the flames 
and a large force has been brought to 
the scene by the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad com- 
puny. Immense tracts of white pine 
and birch have been destroyed and the 
loss will be very heavy. 

The fire is said to be the worst that 
bis ever scourged this section of Mas- 
suchusetts. Dense walls of smoke 
have covered all the towns in the vicin- 
ity and at times the odor from the burn- 
ing forests is so strong as to be almost 
choking. 

Late Saturday night it was believed 
that the fire was under control. The 
wind had died down, there was a large 
party of fire-fighters along the fire line, 
the flames had subsided and the smok- 
ing trees and smouldering stumps gave 
but little evidence of the fierceness and 
extent of the fire. The fire wardens 
were of the opinion at that time that 
they would be able to cope successfully 
with any fresh outbreak that might oc- 
cur when the wind freshened. 

Those who were fighting the flames 
worked at a great disadvantage. They

and the 
burned area was characterized by soil 
so rocky as to make it almost impos- 


sible to fight the flames with sand. 
When the blaze was. temporarily 


checked Saturday night it had reached 
a sandy country and the fire-fighters 
believed that they would be able to 
control it yesterday. 

The freshening southwest wind, 
however, fanned the smouldering 
stumps into flames and as the wind in- 
creased in force the tongues of flame 
leaped from branch to branch of the 
tincer-dry trees, and in a short time the 
forest became a roaring sea of fire. 

The vanguard of the flames halted 
Saturday night near Little Smelt pond, 
some 10 miles from where the fire 
started on Friday. Sunday, with a 
constantly expanding front, the fire 
was driven in a northeasterly direction 
for three or four miles in the direction 
of Rockynook, a small settlement mid- 
way between Kingston and North 
Plymouth. Between Little Smelt pond 
and Rockynook the country is elevated 
and there are no ponds or swamps and 
only one small stream to present any 
obstacle in the path of the advancing 
flames. 

This section of the country is cov- 
ered with a virgin growth of white pine 
and beech trees. Some of these trees 
are of great size, their straight trunks, 
two feet in diameter near the ground, 
tapering and towering high in the air. 
This is the most valuable timber land 
in Plymouth county, and the loss wiil 
be great. 

It is believed that nothing but a 
heavy rain will extinguish the fire. 
The fire-fighters may be able to check 
its progress, but it is believed that so 
long as the dry weather continues the 
fire will break out afresh each morn- 
ing and die down again at night. 

Last night four different fires could 
be seen from the electric car line run- 
ning from this town to Middleboro. 
The sky was lighted up for miles and 
the reflection of the flames attracted 
large crowds of sightseers from this 
town. 

Few persons in Rockynook retired 
last night, all desiring to be prepared 
to fight to save their homes in the 
event of an adverse change in the wind.

STRIKERS HANDICAPPED 


Will Be Forced to Yield or Cal) 
Out Tradesmen--Guards on 
Wagons Have Instructions to 
Shoot to Kill If Forced To 


Chicago, May 8.—After a strenuous 
week, during which street riots were 
frequent and the calling of troops 
seemed imminent, and at the end of 
which scandalous charges were made 
against the peace officers of Chicago, 
the teamsters’ strike yesterday rested 
at the beginning of its third week with 
the employers apparently in the ad- 
vantage. 

The teamsters now appear to be ina 
position where they must either yield 
or decide to extend the strike by call- 
ing out thousands of other workmen en- 
gaged in affiliated unions. The Chicago 
Federation of Labor has taken no ac- 
tion looking to an extension of the 
trouble, although resolutions charging 
the Employers’ association with cou- 
spiracy, and asking that State Attorney 
Healy start an investigation of their 
business methods, were passed. 

The business men will now increase 
their efforts to bring the strikers to 
terms. Arrangements have been made 
by every business house involved in the 
trouble to double their force of non- 
union men. All preparations have been 
made to start out 1000 wagons today, 
manned by non-union men. Each of 
these wagons will be guarded by depu- 
ty sheriffs or policemen, and ali these 
men have received explicit instruc- 
tions from superior officers to prevent 
disturbances of any kind. The instruc- 
tions of each of the deputy sheriffs and 
each of the policemen is to use every 
peaceable means in their power to 
quiet the rioters, but if this proves un- 
successful, to use their. revolvers and 
to shoot to kill. The strikers and their 
friends during the past few days have 
shown little inclination to clash with 
the deputy sheriffs or the policemen, 

Express companies have made de- 
liveries in all parts of the city. Each 
of the wagons carried two armed 
guards and in nota single instance did 
any of the wagons meet with opposi- 
tion. 

During the day several firms in- 
volved in the strike replenished their 
coal supply, which in many cases had 
dwindled down to almost nothing. AN 
these voal wagons were driven by non- 
union teamsters, but no opposition 
was met with on the part of the strik- 
ers and their friends, 

The Employers’ association  an- 
nounces that they will do everything 
possible to assist the committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Dunne to_ investi- 
gate the causes of the strike. Charges 
of conspiracy by both sides caused 
Mayor Dunne to appoint the investigat- 
ing committee. President Shea of the 
Teamsters’ union says that the unions 
will be found ready to assist the 
mayor's committee in every manner 
possible to bring to light all the facts 
concerning the difficulty.

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WHEN ROJESTVENSKY WON. 


How the Russian Admiral Sank Three 
Turkish Ships. 

“The story of how Admiral Rojest- 
vensky, commander of Russia's sec- 
ond Pacific squadron, won his St. 
George’s cross for bravery is told dif- 
ferently in Russia from the way it is 
here,” said Dr. M. W. Pickard recent- 
ly to a reporter of the Kansas City 
Times. Dr. Pickard is a Russian by 
birth and spent several years in the 
Imperial Naval academy at Odessa. 
“The story I learned at the academy, 
he said, “tells of sinking three Turk- 
ish vessels in his first engagement. 

“The boat Vesta was a little vessel, 
not more than 150 feet long, and was 
engaged in carrying munitions of war} 
from Russia’s larger cities to the Dan- 
ube. Captain Popoff was in command, 
with Rojestvensky second. One day in 
1877 this little vessel was steaming 
along toward a point on the Roumanian 
coast, traveling through a fog and 
mist. Suddenly it came in sight of a| 
ship and as usual cleared its deck for 


action. The Vesta carried few guns, 
just enough to protect it in case of at- 
tack. 

“The Vesta started into the big ship, 
but when it drew nearer it found itself | 
confronting a Turkish battleship which 
had two obsolete vessels with it. The 
battleship turned a broadside loose at 
the Vesta, and at the first shot Captain | 
Popoff was killed. Rojestvensky took 
command and fought out the battle. | 
His gunners did their work so well that 
the battleship and the two smaller ves- 
sels were sunk. The Vesta itself was 
disabled, but managed to get back to 
the island of Pheodonis, or Snake is-} 
land, where it was beached. It was} 
afterward raised and taken to Odessa} 
and repaired. For a number of years 


it was used in passenger service in the} 
Black sea. It was ever afterward 
known as the Rojestvensky ship. 

“A peculiar feature of the Vesta his- 
tory was its ending. In 1887, while| 
sailing near Roumania, it ran into a} 
storm and went down with ail on! 
board. The ship sunk not ten miles 
from where it had fought its fight with | 
the Turkish vessels. 

“The Russians look upon Rojestven- | 
sky as one of their bravest and most} 
expert commanders.” 


TERRORIST BOMBS. 


' Russian Police Discover Secret Prep- 
aration of the Dreadful Missiles. 
A considerable quantity of materials 

for the making of terrorist bombs has 
fallen into the hands of the authorities, | 
says a St. Petersburg special cable to 
the New York American and Journal. 
It is stated that this material was sent 
from Geneva in separate packets and 
that the bombs were charged in St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

The covering of the bombs is formed 
of sheets of white metal, and to the 
bottom sheets a tube is fixed, the cen- 
ter of which contains two glass pipes 
in the shape of a cross filled with sul- 
phurie acid and surrounded by other} 
chemicals. The hollow between the | 
metal sheets is filled with picrine. 

At the moment the bomb is thrown 
the glass tube would break and the sul- 
phurie acid mix with the “chemicals, 
which would cause a flame, producing 
on contact with the picrine a terrible 
explosion. 


CANNIBAL ALTAR, 


Archaeologist Makes Strange Discov- 
ery Near Albany, Ore. 

While excavating on a farm five! 
miles southwest of Albany, Ore., near | 
the bank of the Calapooya river, J. G. 
Crawford of Albany, Ore., discovered | 
the remains of five bodies of prebistor- 
ic men and also a small altar, undoubt- 
edly used for sacrifiges, says an Al-| 
bany (Ore.) dispatch. The skeletons 
showed that all had been mutilated. 

Crawford, who is an archaeologist, | 
thinks the people undoubtedly were 
cannibals. In one case the whole face | 
had been broken out from the top of 
the head to the jaw. 

The altar was built on a rock foun- 
dation in oval form and was con- 
structed of clay which had been burned 
until it was as red as brick. Crawford 
says it was the custom to offer the 
hearts of the dead on these altars as a 
burned sacrifice to some deity.

Queer Hatching Processes. 
The Chilean frog, known also as Dar- 
win’s frog, is unique in its method of 


hatching eggs. The female is not ab- 


{ normal, but the male has a large pouch 


which underlies its whole body and is 
connected with its mouth by two open- 
ings, one on either side of its tongue. 
When his mate has laid her eggs this

The Ease of Normal Death, 

According to a scientist, the immedl- 
ate cause of death in all but very ex- 
ceptional cases, such as accident, Is the 
poisoning of the nervous centers by 
earbonic acid, which accumulates in the 
blood owing to the failure of the ar 
rangement for its removal.

This prop- 
erty of carbonic acid may be termed a 
merciful provision of nature. Normal 
death is a painless occurrence, usually 
preceded by gradual loss of consclous- 
ness entailing no more suffering than 
going to sleep. The accumulation of 
this merciful gas often induces muscu- 
lar contraction or spasms, which are 
preceded by loss of consciousness, but 
which may have suggested to uncritical 
observers that thelr moribund subject 
was In agony.

The Missouri Leaves Massachu- 
setts and Alabama Behind. 


News of an eight-hour ocean race, in 
which seven big United States battle- 
Ships participated, reached New York 
on Monday by the battleship Alabama, 
which arrived in command of Rear 
Admiral Charles E. Davis, and will go 
to the navy yard to be overhauled be- 
cause of the poor showing which she 
made in the contest, says a dispatch to 
the Boston Herald. 

The sbips were coming up the coast 
last Saturday, and were about 200 miles 
south of Cape Henry, when the word 
was given for a speed test. For two 
hours it was nip and tuck, there being 
scarcely a change in the relative posi- 
tions of the participants. By that 
time excitement was running high on 
board the battleships, and the speed 
test had developed into a race. 

Finally the Massachusetts and the 
Alabama began to fail bebind, and when 
the signal ending the race was flashed 
both these ships were far in the rear. 
The Alabama, which has the record of 
being one of the fastest battleships in 
the navy, was fully 1 1-2 miles behind 
the Massachusstts, 

At the finish the battleship Missouri, 
which had drawn away from the others, 
was only 731-2 miles south of Cape 
Henry, having covered 126 1-2 miles in 
the eight hours, 

During the last six hours of the race 
the battleships were under forced 
draught, With the exception of the 
Alabama all the vessels went to Hamp- 
ton roads for repairs.

Boston, May 9.—A heavy downpour 
ef rain only will, it is belleved, per- 
manently check the forest fires which 
startling fre- 
quency in many sections of New Eng- 
land. 

Thousands of weary fire-fighters find 
but little encouragement in the weather 
forecast, which promises nothing bet- 
ter than showers before Wednesday. 
In many instances local departments 
have become quite exhausted and paid 
laborers haye been hurried from the 
cities to relieve them. The loss on 
standing timber and cut wood bids fair 
to reach in the aggregate Lundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The fires are now more extensive and 
apparently further beyond control than 
at any time since they began. Small | 
blazes are reported throughout Maine, 
parts of New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. 

The most serious fire has extended 
into the four towns of Plymouth, Kings- 
ton, Plympton and Carver, Mass., 
where it is estimated that 75 square 
miles has been laid waste. Several 
buildings were burned, and the settle- 
ment of Indian Pond barely escaped | 
being wiped out. ‘This fire remained | 
beyond control. 

A fire that started at North Harwich, 
Mass:, destroyed 700 acres of thickly 
grown forest, caused a loss of $15,000, 
and has reached Pleasant lake, five 
miles distant. It is hoped to check it | 
there. 

A smouldering fire at South Wey- 
mouth, Mass., was fanred into new life 
by a southwest breeze, and last night 
had destroyed timber valued at $10,- 
000 and covering 250 acres. The blaze 
is believed to be under control. 

Maine’s most serfous fire is in the | 
vicinity of Wells Beach, where a loss 
of $50,000 has resulted. Standing tim- 
ber covering immense tracts and sey- 
eral hundred thousand feet of sawed 
lumber have been burned. Railroad 
companies there have united with the 
citizens and local fire departments, and 
special trains from Portland and North 
Berwick carried hundreds of section 
hands to the scene. A big force of men 
worked throughout the nigbt, and a 
fresh gang of men is ready to take up 
the work.

THE ARANSAS WRECK 


Only Person Drowned May Have 
Been a Suicide 

Boston, May 9.—A score of those who 
were on board the Joy line steamer 
Aransas, which was sunk by the barge 
Glendower in Vineyard sound, early 
Sunday morning, have returned to Bos- 
ton. Nearly all told the story of one 
of the most remarkable accidents of 
the kind im recent years and admitted 
that they considered themselves eX- 
tremely lucky to be alive to tell of their 
experiences, Most of them were with- 
out the clothing they had on when they 
left Boston and in their place they 
wore articles of wearing apparel which 
had beep provided them at Vineyard 
Haven, 

The Aransas left her berth here at 
5:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon, with 
a passenger list of 86 and a crew of 29. 
Of this total of 65, all but one were 
saved. The one drowned was Anna 
Field. Of late she is said to have been 
a waitress. While the passengers were 
being saved she was drowned, and at 
first it was thought as the result of the 
accident, but the officers of the com- 
pany now insist that the woman com- 
initted suicide. They say that during 
the entire trip the woman had been act- 
ing in a despondent way.

NEXT FIGHT OFF FORMOSA 


Togo Will Probably Adopt Har- 
assing Methods at First--Jap- 
an’s Future In the Far East 
at Stake--French Neutrality 


London, May 9.—There are indica- 
tious that French hospitality will not 
be taxed much longer by the Russian 
warships which have been hovering 
about the coast of Indo-China for near 
ly a month. Official advices have 
reached St. Petersburg which are be- 
lieved to indicate that the division un- 


der Vice Admiral Nebogatoff has ef- 
fected a junction with the more power- 
ful squadron commanded by Vice Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky, and at the Rus- 
sian capital it is expected that the com- 
bined squadrons will lose no time in 
steaming northward to encounter the 
Japanese, 

Confirmation of St. Petersburg’s ex- 
pectation is afforded by an official dis- 
patch to the French naval office an- 
nouncing that the Russian squadron 
has left Kong Hai bay, its destination 
being unknown. The bay named is 
probably what is shown on some maps 
as Kanh Hoa, or Nha Trang, which is 
a few miles south of Hon Kohe bay. 
where the Russian ships were recently 
reported to be. Simultaneously Japan- 
ese warships are reported to be con- 
certrating in the Straits of Formosa, 
the scouting line being much _ ex- 
tended. 

There is little use of speculating fur- 
ther on the outeome of the impending 
struggle for command of the sea, or 
tthe place at which it will be fought 
out. When Togo did not attempt to 
bar the entrance of the Russian fleet 
into the China sea, the next strategic 
points of opposition were the Formosa 
straits and the different channels be- 
tween the Philippine islands and the 
island ef Formosa. 

It has been gen-rally assumed that 
Togo would not attempt to fight a de- 
cisive battle in the open China sea. The 
moment is approaching when Toga 
must develop his strategy. To many 
it is not conceivable that he will neg- 
lect to attack Rojestvensky either 
when he goes through the Stralts of 
Formosa into the easterm sea, or 
through the Bashee or Ballintang chan- 
nels into the Pacific. Should Togo de- 
cide to fight still nearer home there are 
the Korean straits, between Japan and 
Korea, or the Tsurgaru straits, north 
of Nippon island. 

Togo will probably take advantage 
of the strategic positions presented in 
the different narrow avenues through 
which the Russian fleet must steam to 
inflict all the damage possible to the 
enemy. Night torpedo beat attacks and 
every method to harass and confuse Ro- 
jestvensky probably will be used. 
Should conditions favor a general at- 
tack, Togo will make it. 

But Rojestvensky has showed him- 
self a capable officer, and, notwith- 
standing the lack of precedent for any 
belief that the Russian navy could 
match the Japanese in efficiency eveu 
were the battle units exactly equal, 
Togo is likely to estimate the ficet at 
its full value and take no risks. For 
the moment Japan’s future hargs on 
sea power. So long as she controls the 
waters of the far east and keeps oper 
her transport routes to the ports lead- 
ing to the front in Manchuria she car 
continue the war with a chance of final 
victory. Should she lose this céntro! 
completely, her dream of paramountcy 
in Asia would be rudely broken. 

There had been increasing feeling in 
Japanese official quarters regarding the 
way in which France has construed 
neutrality and Great Britain’s sym- 
pathy for her ally has been evidenced 
in communications that have passed 
between the British foreigm secretary 
and the French ambassador in London, 
as well as between the British ambas- 
sador in Paris and Foreign Minister 
Delcasse,

Chicago’s Striking Teamsters 


Consider It a Gain 


MANY WAGONS KEPT BUSY 


Deputy Sheriffs, Many of the 
Latter Being Sworn In to Pro- 
tect Their Employers 


Chicago, May 9.—Both employers and 
Strikers claim gains in the teamsters’ 
strike. The employers declare that 
they have gained a decided advantage 
in the number of wagons sent out and 
transacted, 
The strikers’ claim is based on the fact 
that 250 drivers for the various furni- 
ture dealers in the city will strike and 
that 150 paint workers employed by 
the Heath & Milligan company struck 
yesterday. The furniture dealers have 
ordered their men to carry goods to the 
boycotted houses and the strike will be 
the result. 

The paint workers of Heath & Mil- 
ligan are the first members of any 
union not a member of the teamsters 
organization to go on strike in support 
of the teamsters. ‘They have walked 
out because of the delivery of goods 
by non-union teamsters. 

The State street department 
and large drygoods houses sent out 
nearly their full compiement of de- 
livery wagons yesterday. The wagons 
were guarded by police officers or 
deputy sheriffs, the latter in all cases 
armed with rifles. The deputies sat in 
the rear of the wagous and held their 
guns in position to use at the first sign 
of disturbance.

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MILLINERY NOTES.

Ancient Platinum, 

The discovery of platinum was long 
thought to be quite modern. In the 
first half of the sixteenth century it 
was noticed that gold ore from the 
Spanish mines in Darien sometimes 
included grains of a white metal which 
possessed the qualities of what are 
called the noble metals, but there were 
no existing records to throw light upon 
the matter. As the Spagiards prohib- 
ited its export, it was another hun- 
dred years before the metal began to 
find its way into Europe, and it was 
not till about 1750 that its properties 
were really investigated. In 1901 M. 
Berthelot, the famous French savant, 
made an astonishing discovery in 
Egypt. He was examining a metal 
box, once the property of an Egyptian 
queen of the seventh century B. C., 
and in it he found a plate which at 
first sight he took to be silver, but 
afterward turned out to be made of 
an alloy of gold and platinum. Doubt- 
less the platinum came from the allu- 
vial deposits of the upper Nile. 


One Way to Catch Frogs. 

In looking over a book of travels in 
France, written more than 100 years 
ago, I came across an interesting bit 
about the way of catching frogs for 
market, The author mentions the 
fact that frogs were sold by the hun- 
dred in the markets, that they were 
classed as fish and that only the hind 
quarters were eaten. But to come to 
the main point he says: “To catch the 
frogs the fisherman puts one of them 
in a glass vessel, which he dips into a 
brook, on which the creature, finding it- 
seif in so strange a situation confined 
in the midst of water in a transparent 
machine, or, I may say, invisible pris- 
on, begins to croak most melodiously, 
and by his croaking makes multitudes 
of other frogs come to him on every 
side, as if to rescue their’ companion, 
when the frog fisher valiantly seizes 
his prey.”—London Chronicle.

THE HUMAN BRAIN. 


It Is Gur Most Highly Specialized 
and Vitalized Organ. 

The story of the brain as scientists 
have gradually unfolded its peculiar 
construction is of marvelous interest. 
This pulpy and apparently homo- 
geneous mass is revealed to us as the 
most highly specialized and vitalized 
organ in the human body. It consists 
of hundreds of millions of separate 
and independent organisms, once 
known as nerve cells, but now called 
“neurones.” These units of the brain 
are independent bodies and consist of 
a cell body, its axis and its branches. 
The cell body contains within its coy- 
ering membrane elements which gen- 
erate the nerve force or energy. The 
axis is the nerve or medium which 
conveys that force, and the branches 
are the means of communication of 
the neurones with each other and with 
the organs and tissues to which the 
nerve is distributed. ‘The life history 
of these microscopical bodies is the 
same as the cells of other organs and 
tissues. They are implanted before 
birth and may remain dormant for a 
lifetime. If stimulated to activity they 
enlarge through more abundant nutri- 
tion, but waste and atrophy when the 
stimulant is removed. They are under- 
going constant changes through the 
process of nutrition and from the in- 
numerable impressions made upon 
them by objects within and without 
the body.—Stephen Smith, M. D., LL. 
D., in Leslie’s Magazine. 


OLD TIME COSMETICS. 


Some of the Beautifiers Used by the 
Dames of Antiquity. 

A most repulsive cosmetic, but one 
which some Roman dames of antiquity 
esteemed as most precious, was the 
blood of the young hare. 

During the sixteenth century the wa- 
ter in which beans had been boiled was 
used as a complexion wash, and this 
farinaceous water is entitled to all the 
fame it possesses. The ancient Gauls, 
whose*beautiful color was a subject of 
so much envy to the patrician Romans, 
washed their faces in the foam of beer; 
also in a liquid made from dissolving 
chalk in vinegar. 

An old Italian recipe for obliterating 
the injurious effects of salt air and 
sunshine is to bathe the face with the 
white of an egg well beaten. Let it 
dry on the skin and rinse it off after 
fifteen minutes, This treatment must 
be repeated three or four times and al- 
ways at night before retiring. 

Rome under the empire and Greece 
during the time of Pericles were seized 
with a mania for golden hair. Many a 
dame dampened her raven tresses in 
the strongest of muriatic acid and sat 
in the sun to bleach her hair to the 
coveted yellow. Others used lye and 
afterward anointed their heads with 
oil made from goat fat, ashes of the 
beech tree and certain yellow flowers. 


SHAKING HANDS, 


A Few General Rules That Govern 
This Phase of Etiquette. 

When to shake hands {is a subject 
which depends -somewhat on circum- 
stances, yet a few general rules may be 
given. When a man {fs introduced to 
a@ woman she does not shake hands 
with him unless he is decidedly elderly 
or distinguished. If he is the husband 
or brother of the woman presénting 
him it is natural to receive him cor- 
dially by shaking hands, but it is not 
form to do so if he is a mere acquaint- 
ance. 

A hostess should shake hands with 
every guest who comes to her house, 
both on their arrival and departure. 
Women do not shake hands when in- 
troduced to each other, but merely 
bow. When, however, a young girl is 
presented by a friend to a married 
woman the latter shakes hands with

& man shakes hands with the hostess, 
and he may do so with friends who 
are near, but he must not go about 
shaking hands generally.—New York 
Journal.

The first business meeting of the 
Quincy Women’s club was beld Tues- 
day afternoon in Bethany chapél and 
bronght together some two hundred 
members. Owing to a sprained ankle, 
Mrs. E. C. Bumpus, president of the 
club, was unable to be present, much 
to her regret, and Mrs. Chandler W. 
Smith of Wollaston, first vice president, 
was in the chair, 

Dr. Jeffrey R. Brackett has placed 
his property on Goffe street, Presidents 
hill, in the bands of a trust, known as 
the Brackett Charitable Trust, who in 
turn have executed a five years’ lease to 
the Quincy Women’s club. The club 
voted to authorize its president to sign 
the lease and to extend the thauks of 
club to Dr. and Mrs. Brackett 
- It was voted to make Mrs. Brackett 
an honorary member of the club. 

Brief reports were read by the record- 
ing secretary, corresponding secretary 
and treasurer. The treasurer’s report 
showed eight hundred dollars in the 
bank and abont fifty on hand, witha 
paid up membership of 283; seventeen 
failing to qualify for membership. 

The temporary house committee 
showed a plan of the proposed improve- 
ments at the Brackett house, cost, etc. 
Also exhibited three styles of camp 
chairs from the storeof H. L. Kincaide 
& Co. The club voted that each mem- 
ber contribute toward the house furnish- 
ing one dollar each, with which to buy 
camp chairs, cups, saucers, spoons, etc. 

District Nursing was considered, the 
chairman of philanthropy telling what 
had been$done so far, and whatit was 
hoped to do. A meeting of those inter- 
ested bas been called for Wednesday af- 
ternoon; May 17, at First church chapel, 
when able speakers will tell of the ben- 
efits of taking up the work and estab- 
lishing a nurse in Quincy. 

The meeting came to a close at about 
five o’clock and the ladies all felt that 
considerable business had been tran- 
sacted and are looking forward to the 
fall when the Brackett house will be 
ready fur occupancy and the club will 
enter upon a larger, broader club life.

Granite Shipments. 


Returns from the railroad shipping 
terminals for the month of April show 
the total amount of granite shipped that 
month to have been 12,097,078 pounds.

Large Loans ini to Pay Matur- 
ing Loans of 1904. 


The April 30 statement of City 
Treasurer Fay just issued shows 
expenditures by the city during the first 
four months of 1905 to have amounted 
to $475,549.72, against $256,758.89 for 
the same period last year. Of this sum 
$318,707.48 was on account of 1904 
(including $800,000 for 
temporary loans) and $156,842.29 on 
account of 1905. The current expenses 
for the first four months last year were 
$201,948.92. 

The large ag re Gries of 1905 have 
been: $34,862.58 for salaries of school 
teachers ; scieeae for city officers; 
$6,059.19 for interest on city debt; 
$7,232.92 for interest on temporary 
loans ; $10,635.00 for interest on water 
debt #$10,265.00 on account city debt; 
$7,500.00 on account water debt; $6,- 
429.50 to firemen; $6,123.15 for streets 
and $5,502.63 for street lighting. 

The receipts of 1905 amount to $534- 
286.57, includiog $113,007.48 cash Jan. 
1, $260,000.00 by temporary loans, $69, - 
868. 31 in taxes of 1904, $14,139.76 in 
back taxes, $41,775.81 from water rates. 
Tae cash on hand April 30 was $58,- 
736.85. 

The temporary loans of 1904, to April 
30, amounted to but $114,000.00. The 
receipts from taxes to the same date 
were $119, 764. 24. 

According to the statement of City 
Avditor Sidelinger for April 30, the 
appropriations for 1905 amounted to 
$573,790.32; of which $156,462.29 bas 
been expended, leaving a balance of 
$417,328.03 unexpended. The expendi- 
tures on account of 1904 amounted to 
$18,707.43, of which $4,279.07 was for 
sewer construction and $1,098.23 for 
streets. 

While temporary loans are authorized 
in anticipation of taxes of the current 
year, it appears that they are used 
largely to pay maturing temporary 
loans of last year. The current expenses 
of 1905 were only $156,842.29 to April 
40, and with cash on hand amounted 
to $215,579.14 but $300,000.00 have 
been raised on temporary loans, 

—The reportof the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children has investigated 5208 cases 
during the past- year,“which would in- 
dicate that there was a field for it here, 
in spite of the boasted progress of civil- 
ization in Massachusetts. There have 
been over 100,000 cases under the eye 
of the society since its organization,

Notice of Milk Inspector 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Sect. 3.—"In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereatter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Secr. 4.—'t Every person before selling milk 
or offering 1t for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an} 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

AN APPARENT GAIN 


Sixteen Hundred Teams Work- 


ing at Chicago 


STREET FIGHTS CONTINUE 


They Laek, However, the Open 
Violence of Last Week--Guards 
and Police Use Guns, but No- 
body Is Shot 


Chicago, May 10.—The large depart- 
ment stores and the express companies 
yesterday resumed business on almost 
a normal basis. Sixteen hundred 
teams were at work and the number 
was increased today. 

Notwithstanding this apparent gain, 
however, there are strong indications 
that the strike will spread within the 


next few days, not only among the 
teamsters, but will involve other unions 
as well. ‘The drivers of the Wenig 
Teaming company, a large concerD 
chiefly engaged in delivering flour, 
went out when one of their number 
was discharged for refusing to deliver 
flour to a boygotted house. The We- 
nig company is a strong factor in the 
Team Owners’ association, which has 
heretofore sided rather with the Teams- 
ters’ union than with the Employers’ 
association. Its stand with the latter 
organization was something of a sur- 
prise. 

In some quarters it is feared that the 
strike of the Wenig company drivers 
will produec a shortage in the supply 
of flour, but the officers of the company 
say that they have a supply sufficient 
to last the city for a week and that 
at the expiration of that time they will 
be able to make deliveries as before. 

There were numerous clashes in the 
streets yesterday between non-union 
mer and the police and union teamsters. 
There were also a number of attacks 
made on non-union men by workmen in 
buildings, who pelted them with all 
sorts of missiles from a safe distance. 
These fights, however, bore no re- 
semblance to the open violence of last 
week. The most serious fight of the 
day was at Lake and Clark streets, 
where union teamsters formed a block- 
ade and brought about a congestion of 
traffic and a series of fights that 
blocked the streets for nearly an hour. 
Nobody was seriously hurt, but nu- 
merous arrests were made by the po- 
lice. 

Coal teamsters in the busimess sec- 
tion of the city were the especial ob- 
jects of attack by workmen in build- 
ings. Missiles of all sorts were shower- 
ed upon them and im several instances 
it was necessary for the wagon guard3 
and the police to send a volley of bul- 
lets flying toward the windows. No- 
body, however, was shot during the day. 

The taking of evidence relative to 
the granting of the injunctions issued 
temporarily by the United States circuit 
court im favor of the Employers’ asso- 
ciation and the seven express com- 
panies has begun before Master in 
Chancery Sherman. 

E. B. Eddy, general agent of the 
United States Express, said: “After 
the commencement of the strike against 
the express companies, I held a meet- 
ing with President Shea and J. B. Barry 
and Hugh McGee of the Teamsters’ 
union. Mr. Barry suggested that inas- 
much as only 87 men had voted for a 
strike out of the 700 involved, it would 
be well to call another meeting and 
have a referendum vote on the proposi 
tion to strike. Shea said that notices 
were sent to all members and, inasmuch 
as they had failed, with the exception 
of 37, to attend the meeting, the vote 
of those present was sufficient to call a 
strike and the leaders must be guided 
by that vote. 

“When the strike began some of our 
drivers assured me,” said Eddy, “that 
they were willing to work, but would 
have their heads knocked off if they 
did so. At present the only union men 
who are still working for us are two 
who drive wagons containing the gov- 
ernment money. They are working by 
permission of the union.’ ‘The hear- 
ing is unfinished.

RATE LEGISLATION 


Secretary Taft Gives Plain 


Talk to Railroad Men 


SHOULD HAVE THEIR AID 


Declares In Favor of Tribunal 
With Au‘hority to Name Max- 
imum Rate--Opposed to Gov- 
erment Railroad Ownership 


Washington, May 10.—Secretary Taft 
fairly took the breath of the 300 rail- 
way men, members of the International 
Railway congress, dining last night as 
the guests of the American Railway 
association, when, after being intro- 
duced as “he apostle from the Philip- 


pines,” he emphatically declared that 
early rate legislation must come s0 
that, if the railway men of the country 
were wise, they would aid and not hin- 
der it; that the sentiment of the coun- 
try is such that failure of proper regu- 
ation meant a campaign on the sub- 
ject that would do no good to the raii- 
roads. 

Absolute silence reigned as Taft 
spoke his mind on the subject of rates. 
He was positively against government 
ownership, he said, believing that noth- 
ing so deleterious could come to the 
country as this solution of the ques- 
tion. 

“But,” he continued, “you cannot 
run railroads as you run a private busi- 
ness. You must respond to the pub- 
lic demand. If there is danger of dis- 
crimination then you must allow the 
establishment of some tribunal that 
will remedy that discrimination.” The 
secretary saw no reason why a. tri- 
bunal properly constituted should not 
be competent in every sense of the word 
to fix a maximum rate. 

President Fish of the American Rail- 
way association had introduced Taft. 
In his capacity as toastmaster, Fish 
was on his feet the instant the secre- 
tary concluded. He answered the sec- 
retary at length, taking the view that 
the law to prevent discrimination, 
double-dealing and secret rebates was 
ample and he vigorously called for the 
enforcement of that law. Mr. Fish 
talked of the vested rights of the money 
tied up in raNways. He apologized 
for allowing himself to be diverted, 
and, as he sat down, Taft, who sat next 
him, queried in a low tone, “May I 
have 15 minutes to reply?” 

This time was given and the secre- 
tary utilized it in making himself even 
more positive as to his position in favor 
of legislation which would create a tri- 
bunal with authority to name a maxi- 
mum rate. “The law now is,” con- 
tinued the secretary, “as decided by the 
supreme court of the United States, 
that first a commission and then the 
courts may decide whether a particular 
rate is reasonable or unreasonable. 
Now in fixing that, in the very mental 
process in determining whether a rate 
is reasonable or unreasonable, one has 
got to fix what is a maximum rate. 

“As I understand it, what is pro- 
posed is only that in litigated cases a 
coinmission shall be constituted that 
shall fix a maximum rate; in other 
words, to go through the same process 
it now goes through to determine what 
is a reasonable rate. What I am 
strongly in favor of, though, is that we 
shall have a body that shall decide 
things and that shall fix things and 
that these things shal! be decided with- 
in a reasonable time finally by the 
courts.” 

Mr. Fish again took up the argu- 
ment, contending it was the question of 
fixing the price for the seller of goods. 


Boy Wants $100’000 Damages 

New York, May 10.—John H. Freit, 
17 years old, who began as an exercise 
boy, but afterward became a jockey, 
has begun sult against August Belmont 
for $100,000 damages for alleged libel. 
He was employed by Belmont, but had 
some misunderstanding with the stable 
or disobeyed orders and. went west. 
Notice that he had not got a discharge 
was printed in the Racing Calendar of 
the Jockey club. As a resu!t the boy 
was not able to get employment. 


Want Fruit Case Dismisaed 

Chicago, May 10.—Officials of the 
Armour car lines will go before the In- 
terstate commerce commission, says 
The Record Herald, with an offer to re- 
duce icing charges from 15 to 30 per- 
cent over the entire Michigan fruit belt 
if what is known as the Michigan 
fruit case is dismissed. The offer was 
made tu the attorneys for the commis- 
sion men who are behind the suit, but 
was refused. - 


Telephone Company st Auction 

New York, May 10—The United 
States Telegraph and Telephone com- 
pany was sold at auction, under decree 
of the United States court for the 
northern district of Iowa, to Thomas 
Cascaden, Jr., of Waterloo, for the sum 
of $55,000. The successful bidder 
represents the majority bondholders 
and bids in for them. 


Conspiracy Charge Falis 
Madrid, May 10.—Sarrion de Her. 
rera, who was arraigned in court here

OVER A WIDE AREA 


Forest Fires 
Southeastern Massachusetts 
@iymouth, Mass, May 10.—While 

the long wished-for rain fell heavily 
yesterday, and was thought to have per- 
manently checked the great forest fire 
which had devastated 75 square miles 
ef timberland ia the eastern-central 
part of Plymouth county, some neg- 
lected sparks were fanned to life late 
in the afternoon by variable winds and 
started small fires in so many places 
that the weary fire-fighters were called 
out again last night. 

The fires, which are for the most 
part under the leaves, are scattered 
over a wide area in the towns of 
Kingston, Plympton and Carver, neces- 
sitating a large number of patrols. 
Hundreds of tired men, who had rested 
yesterday morning, believing their 
work over, were called out again last 
night, and nearly 100 men were sent 
from Boston by the oflicials of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road company. 


“Greatest Disease Is Fear” 

Hartford, May 10.—At the annual 
meeting of the Connecticut Eclectic 
Medical association, Dr. S. B. Munn of 
Waterbury, in a report on contagious 
and infectious diseases, declared that 
smallpox and spotted fever were not ; 
contagious. “The greatest disease,” he | 
said, “is fear which physicians inocu- 
late into the community. There is an ! 
epidemic of everything with the old; 
school physicians except that of com- 
mon sense.” 


Water Supplies Are Impure 

Rutland, Vt., May 10.—President 
Caverly of the state board of health 
anmounces that warnings are to be sent 
to the cities of Burlington and Ver- 
genes and the towns of St. Johnsbury, | 
Enosburg Falls and Swanton, to the ef- 
fect that the water supplies must be | 
purified, or else the board will shut off 
the water on June 1, 1906. By the 
Statutes, the board of health is given | 
the right to govern town and city water 
supplies. 


Jar of Goldfish Started Fire 

Haverhill, Mass., May 10.—Fire 
which damaged a double tenement 
house here to the extent of $1000 orig- 
inated on the exterior of the building 
and burned upwards vetween the parti- | 
tions. The smali son of one of the’ 
tenants, a short time previous to the 
blaze, had placed a jar of goldfish on 
the piazza, and it is belleved that the | 
jar acted as a burning glass. focussing 
the sun’s rays on the side of the house. 


Preparing Rogers Arguments 

Montpelier, Vt., May 10.—Attorneys 
Thomas W. Moloney and John H. Sen- 
ter are in consultation here regarding 
the arguments in support of the peti- 
tion for a new trial of Mrs. Mary M. 
Rogers, under sentence of death for the 
murder of her husband. The argu- 
ments now in preparation will be pre- 
sented to the full bench of the su- 
preme court on May 17. 


Probable Suicide of Student 

New Haven, May 10.—Arthur Ha- 
serot, a Yale senior, living in Cleve- 
land, was found dead in his room in 
one of the campus dormitories and an 
investigation into the case is being con- 
ducted. Haserot’s body was found by 
one of his roommates. A revolver was 
found near Haserot’s side and a bullet 
wound in his head. Indications point 
to suicide, 


Olid Man’s Dead Body Found 

Bridgeport, Conn., May 10.—The body 
of David H. Briggs, 70 years oid, who 
disappeared Sunday from his home, 
was found last night in a deep hole in 
the Berkshire mill pond.

Says He Saw Yashima Founder 

Victoria, B. C., May 10.—Lieutenant 
Keller and three other naval officers 
from the destroyed Russian Pacific 
squadron were among the passengers 
on the Empress of India, from the 
Orient.

Fifty Persons Buried Alive 

Bombay, May 10.—An earthquake 
was experienced at Bender Abbas, 
Persia, and 50 persons are reported to 
have been buried by a landslide. Two 
hundred yards of a mountain behind 
the town collapsed. In the towna num- 
ber of towers and buildings fell. The 
population is encamped outside the 
town. 


Much Damage by Wind Storm 

St. Joseph, Mo., May 10.—A terrific 
wind storm last night worked havoc to 
many buildings in this city and vicinity. 
At Elwood, Kas.. across the Missouri 
river, a large elevator was partially de 
stroyed. Four men are imprisoned in 
the wreckage and it is believed they 
cannot be extricated alive.

In Waters of Indo-China 

Paris, May 10.—The arrival in Paris 
of Paul Cambon, the French ambas- 
sador in London, following his confer- 
ence with Foreign Secretary Lans- 
giowne, probably will permit the au- 
thorities here to learn the sentiments 
in British official circles concerning 
French observance of neutrality. Thus 
far only informal representations have 
been made from Great Britain, bus it 
is gathered that informal be- 
tween officials in London and Paris 
have permitted the British authorities 
to use friendly councils with both sides 
towards preventing the controversy 
from assuming an acute form. 

Premier Rouvier, Foreign Minister 
Delcasse and Colonial Secretary Clem- 
ental are acting together in the adop- 
tion of various measures to secure the 
observance of neutrality. Admiral 
Touchard, chief of the naval staff, also 
holds frequent conferences with Rou- 
vier and Delcasse relative to orders to 
the French squadron in the far east. 
The officials here, having done their 
utihost, are holding Admiral De Jon- 
quieres and other officers in Indo-China 
personally responsible for the execu- 
tion of their orders. The newspapers 
do not show a menacing attitude. 

French naval critics maintain that 
Japan’s real intention is to induce 
France to drive Admiral Rojestven- 
sky northward, thus assisting in the ex- 
ecution of Admiral Togo’s naval strat- 
egy.

He has said himself that he 
does not believe those plans can be car- 
ried out for less thea $150,000, yet Mr. 
Gould, the architect, states that they 
can be built for $125,000, while the five 
architects that submitted plans this 
year, state that theirs can be built for 
from $73,000 to $76,000, exclusive of 
their fees. This includes connection 
with the sewer, and entire new heat- 
ing plant for the old building. 

As they are all reputable architects, 
shall their word not be taken as well as 
Mr. Gould’s ? 

Then note the Doctor's comparisons of 
the old building, its area and cost. 
Well, Mr. Editor what business man 
has not seen one vx two bidders on a 
specified coptrae} get very mach more 
than. it was worth, simply by knowing 
how to pull the strings. : 

All I can say is if the present build- 
ing cost $62,000 it was a great waste of 
money, for I have seen a building su- 
perior to it in architecture, in material 
and capacity, built within four years, 
baving eight rooms and a chapel, that 
only cost $43,500. 

Again the Doctor says that either of 
the plans recommended by the minority 
proposes an addition of not less than 
10,500 to 11,000 square feet. Surely he 
can’t mean that, or I must infer that he 
was sleeping when the McFarland, 
Colby & McFarland plan was under dis- 
cussion, for it only calls for 7,500 square 
feet, and that at one end of the present 
building, thereby saving the excavation 
of two cellars, the building of two cellar 
walls, and only tearing out one end of 
the present building. Will any builder 
or any business man call that a slight 
saving ? I think not. 

One of the reputable builders of Bos- 
ton states that he will build this build- 
ing in every respect as good as the pre- 
sent building so that the total cost of 
the completed structure will not exceed 

75,000, I wonder if that is assump- 
tion ? 

But Mr. Editor, for argument’s sake 
I will take the Doctor’s estimate that 
these plans will cost $100,000. He has 
also stated that he did not believe that 
the Gould plans could be built for less 
than $150,000. Now will not the tax- 
payers of our city ask where is the 
$50,000 difference to go? Is it not 
worth saving ? 

But he says that we will only build 
one wing of the Gould plan now, and 
that ‘can be built for $65,000. Mr. 
Gould says so. ‘*But we will take the 
gymnasium from the south wing and 
put it in the north wing” and in doing 
so we will have to move an entrance to 
make room for it, Will not this add 
to the cost? So that, with a half com- 
pleted structure, and we have a cost of 
a completed building after the McFar- 
land, Colby & McFarland plan. 

Then in four years at the most wa 
must tear up the school again to build 
the south wing. What contractor 
would not make a big reduction in bis 
price to do the whole at unce, rather 
than make two jobs of it? 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have no personal 
object in antagonizing the Gould plans, 
only in the interest of the taxpayers.

The Extension of Maple 
Place. 


Public Hearing to b 
Given. 


A City Square Artery Very Much 
Needed. 


A public hearing will be held before 
the City Council next Monday evening 
on the acceptance and laying out, asa 
public way, of Maple place from Wash- 
ington to Chestnut and Hancock streets. 
This is an improvement which has long 
been needed, and the chances are 
brighter for favorable consideration. 

Maple place at the present time ex- 
tends from Washington street to the 
estate of the Jate Charles S. French. 
There has been a path, however, from 
the end of the street to Hancock street, 
which is much used and is found very 
convenient. It will become more so 
when the new Federal building is 
erected on the corner of Washington 
street and Maple place, 

The plan of the street, as contemplated, 
lays it out to a width of 35 feet, which 
is a trifle wider than at present. 

On the south side a narrow strip con- 
taining 430 square feet is taken from 
the property of H. H. Faxon, 225 
square feet from the property of Mrs. 
Kingman, and 36 square feet from 
Robert T. Johnson. 

On the north side 113 square feet is 
taken from the government lot, 189 
Square feet from Henry H. Faxon, and 
825 square feet from Mrs. L. A, Gill. 

From the present end of Maple place 
the street runs at a slight angle toward 
the north taking 4,880 square feet from 
the C. S. French estate. 

The proposed street when it passes 
tbreugh the Dr. French estate cuts off 
the larger part of the L. recently occu- 
pied by Frank F. Crane, and now owned 
by Fred B. Rice. It also takes off a 
corner of the old house now owned by 
Robert T. Jobnson. 

This street can be laid out and ac- 
cepted now, cheaper than at any future 
time, as it is understood that in the 
event of its not being accepted, Mr. 
Rice will build a business block front- 
ing on Chestnut street, upon the site 
where the proposed new street enters. 

The land taken from the estates on 
Maple place are narrow strips and qill 
improve rather than damage the prop- 
erty. The greatest expense therefore 
will be the land taken from the Dr. 
French estate. The fact that the rear 
part of this land will be enhanced in 
value should reduce the price to be paid 
for the land taken. 

The street will bea short cut to the 
Public Library, the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing and the post office when built, and 
will also divert travel from Chestnut 
street which is very narrow. City 
Square needs all the wide arteries it 
can have.

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Roosevelt Has a Talk With 


Strikers at Chicago 


WILL SUPPORT MAYOR 


No Action Has Been Called For 
by Him, but If It Does Come 
He Will Try to Do Justice to 
Both Sides of the Controversy 


Chicago, May 11.—A committee of la- 
ber men appointed to call on President 
Roosevelt and lodge with him a pro- 
test against the employment of fed- 
eral troops during the present teams- 
ters’ strike was granted an audience 
late yesterday afternoon. The com- 


mittee consisted of President Shea of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, President Dold of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, Vice Presi- 
dent O'Neil of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, T. P. Quinn, a member of 
the Canvassers’ union, and T. Rickert, 
president of the Garment Workers’ In- 
ternational union. The members of the 
committee, President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Loeb were the only persons 
at the conference. An account of what 
passed in the room was given out by 
Secretary Loeb. . 

After presenting the protest to the 
president, Shea, acting as spokesman, 
said that they had understood that the 
employers had asked the president’s aid 
for bringing troops to Chicago. The 
president then read the protest and 
said: 

“I have read the petition you have 
presented to me, the conclusion of 
which is a request for a hearing before 
any action be taken by the federal 
president relating to the Chicago strike 
situation. As yet, no suggestion of any 
kind has come to me from any source 
that I should take action. Of the mer- 
its of the case I am wholly ignorant. 
I have no knowledge of what the sit- 
uation is or of what steps should prop- 
erly be taken to end it. 

“I feel, however, that, in view of 
one statement, or series of statements 
in your letter, I ought to say this: I 
regret that you should im the letter 
have epoken at all of the use of the 
federa) army as you have there spoken. 
No request has been made to me for 
action by the federal government but, 
at the same time, as you have in this 
communication to me brought up that 
fagt, I want to say one thing with 
all the emphasis in my power. In up- 
holding law and order, in doing what 
he is able to do to suppress mob vio- 
lence in any shape or way, the mayer 
of Chicago has my hearty support. 

“Now let me repeat that I know noth- 
ing of the facts of the situation, I 
know nothing of the right or wrong 
or the points~at issue. What I have 
to say is based purely upon what I re- 
gerd as the unfortunate phrasing of a 
letter presented to the President of the 
United States. I have not been called 
upon to interfere in any way, but you 
must not misunderstand my attitude. 
In every effort of Mayor Dunne to pre- 
vent yiolence by mobs or individuals 
to see that the laws are obeyed, and 
that order is preserved, he has the 
hearty support of the President of the 
United States. 

“I am a believer in unions. But the 
union must obey the law, just as the 
corporation must obey the law; just as 
every man, rich or poor, must obey the 
law. As yet, no action has been called 
for by me, and most certainly if action 
is called for I shall try to do justice 
under the law to every man so far as 
I have power. But the first essential 
is the preservation of law and order, 
the suppression of violence by mobs 
or individuals.” 

This close@ the interview and the 
committee withdrew. 

It was generally understood by both 
sides to the strike that there would 
be no disturbances while President 
Roosevelt was in the city. Notwith- 
standing this tacit agreement, there 
were a number of outbreaks, one of 
them taking place in Michigan avenue, 
a short time after President Roosevelt 
had passed the spot. In this riot a 
number of men were cut and shot. 

The fight began when union teams- 
ters recognized Joseph Stewart, a negro, 
as a non-union driver. They rushed at 
him and he ran for non-union head- 
quarters. He tripped and fell just as 
he entered the door and called for help. 
A score of his comrades entered and 
a fight followed. One of the five union 
men drew a revolver and fired, strik- 
ing Stewart in the leg. Two other 
negroes were hurt during the scrim- 
mage. The union teamsters were com- 
pelled to run. There were numerous 
other instances of stone-throwing. 

The employers sent out more wag- 
ons yesterday with fewer guards than 
at any previous time since the strike 
began. The Employers’ association is 
steadily increasing the force of non- 
union men, and it is said fully 2000 
men are ready to take charge of the 
wagons. 

George 8S. Pierce, a union teamster, 
was shot and killed last night by 
George T. Waldorn, a deputy sheriff 
who was guarding a Wells-Farge ex- 
press wagon. Pierce was passing 
when the express wagon, under guard 
of several deputies, among whom was 
Waldorn, came down Clark street. 
Waldorn was formerly a member of the 
Teamsters’ union and Pierce taunted 
him with his change in employment. 
Angered by the language of Pierce, 
Waldorn drew a revolver and fired one

Notice of Milk Inspector 


{Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 


Public Statutes.) | 


Sect. 3.—“In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Insrec- | 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the | 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.—'t Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which a 


Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
a each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
ollars.

Haight & Freese Company to 
Fight Receivership 


SEVERAL OFFICES CLOSED 


Receiver Appointed Tor Phila- 
delphia Branch--Three Credi- 
tors File Intervening Petitions 


In Court at Boston 


Boston, May 11.—Contrary to expec- 
tations, no petition for the removal of 
the receivership from Haight & Freese 
company was filed in the United States 
circuit court at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. At that hour it had been 
expected that counsel for the company 
would appear before Judge Lowell, 
who granted the petition for a receiver 
made by Mrs. Anna H. L. Weiss, but 
instead it was announced by one of 
the clerks in the circuit court office that 
be had been authorized by counsel In 
the case to state that papers were in 
preparation. 

Counsel for Haight & Freese is lL. 
R. Clark. He was not in his office, but. 
it was said, was in consultation with 
other attorneys. It is not anticipated 
that the brokerage concern will submit 
to having its affairs remain in the 
hands of a receiver without a hard 
struggle, and the delay in filing a peti- 
tion is probably due to the desire of 
counsel to be well prepared. 

Three intervening petitions were filed 
in the clerk's office of the United States 
circuit court. They were by John P. 
Moore of Lynn, who states that he fs 
a creditor of the firm to the amount of 
$1082.50; Hugh R. Blethen, who saya 
he is a creditor to the amount of $2010, 
and Albert Bonney of Canaan, N. H., 
who says he is a creditor to the amount 
of $800. 

At the State street office of Haight 
& I'reese company, which is in charge 
of Receiver Colt, it was stated that 
Colt was not ready to make any state- 
ment for publication. He is busy with 
the affairs of the concern and thinks 
that he has a long, hard task before 
him. 

A number of the employes of the 
concern were on hand and were in- 
formed that their services would not 
be required today, although they 
might he needed later in settling up 
the affairs of the concern. The Haight 
& Freese company employed about 50 
persons at the State street office, many 
of them being telegraph operators 
working on the private wires that cou- 
nected the Boston house with the 
branches throughout New England. 
Receiver Colt is not ready to make any 
statement concerning the company and 
its affairs, 

The New York office of Haight & 
Freese, which was closed when receivy- 
ers were appointed, remains closed. 
Yesterday forenoon the Philadelphia 
oftice was doing business, but it was 
closed by orders from New York, and 
a little later a receiver was appointed 
for that state. The offices in Port- 
land, Me., Worcester and New Haven, 
Bridgeport, Hartford and New London 
did not do business yesterday. 

Now that the magnitude of the feat 
accomplished by Mrs. Anna Weiss of 
Needham in throwing the business of 
the Haight & Freese company, the 
greatest brokerage firm of its kind in 
the country, into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, has become generally known, 
the financial world is wondering what 
the outcome will be. 

Stock brokers and those interested in 
certain kinds of brokerage dealings are 
fearful there may be a general on- 
slaught upon the market and that the 
speculating public who have lost on 
margins may make a united effort to 
recover. 

It was given out at the office of the 
company yesterday afternoon that 
every ineh of the ground would be 
fought against the appointment of a 
permanent receiver and to preserve the 
independence of the company from the 
action of any such receiver. 

The members of the firm state that 
they have no intention of going out of 
business until it becomes evident that 
further efforts will be without avail. 


Liabilities Are Heavy

ruptcy was filed in the United States 
district court by Artemus §. Pennock 
of Braintree. He says he has liabilities 
to the amount of $176,960 and assets 
Worth $84,399.

Snyder is a town of 1000 people in 
Kiowa county, O. T., located on the 
’Frisco railroad, 45 miles north of Ver- 
ron. 

Oklahoma City, O. T.. May 11.—The 
telephone operator at Hobart, 32 miles 
north of Snyder, states that it is be- 
lieved in Hobart that 500 people have 
been killed and injured. Everyone who 
can render assistance in the capacity 
of physician, nurse or other necessary 
work has gone on the special train 
which left here this morning.

New Russian Diplomat Coming 

St. Petersburg, May 11.—The trans- 
fer of Count Cassini to the embassy 
at Madrid and the nomination of Baron 
Rosen to succeed him as ambassador 
to the United States is officially con- 
firmed here. Baron Rosen's thorough 
acquaintance with far easterm ques- 
tions, should peace negotiations event- 
ually be begun or completed at Wash- 
ington, peculiarly fits him to take Cas- 
sini’s place. Rosen has twice repre- 
sented his government as minister at 
Tokio. He has also served as minister 
to Servia and Greece. 


A Discriminative Measure 

Vienna, May 11—The government 
is taking action against foreign life 
insurance companies doing business in 
this country, with the exception of Ger- 
man concerns. This renders business 
almost impossible and the matter is 
bringing out diplomatic exchanges 
from the representatives here of the 
United States, Great Britain, Belgium 
and Holland, companies of which coun- 
tries are concerned.

THE CAMEL IN ARABIA. 


It Is Necessary to the Prosperity o1 

the Country. 

It would be hard for a person living 
in any other city in the world to con- 
ceive just what an indispensable ani- 
ma! the camel is to the prosperity and 
welfare of Aden and the adjacent part 
of Arabia. Even in the ordinary work 
done by a horse ip any other place or 
country the camel is always used here 
-in fact, except for drawing a car- 
riage, it completely takes the place of 
the horse. The camel is used for haul- 
ing produce in carts, for carrying 
freight and other articles and for draw- 
ing the sprinkling and water carts. It 
makes a comfortable riding animal, 
and at a feast its flesh, of all meats, 
is considered the best. But it is asa 
means of transportation and as a beast 
of burden in passing to and from the 
interior of Arabia to Aden that it be- 
comes indispensable, and it is alto- 
gether probable that without it Aden 
would have never become the great dis- 
tributing point it now is. Articles 
shipped from here to points across the 
gulf of Aden are also transported by 
camels into the interior of the African 
continent, 

The amount of the burden varies ac- 
cording to the distance to be carried 
and to the size of the animal. In car- 
rying goods to and from the wharfs to 
the different- warehouses a few miles 
a camel will carry a load of from 600 
to 900 pounds, but for a long journey 
from one-third to one-half of this 
amount is considered a camel load.— 
United States Consular Report. 


MAGIC IN TIBET. 


Feats of the Wonder Workers of the 
Land of Mystery. 

India and neighboring countries are 
the home of mystery and the black 
arts. Even in the centers of civiliza- 
tion there are fortune tellers and won- 
der workers to whom supernatural 
powers are attributed by those who 
scorn superstitious belief. Says a writ- 
er: “Tibetan peddlers have affirmed 
over and over again that, living in the 
mountains near the city of Lassa, there 
are men possessing extraordinary pow- 
ers, distinct from and far higher than 
the ordinary lamas. 

“These men cure the sick by giving 
them rice to eat which they crush out 
of the paddy with their hands. They 
perform many other remarkable feats. 
We are told that a young Bengal! in 
1882 testified before a number of re- 
spectable witnesses that while travel- 
ing in Tibet, in the neighborhood of 
the lake of Manasarawara, he met one 
of these men accompanied by a num- 
ber of chelas, or pupils. The master 
saluted him and, finding that he had 
nothing to eat, gave him some ground 
grain and tea. 

“As the Bengali had no means of eb- 
taining fire the master called for some 


on it with his mouth. He also cured 
a shepherd who was brought to him 
suffering from rheumatic fever, then 
and there, by giving him a few grains 
of rice crushed out of the paddy which 
he had in his hand.” 


How Sponges Are Prepared. 

Sponges are prepared for export in 
the following manner: After being 
bought in the local market they are 
carted to the shipping yard of the pur- 
chaser, where they are cut and trimmed 
into proper shapes and sizes. They are 
then washed and thoroughly dried, be- 
ing generally spread In the sun for that 
purpose upon canvas or old sails. Next 
they are assorted according to varie- 
ties and then packed by means of hand 
presses into bales weighing from 20 to 
150 pounds, Sometimes the sponges 
are bleached by being passed through 
& solution af white lime and water so 
weak as not to injure the fiber of the 


sponge.

Carefally Guarded Tea. 

The tea used in the Chinese royal 
household is treated with the utmost 
care. It is raised in a garden surround- 
ed by a wall, so that neither man nor 
beast can get anywhere near the 
piants. At the time of the harvest 
those collecting these leaves must ab- 
stain from eating fish that their breath 
may not spoil the aroma of the tea, 


they must bathe three times a day and, 


in addition must wear gloves while 
picking the tea for the Chinese court.

First Year of School for 
Social Workers. 


Dr. Jeffrey R. Brackett 
at Head. 


The Benefactor of the Quincy 
Women's Club. 


Quincy, the former home of Jeffrey 
R. Brackett, is interested in the School 
for Social Workers, of which he is the 
head. Especially are the members of 
the Quincy Women’s Club interested 
because Dr. Brackett has presented 
them with a club house, and they want 
to know more of him. Harold Stanley 
Pollard writes interestingly of the 
school in the Boston Transcript, which 
is reproduced in part: 

With commencement not far off, the 
worlds of education and professional 
training begin to strike their balances 
of prosperity and progress. This 
spring finds Simmons College and 
Harvard University looking back to- 
gether upon the first year of their joint 
venture, ‘*A School for Social Work- 
ers,’’ around which, just before its 
actual inaugoration last fall, grew more 
or less misconjecture. People never 
got much farther than the general pur- 
pose of their plan: to give young men 
and women interested in social service 
opportunities for more adequate train- 
ing; and notions as to the origin and 
nature of the platonic partnership be- 
tween the two colleges have been amus- 
ingly wild. In fact, before considering 
what the School bas to show for its 
first year of life, one may well do it the 
courtesy of clearing up its antecedents. 

The sponsors seem to have been three. 
In the first-place the desire of Simmons 
for a course in the application of scien- 
tifle method to problems of charity, 
correction, and allied activities, to- 
gether with the readiness to find money 
therefor, made the whole thing possible. 
As a matter of fact, Simmons now pro- 
vides two-thirds of the maintenance of 
the School: a proportion which, as a 
majority of the students (this year 
about eighty per cent.) are likely to be 
women, seems not unreasonable. 

But the fulfilment of this hope on the 
part of Simmons came through the 
suggestion and co-operation of an ex- 
pert student and teacher in the field, 
whose five years of experience as a 
leader in the Summer School of the 
New York Charity Organization Society 
has given him practical notions of a 
more developed aud systematic scheme 
of instruction : to Dr. Jeffrey Richard- 
son Brackett, present director of the 
School, the undertaking owes its practi- 
cal form. 

As still a third element, however, 
supporting Dr. Brackett, certain well- 
known Boston leaders of philanthropy 
interested President Eliot and so drew 
Harvard into the plan. And thus it 
has come about that in her announce- 
meut of courses fornext year, just pub- 
lished, Harvard presents, under the 
new head of Social Ethics, a group 
headed by Dr. Peabody’s famous course 
in ethical theory—the old ‘‘ Philosophy 
5’’—and including, besides a new 
course in Penology, a general course by 
Dr. Brackett, and this School for Social 
Workers counting as two full courses 
in the work for a degree. On the Har- 
vard side this emphasis of Ethical 
study, this new dignity of district 
grouping, comes as a fitting culmina- 
tion to Professor Peabody’s twenty 
years of teaching in Social Ethics. 
But in fairness as well as gallantry the 
School is the School of Simmons 
College and Harvard University. And 
again it is Dr. Brackett’s School. 

The School has been ‘‘at home’’ 
neither in Cambridge nor in the Fen- 
way, but at its own downtown quarters 
in Hamilton place. As one of the class 
explained it: ‘‘Simmons students can’t 
exactly go out to Harvard and Harvard 
students certainly can’t come over to 
Simmons, so we find neutral ground 
here.’’ And ‘‘here,*’ in a pleasant 
place of level lights, carbon prints and 
comfortable writing-chairs, a class of 
twenty-eight has spent its academic 
murnings since last October. 

Besides the lectures, discussions, pre- 
scribed reading and special reports that 
have formed this morning side of the 
course, members have been expected to 
do, with at least two agencies—always 
under skilled direction—practical work 
amounting to twelve hours a week. 
Bat as a girl remarked, speaking of 
this twelve-hour specification: ‘'Any- 
body who ever found real interest in 


‘such work knows what that means.” 


neighborhood influence. 


Through the cooperation of established 


agencies of the Associated Charities and 
leading local settlements, wide oppor- 
tunities have been offered for experience 
in various forms of frlendly aid, club- 
house mavagement, entertainment and 
similar activities. Furthermore each 
student has had excellent chances to see 
and know much of phases of the work 
that lay outside his own special de- 
partment, All this, together with the 
visiting of various significant institu- 
tions such as the Reform School at 
Lancaster, or the Horace Mann Schools 
in this city, will have filled, when the 
the school gives its first certificates in 
June, a fairly strenuous S months’ 
course, 

The students, of whom twenty-two 
are women and six are men—all young, 
have come from various directions, the 
majority, as might be expected the 
first year, from eastern Massachusetts. 
Some are holders of degrees, some are 
private workers, some are simply 
‘* interested students,’’ several are al- 
ready active workers in special fields 
with funds of practical experience that 
prove constantly valuable to the class 
as @ whole. Such well-known local 
institutions as South End House, the 
Associated Charities, the Children’s 
Hospital, the Roxbury League, and the 
Young Men’s Christian Association are 
thus represented. 

Admission to the schovl is by no 
means restricted to graduates or under- 
graduates of the two supporting col- 
leges: it is open to those ‘‘ who satisfy 
the director, by their proficiency ip 
courses which prepare for the school, 
by their experience in some form of 
social work, or by some other indication

temperaments and interests that should 
make the intimate class-room discus- 
sions as profitable for the class as they 
are entertaining for the privileged out- 
sider. Where one might expect un- 
comfortable waves of sentiment or over- 
enthusiasm, one finds instead a group 
of clear-witted people, handling with 
cool, sympathetic common sense, prob- 
lems that are often sticky with senti- 
mental suggestion. The exchange is of 
ways and means, of carefully considered 
experience, rather than incoherent 
personal impulse, And this experience. 
is sought from scientist as well as saint. 

An important feature of the course 
has been the frequent chances for the 
class to come into close, informal con- 
tact, through morning talks and discus- 
sions, with leading specialists in social 
and institutional work. 

The systematic instruction and the 
general direction of all work academic 
and practical have been in the hands of 
Dr. Brackett and his assistant, Miss 
Zilpha Drew Smith. In the charitable 
activites of America few uames are bet- 
ter known than these. It would take 
some half column merely to enumerate 
the boards whereon Dr. Brackett has 
sat and the organizations over which 
he has presided. He was for many 
years associate editor of the Charities 
Review and of its successor, Charities, 
published by the New York Charity 
Organization Society; and last year he 
was honored with the presidency of 
the National Conference of Charities 
and Correction. 

One should understand clearly that 
the schvol does not aim primarily to 
turn out fully trained specialists for 
high public offices. ‘To quiet workers 
in private paths, as well as to more 
ambitious spirits, the course offers, 
first of all, ‘‘a solid foundation on 
which young men and women may 
readily build as they go out into the 
various fields of social work.’’ Sig- 
nificant, however, of the way made in 
public esteem during this first year are 
the facts that of those of the present 
class who look to professional work, one 
has already accepted a position in a 
leading local settlement for women; 
another will join the staff of the As- 
sociated Charities; while yet another 
will become a ‘‘ welfare man ’’—a kind 
of guardian-mediator between employers 
and employees—in a large mill settle- 
mont, These workers will still keep in 
constant touch with the school, bring- 
ing in their experience for the benefit 
of new classes. As the public demand 
for skilled effort in these fields increases 
in volame and distinctness, and as the 
standards of such training are raised by 
the influence of workers coming from 
this and similar schools, one can 
almost predict a new _ profession : 
a time when specially fitted young 
men and women may be reasonably 
sura of a well-paid and honored 
career in scientific social aid. Sec- 
retaries of philanthropic millionaires 
are even now shining marks, 

That all this—in an age forever 
parceling out its work to new sciences 
and new specialists—is thoroughly 
abreast of the times anybody can see. 
Belated are the good folk who look 
back wistfully to the simple days when 
the Christian cast his penny to the 
beggar and went his way in approxi- 
mate peace. The beggar is now the 
formidable scientific problem of how 
to relieve society of its burden of the 
unfit; and modern thought attacks the 
question with a growing confidence 
that ‘‘the poor we’’ need not ‘‘have 
always with us.”’ Old-fashioned yood- 
heartedness is still the best spirit of it 
all, but old-fashioned good will has to 
step a bit lively now and then to keep 
up with trained wits. Massachusetts 
generally gets into the front line of 
this kind of march; and if it be a 
function of universities and colleges to 
give leadership and the wisdom of wide 
outlook to the less coherent enthusiasms 
of a community, then Simmons and 
Harvard may well feel that a new ven- 
ture whose first year has added to the 
brave effort of social service active 
influences for broad sympathy and 
trained capacity, stand far to the good 
in the annual account of progress.

Ten Year Lease on Granite 
Street. 


In New Block of Nine 
Stores. 


Will Be Ready for Occupancy Sep- 
tember I. 


Plans have been completed by McLean 
and Wright, and work will be com- 
menced immediately on the erection of 
a new business block on the north side 
of Granite street by Henry H. Faxon. 
The block will have a street frontage 
of about 295 feetand will extend from 
the Dr. Welch block to the block 
occupied ia part by Joel F. 
& Sons, 

It will be a one story block but with 
a sufficient foundation for four stories. 

It will contain altogether nine stores. 
The first will have a frontage of 36 feet 
and the next three of 24 feet .each. 
These four stores will have a depth of 
90 feet, The next five stores will have 
Street frontage of 18 feet each and a 
depth of 75 feet. 

The building will be of fire proof 
constraction with brick partitions be- 
tween the stores, each of which will be 
lighted by large plate glass windows on 
the front, by sky lights and windows 
in the rear. 

The building as a whole will conform 
to the existing development on Granite 
street. 

The second store in the block will be 
occupied as the Quincy postoffice, The 
office will have a frontage of 24 feet 
anda uniform width of 24 feet toa 
depth of 40 feet, the balance of the 
office to have a width of 20 feat. 

The government has taken a ten 
years’ lease of the rooms which the 
postoffice will ocoupy and it is expected 
that they will be ready Tor occupancy 
September 1. 

The building will be constructed by

Proposed Widening of Hancock 
Street Near Dr. Gordon’s. 


Another important public heariag 
that will be held before the City Coun- 
cil next Monday evening will be on the 
petition to widen Hancock street on the 
west side from Saville street to Dim- 
mock street. 

Hancock street at this point is now 
ou a curve and the object of widening 
is to straighten the street, as well as 
to give more room on the west side be- 
tween the street railway tracks and the 
sidewalk, 

According to the plan of the proposed 
widening it starts from nothing at the 
corner of Saville street and takes a tri- 
angular strip from the land of Henry H. 
Faxon containing 1200 square feet, the 
width of the strip taken at the line with 
the Brackett property being 16 feet. It 
also removes the row of trees front 
of the residence of Dr. Garey. 

From the Brackett property, pow 
owned by J. Franklin Faxon, a strip of 
land 16 feet wide, containing 5100 square 
feet is taken. The row of trees now 
fronting the Brackett property will, ac- 
cording to the plan, remain, but will 
be in a green sward between the side- 
walk line and the street, so that the 
widening at this point will be practi- 
cally the width of the present sidewalk. 

From the estate leased by Joho W 
Hall a strip of land 16 feet wide on the 
southerly end and 10 feet wide on the 
northerly end is taken, the number of 
square feet being 672. 

A strip of land 10 feet wide, contain- 
ing 1,700 square feet, is also taken from 
what is known as the Underwood estate, 
owned by the Adams Temple and School 
Fund. 

It has been said that some might de- 
sire to cut down the large trees now on 
the Brackett lot, but the genera! public 
would doubtless be opposed to that 
being done. There are not any too many 
shade trees on our streets now, and any 
attempt to cut down these beautiful 
trees would rightly raise a howl of ob- 
jection. If allowed to remain in the 
green sward on the edge 
walk, as proposed by the plan, they 
would not only continue to furnish 
shade, but be very ornamental as well. 

The total area of land to be taken is 
8,672 square feet.

Plain Strawberry Shortcake. 

Sift two cups of pastry flour with 
four Isvel teaspoons of baking powder 
and a saltspoon of salt.

The hu- 
miliating experiences of 1895 and 1900 
showed the Chinese that in war they 
were no match for tbe Westerners. 
The loss of territory to France, to Eng- 
land, to Germany, to Russia, to Japan, 
within the last few years, and the ag- 
gressive threats of the representatives 
of most of these powers at different 
times, convinced them that China, as a 
territorial and governmental entity, 
would soon cease to exist if they did 
not make themselves able to resist 
foreign aggression; have convinced 
them, therefore, of the absolute neces- 
sity of adopting foreign learning so far 
as it is necessary to strengthen them for 
war.—Prof. J. W. Jenks in American 
Review of Reviews.

Awful Suffering of Victims of 
Dynamite Wreck 


WHOLE TRAIN IS BURNED 


Would-Be Rescuers Hear Heart- 
rending Cries of Dying Pas- 
sengers, but Are Compelled 
to Look Helplessly On 


Harrisburg, May 12—Twenty per- 
sons ‘are known to be dead and more 
than 100 others were injured in the 
railroad wreck and dynamite explosion 
which occurred early yesterday on the 
Pennsylvania railroad in the. southern 
part of this city. That no more per- 
sons were killed is considered remark- 
able by the Pennsylvania railroad offi- 
cials, as a full box of dynamite ex- 
ploded directly at the middle of the 
heavy express train. 

The wrecked train was the second 
section of the Cleveland and Cincinnati 
express, leaving Philadelphia at 11:05 
o'clock Wednesday night. It consisted 
of a combination baggage and smok- 
ing car, one day coach and six sleepers. 

There are various stories of how the 
wreck occurred, but the official version 
is as follows: 

About 1:40 o'clock the engine on an 
east-bound freight train was flagged 
by the crew of a shifting engine ahead 
on the same track. The engineer 
quickly put on his airbrakes and the 
train, an unusually long one, came to 
a sudden halt. The strain on the air 
valves was a severe one, and a con- 
necting air hose in the middle of the 
train blew out. This caused the mid- 
@le of the train to “buckle” and the 
damaged cars fell over on the passen- 
ger tracks. 

Just as this happened the Cleveland 
express came thundering up and “side- 
wiped” the wreck. The express was 
stopped within its own length and the 
third sleeper was opposite the wrecke: 
ears. Before anyone could leave the 
passenger train, which was not very 
badly damaged, a few slight explosions 
occurred, and then there was one great 
flash and roar that shook the earth. 
The whole affair occurred within the 
period of a few seconds. 


A scene of horror followed the explo- 
sion of the dynamite. The passenger 
cars and some of the freight cars in- 
stantly took fire. As the reverbera- 
tion of the terrific explosion died away 
in the hills across the Susquehanna 
river, the agonizing cries of the injured 
could be heard. Men and women came 
tumbling and climbing from the car 
windows, or crawled from under the 
wreckage. 

No one for the moment seemed to 
know what to do and many of the pas- 
sengers, momentarily seized with ter- 
ror, ran wildly about the fields on the 
north side of the railroad or waded in- 
to the shallow waters of the river, 
which parallels the railroad on the 
south. Realizing their safety and the 
danger still threatening others, the 
frightened passengers turned in and be- 
gan the rescue of the living. As they 
approached the wreck another explo- 
sion occurred which sent them scurry- 
ing away. Fearing that the entire 
freight train might be loaded with 
dynamite, no one dared go near the 
wreck. Finally the railroad men who 
knew the contents of the burning 
freight train led the way and the unin- 
jured passengers followed, 


The work of rescue was at first slow 
and it seemed as though the flames 
would envelop the entire express train 
before those who were pinned beneath 
the heavy wreckage could be freed. 
Bverywhere there came cries for help, 
and the frantic rescuers worked with 
willing hands. Scores of those who 
were trapped in their sleeping berths 
or pinioned under wreckage were taken 
out badly hurt. 

The advancing fire drove the res- 
cuers back as they were about to take 
others from the wreck and the unfor- 
tunates, men and women, were soon 
enveloped in the flames. The cries of 
the dying were heartrending in the ex- 
treme, but nothing could be done for 
them. An alarm of fire was sent in, 
but when the firemen reached the 
scene the flames had done their work 
so far as the victims of the wreck were 
concerned. The entire train was con- 
sumed by fire. 


After the victims in the wreck were 
beyond human aid, more attention was 
paid to the injured, who presented 2 
pitiable sight as they lay in the field 
or on the banks of the river. With the 
firemen came a corps of physicians 
from the city and the work of attending 
the injured began in earnest. As 
quickly as they were temporarily re- 
Heved of pain from burns or other in- 
juries they were placed on special trains 
and trolley cars and rushed to the hos- 
pital here, 

Several hundred railroad laborers 
Were on the spot within an hour and 
by daybreak their number had been 
increased toa thousand. It wasa grue- 
some task for the railroad men. Not 
one whole body was found in the 
wreck. Either an arm or a leg or all 
four limbs were burned off the trunk 
and in several cases only portions of 
the trunks were found.

Fire Followed Tornado at 


Snyder, Oklahoma 


FEW BUILDINGS LEFT 


Debris Carried by Wind to 
Towns Many Miles Away-- 
Twenty Percent of Wounded 
Will Die--Storm Was Short 


Guthrie, O. T., May 12.—The death 
list of Wednesday night's tornado at 
Snyder probably will reach over 100 per- 
sons. Eighty-five bodies have been re- 
covered, a dozen persons are missing 


and given up for dead, and of the 41 
seriously wounded several are likely 
to die. More than 100 other persons 
suffered less severe injuries. 

Relief is being sent from neighbor- 
ing towns. Oklahoma City sent 100 
men to dig graves and seek the dead 
still in the ruins and a dozen under- 
takers with 100 coffins. Offers of 
financial assistance have come from 
several cities. 

Governor Ferguson of Oklahoma has 
issued a proclamation calling atten- 
tion to the needs of the stricken town, 

It is still difficult to obtain informa- 
tlon from Suyder. A single telegraph 
wire furnishes ap outlet, but it is 
blocked with private messages con- 
cerning the dead and injured. 

To add to the general confusion and 
distress after the tornado had passed, 
fire broke out and burned up all that 
remained of the buildings in one of the 
business blocks. So far, it has not 
been possible to find out whether any 
bodies were cremated. 

An unidentified woman was picked 
up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a large sliver which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of her head. Clarence Donovan, 
a railroad engineer, and Miss Nina Fes- 
senden were to have been married 
Wednesday night, but had just post- 
poned the nuptials until yesterday 
morning. Both were instantly killed 
by the storm. Fred Crump, a_ boy, 
had started to a cellar when a fiying 
timber decapitated him. 

Debris was carried northeast as far 
as Cooperton, 12 miles, and it is re- 
ported that there are more fragments 
at that town than in the tornado path 
at Snyder. 

The mayor of Snyder is having much 
trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. The confusion is great, owing 
to the fact that there are a number 
of unidentified bodies at the morgues. 
There is much suffering owing to the 
lack of provisions and places to stay. 
What houses remain in the town are in 
bad condition and unsafe for habita- 
tion. Besides there is not room enough 
to care for the homeless. Bedding and 
wearing apparel are both lacking and, 
despite the effort to succor the unfor- 
tunates, they are still in a pitiable con- 
dition. 

Many of the wounded could not be 
cared for or given medical aid until 9 
o’clock yesterday morning and by that 
time their wounds were aggravated. 
Dr. York of Hobart, who was active 
in relieving the suffering, says that 20 
percent of the wounded will die. 

The havoc wrought by the tornado is 
astonishing. Out of a town that 
housed 1000 persons not more than a 
score of houses are intact. The storm 
formed south of Olustee, near the 
Texas line, and took a northeasterly 
course through a well settled region. 
At 8 o'clock it was observed by the 
people of Snyder, but the usual funnel- 
shaped formation was lacking, and 
though the roar was plainly heard for 
some time before the storm broke, 
many were of the opinion that it was 
a hailstorm. 

Within a few minutes the sky sud- 
denly became dark and a terrific down- 
pour of rain began, lasting for sey- 
eral minutes. Then the rain stopped 
almost as suddenly as it bad started. 
For a few moments an ominous calm 
followed, and then the tornado struck, 
tearing buildings to pieces as though 
they were made of paper. 

Many people who had thought to take 
advantage of the calm to seek refuge 
in cellars were caught in the streets 
and between buildings, where some 
were lifted high in the air and dashed 
to the ground as though hurled from 
a catapult, while others were struck 
by flying debris and beaten almost be- 
yond recognition. Those who re- 
mained in their houses fared no bet- 
ter, for the path of the tornado swept 
across all excepting a few blocks in the 
southeastern corner of the town. 
Frame structures collapsed like egg- 
shells, burying occupants under the 

| debris, killing crushing and maiming.

Unusual Action Against an 


Immigrant Inspector 


IN TROUBLE IN HUNGARY 


Fined For Threatening Detec- 

tive Who Is Said to Have 
With His Mail-- 
Engaged !n Special Work 


Tampered 


Budapest, May 12.—American Immi- 
gration Inspector Marcus Braun has be- 
come involved in serious trouble with 


the Hungarian authorities. Mr. Braun 
alleges that the authorities tampered 
with, and opened his mail. He was 
fined $10 in the Budapest police court 
for threatening a police department de- 
tective, whom, he says, be discovered 
in the act of tampering with his mail. 

Last night the Hungarian state po- 
lice department made public a com- 
munication declaring that Braun can- 
not show credentials proving his rela- 
tions with the American government 
and that the American authorities have 
not informed the Hungarian govern- 
ment in any manner of the nature of 
Braun's mission over here. The com- 
munication concludes with warning 
the public against Braun. 

Mr. Braun has letters from the Amer- 
ican authorities giving him latitude in 
pursuit of emigration investigation in 
Europe and also a specal passport from 
the state department which is only is- 
sued to American officials. Braun is 
Hungarian by birth and emigrated to 
the United States about 15 years ago. 
It is understood that he has been in- 
vestigating reports that the Hungarian 
authorities encouraged an undesirable 
element to emigrate to the United 
States. 


is a Spscial Inspector 

Washington, May 12.—Marcus Braun 
is one of three special immigration in- 
spectors now engaged on special work 
for the immigration bureau in Europe, 
the exact character of which the offi- 
cials here decline to say anything about. 
Braun was in Hungary last year for 
the immigration bureau and brought 
home much yaluable information re- 
lating to immigration, and it is pre- 
sumed that this may have a bearing 
on the present attitude of the police 
officials towards him. He is the presi- 
dent of the Hungarian club of New 
York which, during the spring, enter- 
tained President Roosevelt in that city, 


Braun’s Report to Sargent 

New York, May 12.—Commissioner of 
Immigration Sargent, who is in this 
city, says that he received a cablegram 
from Inspector Braun informing him 
that he had caught a Viennese officia! 
tampering with, and opening his mail. 
He said Braun had told him the Wash- 
ington officials would be apprised in 
due time of the official’s action. He 
said also in the cable that he had ap- 
pealed to Beliamy Storer, the United 
States ambassador to Austria-Hun- 
gary. 

Steamer Suddenly Disappeared 

Sydney, N. S., May 12.—The captair 
of a coal boat which has just returned 
from the St. Lawrence reports that a 
small-sized steamer was seen by those 
on board and she appeared to be 
jammed in the ice and, although the 
unknown vessel seemed to be com- 
pletely surrounded, she suddenly disap- 
peared. The captain who brings the 
news thinks the steamer is lost. 


London, May 12.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s ‘Tokio correspondent says: 
“Nobody here doubts that peace is com- 
ing through President Roosevelt's 
offices, he having learned that Russia 
desires to end the war and having as- 
certained the terms which would be 
agreeable to neutral powers.” 


Collision of Freiot Trains 

Lawrence, Mass., May 12.—A rear- 
end collision between two freight 
trains at Andover Jast night resulted 
in injuries to James Girard, a fireman. 
He was badly bruised about the head, 
but his condition is not serious. A 
caboose, one box car, and two flat cars 
were piled up.

Stockholm, May 12.—The rigsdag has 
voted Prince Gustaf an appanage of 
$35,000 in view of his approaching mar- 
riage with Princess Margaret of Con- 
naught. King Oscar has presented the 
coupie with the beautiful Chateau 
Sofiero, near Helsingborg, as a summer 
residence.

CHICAGO'S QUIET DAY 


Wind and Rain Allowed Teams- 
ters to Work In Peace 

Chicago, May 12.—The teamsters’ 
strike was quiet yesterday, as driving 
storms of wind and rain drove the 
pickets from their posts. There was 
little disturbance in the business quar- 
ter. On the outskirts, however, there 
were a few attacks made on the drivers 
of delivery wagons, but with the excep- 
tion of one negro, Who was knocked 
senseless by a stone, nobody was in- 
ured. 

The most important part of the strike 
was the examination of witnesses be- 
fore Master in Chancery Sherman, who 
is taking testimony relative to the al- 
leged violation of the federal injune- 
tion granted in favor of the Employ- 
ers’ association and of the seven ex- 
press companies. 

Adolph Pfeil, for 11 years an em- 
ploye of the United States Express 
company, but now a striker, refused to 
answer questions on the ground that 
he might incriminate himself. 

Edward Buckley, a striking union 
driver, told of being ordered by offi- 
cials of his union to put bis wagon in 


the barn. When asked why he did not 
continue at werk, he replied: ‘“Be- 
cause I did not want to be killed. 


There were riots on the streets and I 
would not sacrifice my life for a job.” 


Roosevelt at Washington 

Washington, May 12.—President 
Roosevelt reached home at midnight 
last night from his western trip, which 
he regards as one of the most enjoy- 
able journeys he has taken since he has 
been president. He travelled 6006 
miles. Every state and territory in 
the United States except Florida and 
Arkansas have been visited by Mr. 
Roosevelt since he became president 
and it is his intention to accept the 
hospitality of these states before his 
term is finished. 


Policeman Used His Pisto! 

Newport News, May 12.—Phoebus is 
practically under martial law, two com- 
panies of soldiers being in charge of the 
town as the result of the killing of 
Artilleryman Dowrie, a member of the 
heavy coast artillery, by Police Officer 
Phillips. The policeman reprimanded 
some artillerymen for an infraction of 
a town ordinance, and in a melee that 
followed seven artillerymen  partici- 
pated, beating Phillips with his own 
club. Phillips claims he shot in self- 
defense.

New York, May 12—Baron Serge

POPE ON GREED FOR MONEY 


Pius X.’s Condemnation of All Evil 
Speculation. 

Pope Pius X.’s recent encyclical let- 
ter to all the prelates and others in the 
Roman Catholic communion is consid- 
ered one of the most important and far 
reaching documents he has written 
since his elevation, says a Washington 
special dispatch to the New York Her- 
ald. 

According to the prelates, the en- 
eyclical is especially important since it 
speaks authoritatively on subjects which 
now are harassing the American secu- 
lar as well as religious world. The 
pope speaks in positive terms on the 
vital importance of moral teachings for 
young and old and of the influence of 
religious instruction on the nation as 
well as the individual. He makes a 
general review of the deplorable condi- 
tion of the world at the present time 
and suggests that the remedy lies in 
knowing more clearly and following 
more docilely the teachings of Chris- 
tianity. 

“There are today,” says the pope, 
“vast numbers, continually bejng re- 
eruited by fresh accessions, who are 
utterly ignorant of the truths of re- 
ligion or who at most possess only such 
knowledge of God and of the Christian 
faith as to lead the lives of idolaters. 
In consequence of this ignorance they 
regard it as no crime to cherish hatred 
against their neighbor, to enter into the 
most unjust contracts, to promote the 
most unjust speculation, to endeavor to 
possess themselves of the property of 
others by enormous usury and to com- 
mit other iniquities not less reprehensi- 
ble. 

“Furthermore, they seem unaware 
that the law of Christ not only forbids 
immoral actions, but condemns immor- 
al thoughts and immoral desires. Even 
when they are restrained from aban- 
doning themselves to sensual pleasures, 
they, without any scruple feed them- 
selves on evil thoughts, multiplying

Some such method ts 
said to have been used by John R. Clis 
by, secretary of the Illinois Corn 
Breeders’ association, in testing larce 
quantities of seed corn. One kernel 
should be taken from the butt of the 
ear, at least one from the middle and 
one from the tip. Four kernels 
enough to take from one ear for practi 
cal work if properly taken. 

The four kernels from each ear must 
be placed in a separate group, and it 
is best that the group be marked or 
numbered to correspond with the num 
ber of the ear from which the kernels 
were taken. For this plan it is neces 
sary that the ears be placed in regular 
order as the kernels are removed from 
them. A good device for arranging the 
ears in regular order is shown in the 
first cut. 

One of the quickest and con- 
venient devices for making germina 
tion tests is that first used by Profess- 
or Goff at the Geneva station in New 
York. This apparatus of a 
water tight box across which are ex- 
tended folds of canton flannel. These 
folds are suspended from and 
ean be removed to dry when not in 
use.

Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 


BIRTHPLACE OF PRESIDENTS. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Frankiin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters af the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patrictic societies admitied free, although con- 
tributionsiare welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Frankl wtreet, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons fram 2to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
eock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1595 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Hiymouth Colony, who landed here 
Bept. 30, 1621, guided by the indiar Tisquan- 
tam. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns bill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Deughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle et Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stonss, the corner stone being 
part of od sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

Firs Congregational’ Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In anditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
ot John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and ther wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidentz, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
mrer, 9 Sevings Bank building, whose office 
hours are 8 a.m.tol2mM.and2tc5 p.m. A 
fee is asked tor attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy ; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting featarres- 
be opened to the public by the Society of 
Colonial Dames, the new owners. 

HANOOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams sreet, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John, Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 

SQUAW ROCK. 


Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head‘ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll.

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Sgeiag of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morten erected his famous May pole in 
1636 ; the soldiers’ monument at,Mount 
Wefiaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
fameus Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth ; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore 
River Ship and Engine Company where 
warships are being built for the

Quincy Association Now 
Well Equipped. 


A Reception to the 
Contributors. 


Workers in Y. M. C. A. Tell of 
Possibilities. 


The new Y. M. C. A. building on 
Washington street was opened for 
public inspection on Saturday evening 
to those who in any way aided toward 
the erection of the structure. Invita- 
tions to contributors and their ladies 
were sent out early in the week and 
were generally accepted, upwards of 
two hundred ladies and gentlemen 
being present. 

Outer garments were checked in the 
cloak room, off the main game room. 

All expressed their delight at the 
interior arrangement of the rooms, and 
an hour or two was pleasantly passed in 
a tour of the interior. The oak finish 
of the main office pleased the eye of 
all, but the cosy corner with its cheer- 
ful open grate fire was their especial 
delight. 

There was an informal meeting at 
which President Richard D. Chase pre- 
sided and welcomed those present. He 
paid a tribute to Dr. Johnson, chairman 
of the building committee, and to all 
who had in any way assisted in carry- 
ing out the thought of the building. 

Dr. Johnson was then introduced and 
spoke of the progress of the building 
from the time of breaking ground last 
July to its completion. 

Iie hoped those present bad observed 
the completeness of the various depart- 
ments. The physical department was 
equal to any outside of Boston. He 
also spoke briefly «f the educational | 
and other brancbes of the work of the 
association. The association owes a 
debt of gratitude to the architect Mr. 
Sprague; to Mr. Thomas, the builder, 
and to Secretary Gay for the earnest 
and hard work he had done in bringing 
the building to its present complete- 
ness, 

F. P. Speare, educational director of 
the Boston Y. M. C. A., said that the 
association was a factor in building 
mep. He spoke particularly of the ed- 
ucational work of the association, and 
said that any association which did not 
have evening schools would ultimately 
go out of business. Only one man 
in one hundred graduate from  col- 
lege; two out of one hundred grad- 
uate from the High school, and but 
ten out of a hundred from tbe 
grammar schools. When we think of 
this we get some idea of the needs of 
education for the large per cent. who 
have not had the advantage. 

Many boys go to school under pro- 
test. The American boy is ambitious 
to get into the industrial world, but 
they svon find their heads against a 
, the only way of getting 
through which is by educaticn. The 
wise man, therefore, realizes that there 
is nothing but bard work and poor pay 
for the ignorant man. Then he will go 
through fire and water to get an educa- 
tion. 

Mr, Speare spoke of the Boston Y. 
M. C. A. evening schools with their 
1500 students and of the work which 
they were doing. 

F. L. Willis, general secretary of 
the Worcester association, believed in 
the association for what it had done for 
him.

WOOD LEADS THE BATTLE 


Pala, a Slave Trader, Warrior 
and Outlaw, Finally Cornered 
In a Swamp--Seven Americans 


Killed and Nineteen Wounded 


(Manila, May 15.—Fierce fighting has 
been going on the last two weeks 05 
the island of Jolo between the outlaw 
Moro chief, Pala, with 600 well armed 
followers, and troops under the personal 
command of Major General Wood. 

Pala’s losses thus far are 300 killed, 
while those of Wood are seven killed 
and 19 wounded. Pala and his re- 
maining followers, in accordance with 
Moro tradition, prefer death to capture. 

General Wood, with detachments 
the Fourteenth cavalry, the 
and 
con- 


Pala was a noted slave trader and 


warrior when the Almericans occupied 


the islands. Later he escaped with his 
followers to the island of Pula Sekar, 
near Borneo. One of Pala’s leaders de- 
serted and took refuge in the British 
settlement at Lahad. 

Pala, discovering his whereabouts, 
landed with a following and demanded 
of the British magistrate that he turn 
the deserter over to him. The demand 
was not complied with and Pala or- 
dered a messacre. Twenty-five per- 
sons, including several Britons, were 
killed. Pala escaped to the island of 
Jolo, and organized the present upris- 
ing. 

It is reported that the Borneo au- 
thorities requested General Wood to ap- 
prehend Pala, dead or alive, and turn 
him over to them. 


The Sulu archipelago, a link of isl- 
ands stretching southwest from the 
Philippine islands of Mindanao, about 
200 miles to the northern coast of 
Borneo, came into the possession of the 
United States immediately following 
Dewey's victory at Manila in 1898. 

All the Philippines, which were Span- 
ish property, then being surrendered to 
the United States, the Sulu archipelago, 
also as Spanish land, came under the 
suzerainty of this country. 

The Moros who inhabit the island 
of Jolo are a savage race. They have 
from the outset resisted the efforts of 
the Americans to bring them under sub- 
jugation. 

The Zulu islands lie between Borneo 
and Mindanao. The populatién of the 
group is 75,000 and the area is 950 
square miles. The ruler is called the 
Sultan of Zulu, or as the main island 
is at times spelled, Jolo. 


Poolroom Strongly Guarded 

New York, May 15.—One of the most 
strongly fortified and most elaborately 
fitted up poolrooms ever seen in this 
city was raided in West Third street. 
The alleged poolroom was defended by 
elaborate and strong series of * doors.

Andrew J. Bailey, formerly corpora- 
tor counsel of Boston, appeared as 
counsel for the petitioner. He said up 
to a year or two there had been large 
beds of clams here, and that Mrs. Titus 
had been told by experts that there was 
@ most excellent opportunity to grow 
oysters. 

In reply to questions he said that the 
tide did not entirely cover this place. 
The plan did not give precisely the low 
watermark. That the authority was given 
under the statutes and had only been 
in operation a few years. No sewage 
comes up there. The sewer empties on 
the opposite shore fully a mile away. 
There was not a trace of sewage there. 

John J. Byron said this may be a 
new industry and might oppose the 
rights of the public. It might prevent 
people from going there to dig clams, 
He understuod the petitioner-asked for 
more than belonged to her. If it wasa 
fact that the object was not to grow 
oysters but to keep people from going 
there to dig clams he would object. 
He boped the Council would look into 
the matter carefully before granting the 
license, 

Councilman Spargo said that he never 
saw shells planted where the tide goes 
back. ‘They are always planted in deep 
water. 

Mr. Bailey, again speaking, said that 
the remonstrant asks the Council not to 
give a license so to protect illegal acts 
of others. Persons have a right to dig 
three bushels of clams for bait or for 
their own family use, but every one 
they dig over that is against the law. 
If the sewage did not poison clams it 
would not poison oysters. No one has 
the right to go on the flats and dig 
clams except as he bad already stated. 

The hearing then closed, and the order 
was recommitted to the Committee on 
Licenses. 

Adjourned at 9.40, to meet May 29

WIDE OPEN DOOR 


Policy to “Be Adopted by Isth- 


mian Canal Commission 


THE BUYING OF VESSELS 


Serves as Illustration That Eu- 
ropean Markets Offer Oppor- 
tunity to Reduce Expenses-- 
Same Conditions G»vern Pur- 


chase of Canal Material 


Washington, May 16.—The executive 
committee of the isthmian canal com- 
mission has decided to purchase in the 
markets of the world the material and 
ships necessary for the building of the 


Panama can. 

This #mportant decision was reached 
with some reluctance because it was 
appreciated by Secretary Taft and the 
executive committee that there would 
surely be a great outery from two great 
interests in this country—producers of 
material and the shipowners—if the 
purchases were not limited to the Amer- 
ican products. But it was decided that 
the money consideration was so great 
that it could not be fgnored, for it was 
held that in cases fully 50 percent more 
would be charged for material needed 
in canal construction than the same 
goods could be procured for in Europe. 

Chief Engineer Wallace, for instance, 
showed that two ships, in addition to 
those running between New York and 
Colon and owned by the Panama Rall- 
road company, were absolutely neces- 
sary to carry the food supplies and ma- 
terlal needed for the work. No Amer- 
ican ships could be bought at any rea- 
sonable price and when it came to 
building such ships it was found, ac- 
cording to Taft's statement, that, while 
he could buy 6000-ton ships in Europe 
for $750,000, it would cost $1,400,000 
to build such ships here., And in addi- 
tion, while the European ship could be 
had at once, it would take at least 18 
months to secure American boats. 

Therefore, it was decided to buy the 
ships where they could be had cheap- 
est and obtained the quickest. As to 
material needed for canal construction, 
the committee decided that by reserv- 
ing to itself the right to purchase in 
the world’s markets, it would at least 
oblige American manufacturers to give 
them the benefit of their foreign prices 
if they wish to sell goods to the com- 
mittee. 

Secretary Taft explained that he 
felt obliged to endorse this decision be- 
cause, having given congress every op- 
portunity to give a contrary direction, 
he felt that the very terms of the 
eanal act provided that it should be 
constructed at the lowest possible cost. 
And in this connection he called atten- 
tion to the following recommendation 
contained in the first report of the isth- 
mian canal commission: 

“An important question of policy is 
yet to be determined. 1f the isthmian 
canal commission are not bound by any 
restriction of congress as to where they 
shall purchase machinery, materials 
and supplies, then it would seem to be 
their duty to construct the canal as 
cheaply as possible and so to buy what 
they need where they can get it cheap- 
est. ‘This, however, is certain to pro- 
duce, every time that a large contract 
is awarded to a foreign manufacturer 
or dealer, an outcry on the part of the 
American unsuccessful competitors. If 
congress approves the policy of favor- 
ing American manufacturers and deal- 
ers, even if it increases the cost of the 
construction of the canal, then it seems 
to be only just that it should declare 
this policy by kaw and lay down a 
rule which the commission can easily 
follow.” . 


The Care of Lepers 

Washington, May 16.—Leprosy was 
the subject discussed at the first ses- 
sion of the conference of state and ter- 
ritorial health authorities with the offi- 
cials of the United States public 
health and marine hospital service. 
All the state boards of health repre- 
sented were found to be unanimously 
in favor of a national leper home. The 
idea of Dr. Wyman, head of the public 
health service, is to have a colony of 
cottages in a fine climate, where the 
afflicted persons can be made comfort- 
able and their condition bettered. 


Ran Into Open Switch 3 
New York, May 16.—Nearly a score 
of persons were injured in the wreck of 
a special race train bound from Brook- 
lyn to the Belmont Park race track. 
The locomotive ran into a_half-open 
switch and was overturned and the 
three forward cars left the rails and 
crashed into each other. All the pas- 
sengers injured were in these cars, 
those in the rest of the train escaping 
with a slight shaking up. AN but one 
are expected to recover. 


Quadrup'e Murder and Suicide 

San Diego, Cal., May 16.—William P. 
Robinson, a house cleaner, ran amuck 
here, killing three men and a woman, 
fvounding a man anda woman and then 
killing himself. At first Robinson was 
said to be crazed by liquor, but later 
it was said that he had threatened one 
of his victims for an alleged attempt to 
have Robinson shanghaied when he 
was a Sailor. 


Poor Excuse For Killing Wife 


(New York, May 16—John Johnson, 
a coal wagon driver, shot and killed 
his wife last night as she was sitting 
on the stoop of her home and then sur- 
rendered himself to the police. He told 
the police that an irrisistible impulse 
compelled him to kill her.

partment Papers 


HE SUMMONS A FRIEND 


Venezuelan Calls on Roosevelt 
and Taft Regarding Conditions 
In Caracas-- Cabinet Considers 
the Braun Case 
Washington, May 17.—Some im- 

portant subjects were considered by 

the cabinet at its semi-weekly meet- 
ing, the principal one being the 

Loomis-Bowen case. Minister Bowen 

presented to Secretary Taft his re- 

sponse to the statement of Secretary 

Loomis. Before Taft reached the 

White House to attend the cabinet 

meeting a request reached him from 

Bowen for certain papers bearing upon 

the controversy which were in the 

state department. These were fur- 
nished to him with the understand- 
ing that he would make an additionai 
statement regarding the facts dis- 
closed in the papers. That statement 
has not reached Taft yet, and no defi- 
nite action will be taken in the case 
until Bowen's added statement shall 
have been received and submitted to 

Loomis and his answer laid before Taft. 
Just prior to the cabinet meeting, 

Jose Paul, a representative of \ene- 

zuela in this country, called at the 

White House and had a talk with the 

president regarding the pending case. 

During the cabinet meeting Bowen 
called at the White House and. through 
Secretary Loeb, sent a note to Taft. 
The note simply indicated the pres- 
ence at the executive offices of Pastor 
y Mora, a friend of Bowen, whom the 
minister desired should talk with the 
president and Taft. Soon afterward 
Senor Mora had a conference with the 
president and Taft. Mora did not dis- 
close the details of the interview, but 
it is known that, having at one time 
been connected with the asphalt com- 
pany in Caracas, he was enabled to 
throw some light upon the present sit- 
uation. 

When Taft left the White House he 
said that no determination of the case 
had been reached and none would be 
until all the facts from both sides had 
been developed. He indicated this 
might require several dzays. 

The case of Marcus Lraun, the spe- 
cial immigration inspector who is hay- 
ing trouble with the Austro-Hun- 
garian government about alleged tam- 
pering with his official mail, was dis- 
cussed, but in the absence of a com- 
plete report of the matter from Am- 
bassador Storer and from Braun. no 
decision was reached. 

Postmaster General Cortelyou  re- 
mained with the president a consider- 
able time after the meeting, taking up 
with him many postoffice appointment 
cases. 


Vessel Owners Take Advantage 

Washington, May 17.—Secretary Taft 
has indicated to the president that 
some difficulty may be experienced in 
purchasing ships for the Panama Rail- 
road company. AlJready some vessels 
which the directors of the railroad had 
in mind have been found to be sold 
and the prices of some others were 
raised when the owners discovered for 
whom they were wanted. 


Alleged Burglars In Custody 
New York, May 17.—Detectives have 
arrested two men and a woman who, 
they allege, were the ringleaders of a 
gang which blew up and robbed a pri- 
vate bank at Gilbertsville of about $10,- 
000 in cash. The detectives also cap- 
tured what is said to be the most 
elaborate set of bank burglars’ tools 

ever taken to police headquarters, 


Disobeyed Couri’s Order 

Helena, Mont., May 17.—Charles 
Geyman, a member of the legislature. 
was adjudged guilty of violating an in- 
junction restraining operations in the 
mining property of the Boston and 
Montana company in Butte and was 
sentenced to 40 days in jail. Geyman’s 
company will have to pay the cost of 
the legal proceedings. 


Out of Work and Despondent 

Lawrence, Mass., May 17.—Dana 
Dodge, aged 60, ended his life last night 
by taking Paris green. Up to 12 weeks 
ago he was employed by the Boston 
ard Maine railroad, but was laid off 
and had been idle since. Despondency, 
due to loss of employment, is thought 
to be the cause of his suicide. 


Recelver For Electric Company 

Milwaukee, May 17—Judge Hum- 
phrey has appointed a receiver for the 
National Electric company, one of the 
largest concerns of its kind in the 
country. Frank G. Bigelow, !ate presi- 
dent of the First National bank, was, 
prior to his downfall, prominently con- 
nected with the company.

Mrs Mechan Gets Letter From 
Kidnapped Son 


IS BEING WELL TREATED 


Was Taken From Pawiucket In 
April, 1904, Since Which Time 
He Made a Trip to-Germany-- 
Pleads to Come Home 


Pawtucket, R. I, May 17.—Mrs. 
Catherine Meehan of this city has re- 
ceived a letter bearing the signature of 
her 10-year-old son, Joseph, who has 
been missing since April 23, 1904. The 
letter was dated May 16, and was 
stamped in the local office at noou yes- 
terday, indicating that the boy, or the 
person or persons implicated tn his dis- 
appearance, are in this city or vicinity. 
The letter was given to the police, and 
Detective Henry was assigned to the 
case in an endeavor to trace the per- 
son who posted the letter. 

The police, private detectives, cir- 
culars and newspaper advertisements 
have been employed by Mrs. Meehan for 
over a year in an effort to get a trace 
of the missing child, but the letter she 
has just received in the first word, 
either direct or indirect, she has had 
of the boy since the day he disap- 
peared. 

The letter, which Mrs. Meehan says 
is the handwriting of her son, states 
that he was kidnapped by a man who 
said he did so because the boy was 
very pretty, and because he had seen 
him abused by a playmate. Accord- 
ing to the statements in the letter, a 
trip to Germany was made imme- 
diately after the alleged kidnapping, 
because the man feared arrest. The 
writer said he was sure Mrs. Meehan 
knew the man who abducted him, but 
he could not give his name because in 
replies to inquiries the man bas given 
several different names. His home, 
the letter says, is in Hebronville. 

(he letter continued: “The man 
won't let me go out alone at all be- 
cause he is afraid I will run away. I 
asked him to let me write to you and 
he let me, but he didn’t see the letter 
after I finished it.” 

If the letter is authentic, the boy 
is apparently receiving good care, as 
he speaks particularly of the fine 
clothes provided for him. He writes 
that he is lonesome and pleads with 
his mother to get him and take him 
home. If she does not do so, he writes 
that he will “try to run away some 
day this summer.” In closing, the 
mother is requested to be careful of her 
little daughter, Alice, who, the letter 
says, is in danger of abduction. 

Mrs. Meehan was almost overcome 
after she read the letter. She imme- 
diateiy communicated with the police. 


American Yacht Damaged 

New York, May 17.—Eight of the 11 
yachts which had been entered for the 
3000-mile race across the Atlantic 
ocean for the $5000 cup offered by the 
German emperor are at anchor with- 
in the shelter of Sandy Hook, the start 
of the race having been postponed.

She was towed into Erie basin, where 
the damage was repaired.

The two men had a long inter- 
view, but apparently they failed to 
reach an agreement, as another con- 
ference was arranged for.

Conservative Opinion Regard- 


ing Chicago Strike 


GOMPERS ON THE GROUND 


Mayor’s Decision to Call For 
Troops If Strike Spreads Has 
Deterrent Effect--“Strike” of 
Schoolchildren Will Soon End 


Chicago, May 17.—Although no facts 
as yet have transpired to fully war- 
rant the prediction, it is asserted both 
by members of the Employers’ asso- 
ciation and by the conservative ele- 
ment in the ranks of the teamsters 
that the strike will be called off, prob- 
ably within 48 hours, and certainly by 
the end of the week. 

It is not likely that any definite ac- 
tion looking to an adjustment of the 
trouble will be taken prior to the meei- 
ing of the national officers of the 
Yeamsters’ union, which it is expected 
will be held here today. 

Chief among the causes which lead 
to the prediction of a settlentent are 
the firm stand taken by Mayor Dunne 
when, in conference with President 
Shea and officials of the local Teams- 
ters’ union, he assured them that any 
further spread of the strike would 
certainly make it necessary for him 
to call for troops, and the arrival of 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, who reached the 
city last evening. 

Although not possessed of executive 
power in the settlement of the strike, 
Gompers declared that he had every 
hcpe that its end was not far distant. 
He said he would do all in his power 
to end the strike and has great hopes 
of success. Immediately after leay- 
ing his train Gompers went into con- 
ference with local officials of the 
Teamsters’ union. 

After leaving the meeting of the la- 
bor leaders, President Gompers met a 
number of team owners who have 
stood by the unions for the greater part 
of the strike, and they informed him 
that the time had come when they 
could no longer refuse to deliver and 
take goods from the boycotted housea 
without losing all of their business and 
facing financial ruin. 

It is said on good authority that the 
teamsters will accept any plan of set- 
tlement that will enable them to cali 


off the strike gracefully and they will | 


accept any plan that Gompers may 
propose, It is now said that Gompers 
will suggest to the teamsters that they 
allow the team owners to do business 
with the boycotted houses. It is ex- 
pected that the teamsters will accept 
this proposition and in this manner 
the strike will be called off. 

The Employers’ association ard the 
express companies have increased 
their scope of delivery still further, and 
business is transacted without hin- 
drance. There were a few cases of dis- 
order yesterday, the crowds being dis- 
persed by policemen, who used their 
clubs vigarously. 

At the hearing before Master in 
Chancery Sherman, where evidence is 
being taken relative to the federal in- 
junctions issued against the strikers, 
F. K. Buckminster, superintendent of 
the private detective agency, cited fully 
two dozen instances where assaults had 
Leen committed on non-union men and 
the federal injunction violated. He 
asserted the majority of the rioters 
were wearing the buttons of the Teams- 
ters’ union, 

jWarrants were sworn out before 
Judge Mack by Superintendent of Com- 
pulxsory Education Bodine for the ring- 
leaders of the “strikes” at the public 
schools and also for the parents of 
many of the pupils whose children have 
not returned to school. The school 
officials Cecided to put down the schoo! 
“strikes” if it should be necessary to 
take several hundred pupils and their 
parents into the courts. 

At a-meeting of the board of educa- 
tion held last evening, warrants were 
sworn out for eight boys who have been 
leaders in the recent strikes at the 
schools in sympathy with the strike of 
the teamsters. The threat of arrest 
of parents whose children did not at- 
tend school had the effect of settling 
three of the strikes yesterday and a 
normal attendance of pupils is ex- 
pected today. 


Union Coal Handiers Discharged 

Providence, May 17.—All the union 
coal handlers in the local yards have 
been rotified that their services are no 
longer wanted. The reason assigned by 
the coal dealers for the discharge of 
the men is that, on account of the 
strike cf the engineers, there is no 
work for the coal handlers to ¢o and 
that, as the coal handlers had stated 
they would not work with non-union 
e1 gineers, it is of no use to keep them 
in their employ.

LIFE DESPAIRED OF 


Governor of Russian Province Is 


Shot Down In Public Garden 

Ufa, Russia, May 17.—Major General 
Sokolovsky, governor general of the 
province of Ufa, was fired at several 
times and seriously wounded in the pub- 


lic garden during an entertainment. 
The assassin disappeared. Sokoloy- 
sky's life is despaired of. 
ernor Bogdanovitch has taken over 
the administration of the province. 

St. Petersburg, May 17.—The shoot- 
ing of Major General Sokoloysky 1s 
the second crime of this nature which 
has occurred at Ufa within two years, 
his predecessor, General Bogdanovitch, 
having been assassinated in the streets 
of Ufa on May 19, 1903. Sokolovsky, 
who, as vice governor of Orenburg 
and later as military governor of the 
same province, acquired a reputation 
as a stern and vigorous official, was ap- 
pointed to restore order in the turbu- 
lent government of Ufa and adopteda 
repressive policy which long ago 
caused him to be marked for the same 
fate as Bogdanovitch. Numerous 
revolutionary societies were broken up 
by Sokolovsky and manifestations were 
not perinitted under his administra- 
tion. His last acts were the dispersal 
of an anti-governmental club and the 
suppression of the May day demon- 
strations, with the arrests of many 
demonstrators. 


Wood Suffered “Mental Lapse”’ 

Somerville, N. J., May 17.—The 
prosecution in the trial of George Wood 
for the murder of George Williams has 
rested. Counsel for the defense de 
clared that Wood was insane and that 


he was possessed of a “familiar,” or New York .

of the freight cars contained 20,000 
pounds of low grade powder, which 
was exploded from a blaze starting 


from the wrecked engine and not from 
concussion. 


Rare Work of Art Found 

Heidelberg, May 17.—A life-size bust 
picture by Albrecht Duerer of the 
Savior crowned with thorns has been 
found in the house of an obscure resi- 
dent of Offenburg. !The canvas bears 
Duerer’s monogram and the date 1524. 
Professor Thoma, director of the hall 
of art at Karlsruhe, is one of those who 
pronounce the picture to be a genuine 
Duerer. 


Cable Suppiants Land Line 

Washington, May 17.—General 
Greely has received a cablegram from 
Valdez, Alaska, informing him that the 
cable between that point and Fort 
Liscom has been laid and is in opera 
tion.

TRAP CROP FOR CORN WORM 
ee 


California Unitersity Professor's 
Plan to Destroy a Pest. 

By means of an ingenious trap crop 
device Warren T. Clarke, assistant su- 
perintendent of agricultural experi- 
ment stations of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, expects to solve the corn worm 
problem, which bas for years baffied 
the most patient work of the farmers 
of the country and the most skilled 
study of the entomologists, says 4 
Berkeley (Cal) dispatch to the San 
Francisco Chronicle. Clarke, through 
his wonderfully successful experi- 
mentation in connection with the pota- 
to worm, the peach worm and the 
codling moth, has earned a reputation 
as a brilliant and resourceful investi- 
gator, and it is believed he has gone a 
long way toward getting the correct 
line of campaign for the destructive 
corn worm. 

The work which is being done this 
spring is being carried on in the San- 
ta Clara valley, near Milpitas, under 
the auspices of the California Canner- 
fes’ association. Clarke is studying 
different varieties of corn to discover 
two kinds—one that will attract the 
greedy worm (when it is in the moth 
stage) and the other which will be 
fairly resistant to the encroachments 
of the pest. Clarke. hopes By experi- 
ments to find a yarlety of corm Whaichy | enn 
will lend itself readily to the purpose 
of ‘his trap crop. This corn he will 
plant early in the season and allow 
to grow to maturity, the succulent 
corn proving an irresistible bait for 
all the moths in the neighborhood. 
They will, according to their custom, 
lay their eggs oa the silk, where the 
worm on hatching will pass into the 
head of the ear and feed on the grain

At first in the 
Lyceum room on the street fluor of the 
present City Hall, but a few montbs 
later, in the same year, was installed 
inthe ‘‘new’’ Coddington. building, 
which is in use today on Coddington 
street. 

In her first class were Marshall P. 
Wright the present County Commis- 
sioner; IIon, Albert A. Brackett of East 
Milton, who was Senator in this dis- 
trict last year and has held many public 
offices; Mrs. Elizebeth Hardwick Alden, 
Mrs, Laura Furnald Mry of Lynn ,and 
otbers. 

The Coddington school building has 
been enlarged twice, once by raising 
one story, and the other time by the 
location in the school yard of an annex 
of three rooms, which formerly stcod 
on the Adams Academy ground on 
Adams street. At present the Codding- 
ton building is not a credit to the city, 
but for many of the 3000 who have at- 
tended school there during the fifty 
years, it has pleasant memories. 

Miss Underwood was born in Quincy 
Jan. 9, 1837, being the daughter of the 
late Beverly and Louisa Wnderwood. 
She attended the ‘‘old’’ Coddington 
school on the site of the present Cod- 
dington, and also the Quincy High 
school the first year it was opened 
in the old building in 1852. 

Miss Underwood is today in the fore- 
most ranks asa public school teacher, | 
because she has made it a life study!

VISITING NURSE: 


Fund Now Pledged for the 
Work. 


Dr. Worcester Tells of 
Necessity. 


Dr. Gordon and Others Also Ad- 
dress Meeting. 


Quincy women on Wednesday after- 
noov at First Church chapel had the 
pleasure of hearing Dr. Alfred 
Worcester of Waltham speak of the 
work of district or visiting nursing. It 
was one of the most interesting talks 
given in our city for some time, and of 
great value to those who are to take up 
the work here. 

Mrs. Joseph C. Morse, president of 
the Hospital Aid association, presided, 
and introduced the speakers. 

Dr. Worcester said visiting nursing 
was new yet old, for fifty toa hundred 
years ago, yes back in Bible times, it 
was the custom to go tua sick neigh- 
bors house and care for them. There 
was always some motherly woman who 
could always be called upon in time of 
illness, or some one to watch through 
the long hours of the night. 

Now in the strenuous life one hardly 
had time to even know one’s neighbor, 
let alone doing for them. In olden 
times, when there was no fire depart- 
ment, the whole neighborhood turned 
out to help in case of fire. After fire 
departments were established this was 
unnecessary, but supposing the neigh- 
bors had stopped before its establish- 
ment. 

This was just what had been done 
regarding the sick neighbor. Was not 
the neighbor as much account as his 
house or barn? 

Only the wealthy conld afferd a 
trained nurse, There was no one to 
help the middle class and the very poor. 
Few could afford to pay three dollars 
per day fora nurse even if they had 
rvom to accommodate them in the 
house. 

In many cases all that was needed 
was a little help each day. This is 
especially true of the very old and the 
babies. 

If a mother with a family ‘of small 
children with one of them ill, causing 
her to lose sleep and get *behind in her 
housebold _daties, could be relieved by 
a short visit from a trained nurse each 


day, what a Godsend it would be to 
ber. ‘The purse could instruct the 
mother how to simplify things, and to 


better care for the sick one, or could 
teach one of the older children bow to 
help. A hospital trained narse cannot 
afford to become a visiting nurse, as 
she hasto live and must have an in- 
come. It was one of the best works of 
the present day, hence the well-to-do 
should assist by providing the salary 
for the visiting nurse. When the patient 
could afford to pay, a fee should be 
asked, but in the case of the poor it 
would have to be with the nurse as with 
the doctor, a work of mercy. 

When the Puritans went to Holland 
they had their visiting nurse. In West- 
phalia the highest example of this work 
was to be seen, but we need not go 
abroad to study the work, for already 
herein New England were good ex- 
amples, especially at Cambridgeport. 
The work of nursing was needed in 
Quincy as much as anywhere else, and 
he hoped we would start at once. 

Dr. Worcester had the closest atten- 
tion of his audience from beginning »-| 
end, his apparent interest in his sub- | 
ject attracted all toward him, and the 
applause was appreciative and hearty.

Washington, May 18.—Developments 


in the Loomis-Bowen inquiry are few, 
but interesting. As stated officially to 
the press they are about as follows: 

First, Minister Bowen called upon 
Secretary Taft yesterday and told him 
that upon looking over the papers sub 
mitted to him by the secretary, as em- 
bodying the state department's corre- 
spondence on the subject of the rumors 
current in Caracas relative to Loomis, 
he had found that at least two papers 
were lacking of which he was 
nizant. 

The first of these was a letter from 
President Castro to Loomis, then min- 
ister to Venezuela, introducing a nego- 
tiator in behalf of that country, con- 
cerning an arrangement with an Amer- 
ican syndicate. The second was an 
assignment of 4 claim against Vene- 
zuela by Jaurett to Loomis. 

Secretary Taft sent immediately to 
the state department and a thorough 
search failed to discover either of these 
papers. Mr, Loomis explained that 
four days before he left Washington 
for his California trip and before Sec- 
retary Hay’s departure for Europe, the 
secretary called his attention to a mass 
of papers, among which were some 
transmitted to him (Hay) by Bowen at 
Curacas, which had been found by the 
minister in the legation at Caracas, in 
order that Loomis might select from 
them such papers as he might regard 
as his own. These papers had been on 
the secretary’s desk for a long time. 
Among them was a certificate of stock, 
which Loomis said belonged to him 
and which Bowen does not regard as 
bearing upon this case. 

Secretary Taft and Loomis, upon 
hearing through Bowen that he had 
copies of the missing papers, agreed to 
waive all technicalities and receive 
Bowen's copies as sufficient for the pur- 
poses of the investigation. So Bowen, 
later in the afternoon, submitted these 
copies to Taft, who in turn supplied 
copies of them to Loomis for considera- 
tion and comment. 

Having supplied Taft with the 
papers found in the legation at Car- 
acas concerning Loomis, Bowen's po- 
sition is that he has discharged his 
duty as he sees it and will rest his case, 
taking the ground that it is now for 
the government at Washington to de- 
termine whether an inquiry is war- 
ranted.

BATTLES AT HAND 


Clashes on Land and Sea An- 
ticipated In Far East 


RUSSIANS ON THE MOVE 


News of Skirmishes Between 
Scouts of Hostile Fleets About 


Due--Indications of Another 
Great Fight In Manchuria 


St. Petersburg, May 18.—With a sus- 
picious stoppage of dispatches from 
Manchuria and a strong possibility that 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky has cut his 
last communications with home and 
set forth on the final stage of his jour- 
uey to his goal, either Togo or Vladi- 
vostok, keen interest is manifested in 
haval and military circles here in the 
two-fold field of war. 

Though the admiralty, which has 
been completely silent since the ad- 
vent of Rojestvensky in the China 
Sea, publishes no dispatches, the con- 
viction is growing that the united 
squadrons departed from the Annam 
coust immediately after their juncture, 
aud naval officials are anxiously ex- 
pecting news of the first skirmishes 
between scouts of the hostile fieets. 


Captain Clado confirms the press 
Statement that the vessels of both 
squadrons are equipped with ap- 


piratus for cleaning their bottoms at 
sea. He says it was entirely possibie 
for Vice Admiral Nebogatoff to put the 
iast finishing touches to the vessels of 
bis division during the mysterious in- 
terval when they were lost to sight 
before passing the Straits of Malacca. 

‘Neither the admiralty nor individual 
officers have any information regarding 
the rumored request of Rojestvensky 
to be relieved because of broken health 
end all who were questioned regarding 
the report expressed doubts of its ac- 
curacy. It was pointed out that it 
would be entirely impracticable for the 
fleet to delay in the Chinese sea until 
the arrival of Vice Admiral Birileff, 
and it was declared that Rojestvensky 
will keep his flag flying as long as he 
is not utterly incapacitated for com- 
mand, which then would naturally de- 
volve on Vice Admiral Voelkersam, 
who is known as an officer with a 
Teutonic thoroughness and attention to 
the fine details of his profession. He 
is also a notable strategist and the- 
oretician. 

The press was informed late last 
night that Vice Admiral Birileff will 
be sent to Vladivostok, which possibly 
accounts for the origin of the rumor 
of Rojestvensky’s request to be re- 
lieved of his command. 

On the military side the indications 
are that events are rapidly shaping for 
the preliminary stage of another great 
battle. The Russian army has been 
refitted and is ready for action and it is 
asserted that General Linevitch is not 
the man to waste days in inaction. 

A further mobilization of cavalry in 
one or two districts has been ordered, 
but no large draft Is required, as rein- 
forcements for the cavalry arm are at 
‘hand in the recently embodied Cos- 
sacks, whose departure for Manchuria 
Was postponed in anticipation of May 
day troubles, the most of whom can 
now resume the tripeastward. A small 
Lut important detachment will leave 
St. Petersburg today to join General 
Linevitch’s army. 
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To Observe Operations 

Washington, May 18—Orders have 
been issued from the war department 
for Brigadier General Barry, Colonel 
Hoff and Captain Cloman to proceed 
to St. Petersburg, preliminary to their 
joining the Russian army in Man- 
churia as military attaches to obserye 
the operations of the troops. The Rus- 
sian government has formally assented 
to this detail.

That It Is Very Real the Things We 
Don’t Know Prove. 
After all are we not still ignorant 
of much which we feel we ought to 
understand? Apart from the great 
laws of electricity, light and heat,

What is the sense 
exercised by the antennae of the vir- 
gin moth which, set out in a muslin 
box on a lawn, attracts suitors from 
woodlands scattered away in all the 
country round? What is the attraction

A Search For Smugglers 

Boston, May 18.—The custom offi- 
cials in this city express the opinion 
that an organized gang of smugglers, 
with headquarters in Liverpool, are op- 
erating at this port and an effort is 
Leing made to apprehend the members 
of the gang who are in this country. 
An investigation has shown that the 
gold leaf recently smuggled was origi- 
ually shipped::from MHolland,~ froin 
which place it was shipped to Liver- 
pool.

Philadelphia Officials Vote To 
Lease Gas Works 


GOES FOR 75-YEAR TERM 


Gaeat Uproar Follows Decision 
to Part With Gas Works For 
Sum of $25,000,000--Mayor 
Expected to Veto the Bill 


Philadelphia, May 19.—Amid scenes 


of disorder unprecedented in the annals 
of Philadelphia’s legislative body, the 
city councils last night voted to lease 
the city’s gas works to the United Gas 
pense company for a term of 75 

“ars for the total sum of $25,000,000, 
the money to be paid in various 
amounts before the end of 1907, Coun- 
cil chambers and committee rooms 
were crowded with excited citizens pro- 
testing against the from 1 p. m. 
until after 8 p. m., when the select coun- 
cil passed the bill and sent it to the 
vayor, 

‘ike climax was reached when the 
vote in the common council was an- 
neunced after three hours of debate. 
The moment President McCurdy of 
the common council announced the vote 
a@ great uproar was started in the gal- 
lery, Which was crowded to the doors, 
From all over the gallery came hisses 
and cries of “thieves.” 

(The outburst was somewhat start- 
ling to the presiding ofticer, who madea 
vain effort to quell it. Finally he sent 
for a squad of police to clear the gal- 
lery, Which started the disorder anew. 
The crowd continued to hiss and cal! 
the councilmen thieves and other 
names until the police arrived and 
sturted to clear the gallery. As the 
Eeople moved out they sang uncoim- 
plimentary songs. In clearing the gal- 
lery there were several clashes between 
the police and some of the spectators, 
but no one was burt. 

All through the session of the com- 
mon council there was disorder. In 
the select council there were so many 
policemen on duty that no one dared 
to interrupt the proceedings. There 
was neither a cheer nor a hiss when 
the bill passed that bedy. 

Mayor Weaver has announced him- 
self as unalterably opposed to the lease 
and in favor of a postponement of the 
whole question until 1207, when the 
first 10 years of the present 80-year 
lease to the United Gas Improvement 
icompany will expire. At that time 
the city has the right to take back 
the works on payment to the gas com- 
pany of the amount of money ex- 
pended in improvements. Mayor 
Weaver is expected to veto the bill, 
and in that event both chambers will 
probably pass it over his veto. 

The yote in the common council was 
74 to 9 and in the select council 37 to 
4. There is only one Democrat in each 
body and each voted against the lease. 
There is some talk amoug citizens who 
fought the lease to take the matter into 
the courts. 

Consideration of the gas lease yes- 
terday began when the finance commit- 
tee met and received a report which 
stated that the city was in imme- 
diate need of $49,000,000 and that the 
present borrowing capacity of the mu- 
nicipality was only $15,000,000. In 
view of these facts,, the report stated, 
the best the city could do would be to 
lease the gas works for a long term of 
years, the money to be paid in ad- 
vance, and that the offer of the United 
Gas improvement company was the 
best proposition in hand 

Samuel Crothers, who fought the 
bill in the select chamber, shook his 
fist in the faces of the leaders and said 
it was “the blackest crime ever per- 
petrated by councils of the city of Phil- 
adelphia.”

To Poison the Moths. 
Trustees 
Promot 


Under the auspices of the 
the Massachusetts Societf for 
ing Agriculture an attempt will be 
made on Monday, May 22, to demon- 
strate the possibility of destroying the 
caterpillars of the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths by the use of arsenical 
poisons, It is hoped that in this way 
these caterpillars can be killed 
effectively and cheaply than by gather- 
ing the eggs and nests, and that a 
solution of the problem of the destruc- 
tion of these insects, least their 
spread larger can be 
reached. The experiment 
under the direction of J. A. 
superiatendent of the Boston Park 
System, who will make use of the 
powerful spraying machine which he 
has pefected for use in the Boston 
parks. 

Begining at ten o'clock on Monday, 
May 22, the spraying operations will be 
continued through the day and through 
Tuesday if necessary. 

The ground selected for the experi- 
ment on the gypsy moths ia on Wyoming 
avenue, about five minutes’ walk from

A BLOW T0 BOSTON 


An Adverse Decision on Export 


Differentials 


MARGIN ON RAIL FLOUR 


It Is Somewhat Reduced At 
Southern Ports, But Is Offset 
by Lake to Buffalo and Rail 
to Boston Shipments 
‘Boston, May 19.—Po-ton merchants 

declare that a hard blow to the port has 

been struck by the interstate 
mission’s decision in Washington yes- 
terday, that the export freight dif- 
ferentials in favor of Baltimore and 

Philadelphia, against New York and 

Boston, shall be although 

slightly diminished. 

Boston and New York chambers of 
commerce asked for the abolition of 
these differentials, as their foreign 
trade has suffered great loss. 

The commissioners decided that the 
differential per 100 pounds on flour ail 
rail and lake and rail, should be reduced 
to 2 cents at Baltimore and 1 cent at 
Philadelphia below Boston and New 
York rates. Previously, the dif- 
ferential had been S and 2 cents re- 
spectively, and only applied to all rail. 

While the reduction benefits slight- 
ly on all rail, this is offset now, as the 
new rates apply to flour coming lake 
to Buffalo and rail to Boston. Hitherto 
there was a flat rate on this class, but 
tthe differential is now applied, and 
Bostou’s commerce is felt bound to take 
another drop. 

In general the New York and Bos- 
ton contention was for the abolition 
of the differentials system as a mat- 
ter of principle; and, failing that, for 
a scientific revision of a system which 
was determined by conditions as they 
were 20 years ago, and has been rigid 
in its application for that period not- 
withstanding shifting rates and chang- 
ing traftic conditions. 

‘These differentials apply only to east- 
bound export business. West-bound 
imports are subject to no differential, 
nor are domestic freights. 

A paper rate-war having arisen over 
the attempt of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road to apply the differential to ex-lake 
grain from Buffalo, the whole subject 
was referred to the interstate commerce 
commission for arbitration. Mean- 
time the status quo on ex-lake grain 
was preserved. The case has been ex- 
haustively tried out, hqirings having 
been given in New York, Philadelphia 
and Washington, and leading railroad 
men and eminent attorneys having 
lent their aid in clearing up a most in- 
tricate problem.

It is 
assumed here that Vladivostok is ex- 
pected to become a center of the seat of 
war very soon. 


Strike Settlement Hangs Fire 

Chicago, May 19.—Peace in the 
teamsters’ strike is still hanging in the 
balance, and, although it is generally 
expected that a settlement will soon 
be reached, it seems further away than 
it did 24 hours ago. For the first time 
in several days riots broke out yester- 
day and there were numerous fights 
between non-union men and teamsters. 


Caronia Off For Europe 
New York, May 19.—Freed from the 
tud of Flynn's Knoll, off Sandy Hook 
where she grounded Tuesday after- 
noon, the Cunard liner Coronia pro- 
cceded to sea last evening, none the 
worse for the mishap.

For Cambridge Teachers Who 
Have Taught 25 Years. 


An important departure in the rules 
of the Cambridge school board, which 
practically provides a pension for old 
teachers, was made Thursday night says 
the Globe. 

The rule as adopted provides that the 
superintendent shall designate teachers 
who have taught in Cambridge schools 
for 25 years or more and have reached 
the age of 60, whose election he recom- 
mends, to serve in an assistant, tem- 
porary or substitute capacity at a sal- 
ary of $350 a year in the primary or 
grammar schools and of $450 in the 
high schools. 

Last November an order containing 
similar provisions was introduced by 
Mr. Thurston of ward 8, and was re- 
ferred to the committee onrules, which 
reported the above new rule. 

Prior to the introduction of this re- 
port the resignation of Miss Eliza M. 
Hussey, who for 32 years has taugbt in 
the Putnam grammar school at East 
Cambridge, was received and accepted, 
Her case was made the basis of an 
amendment to the new rule adopted by 
Rey. Mr. Walker of ward 1, which pro- 
vides for the insertion of the words ‘‘or 
has taught for 30 years consecutively”’ 
after the word ‘‘sixty.” 

Mr. Walker spoke of the excellent 
work of Miss Hussey, who would be 
barred from receiving the benefits of 
the new rule because she has not 
reached the age limit, notwithstanding 
her long term of service. 

The board reconsidered Miss Hussey’s 
resignation after Supt. Cogswell had 
stated that he considered Miss Hussey 
one of the most faithful teachers in the 
city and one who had done splendid 
work, and the resignation now lies on 
the table until next month, when Mr. 
Walker’s amendment will be acted upon.

Resents Our Interpretation of 


Exclusion Law 


MAY BOYCOTT AMERICANS 


Hostility to Our Products Due 
to the Transfer of Negotiations 
From Washington to Chinese 


Capital--Regret of Diplomats 


Washington, May 20.—AlII hope of the 
success of the pending negotiations of 
the new Chinese exclusion treaty has 
for the present been abandoned by the 
Chinese officials as a result of the wave 
that has over 
known that it 


of resentment 
China 
was planned to transfer the negotia- 
tions to Pekin and that the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor was in- 
sisting upon its own interpretation of 
the exclusion law. 

Reports have reached the Chinese le- 
gation of the extent of this feeling 
throughout the Chinese empire and of 
the hostility of the Chinese commercial 
guilds to American goods, which might 
result. it is asserted, in a general boy- 
cott against American products, even 
were it to the ex- 
clusion treaty now. 

The Chinese legation bere declares 
that there is no intention of bringing 
suit in the supreme court of the United 
States in behalf of Chinese excluded 
or deported in violation of the treaty of 
1888. All such infringements of that 
treaty the legation holds to be diplo- 
matic matters entirely, and an appea! 
will be made not to the courts, but to 
the state department. Brietiy put. the 
decision of the legation here, which re- 
fiects that of the Pekin government, is 
stated as follows: 

“The expiration last December of the 
exclusion treaty of 1894 leaves in force 
the treaty of 1880. The legation does 
not for a moment guestion the right or 
the duty of the department of com- 
merce and labor to enforce existing 
laws. The relations of the United 
States and China are, however, regu- 
lated by treaty and not by laws, and it 
is to be expected that any violation of 
existing treaties will be fully com- 
pensated for by indemnity. 

“In the immigration treaty of 1880 
article 1 provides that the limitation 
or suspension of Chinese immigration 
to the United States shall be reasonable 
and shall apply only to Chinese who 
may go to the United States as la- 
borers, other classes not being included 
in the limitation.” 

The first claim for dameges reached 
the legation yesterday from a Chines? 
merchant arrested in Seattle. and is 
now being investigated. 

General John W. Foster. former sec 
retary of state, and for a long time the 
adviser of the Chinese legation, will 
give the minister such counsel in the 
adjustment of these difficult questions 
as he may wish. 

Sir Chentung Liang Cheng expresses 
keen regret thut affairs have taken this 
turn. It was the hope of the minister 
and of Secretary Hay that the fact 
that Mr. Rockhill was to take up the 
matter in Pekin would be kept quiet, 
but this news has leaked out and has 
reached China. The opposition of the 
Chinese to this proposed move, it is 
pointed out here, arises from their be- 
lief that the minister at Washington is 
far more capable of knowing the 
wishes of the Chinese in this country 
than is their own government and that 
in negotiating an immigration treaty 
with the American minister at Pekin 
the Chinese negotiators would be at 
great disadvantage. 

Sir Liang has leased a cottage at 
Amherst, Mass., the scene of his school 
days, and will spend the summer there 
with his family.

FURNITURE. 


Some Hints About How to Keep It In 
Proper Condition. 

To be in proper. condition a piece of 
furniture must shine as though just 
polished. 

It can easily be made to do this if it 
is rubbed weekly with a mixture of 
one-quarter vinegar and three-quarters 
prepared table top oil. 

Apply this with a flannel, polish with 
a large piece and then finish polishing 
with a fresh flannel. A brisk sponging 
in cold water, immediately wiped off, 
is said to restore the gloss to rosewood 
owhen it has assumed a gray film. 

Gilt furniture is cleaned with a cream 
of alcoho] and sifted whiting. If a spot 
does not come off at once touch it 
lightly with alcohol. Deep dirt or tar- 
nish needs to be washed with borax 
suds, wiped dry and then covered with 
the whiting and allowed to dry on. Re- 
move this with a stiff brush later and 
polish with a soft leather. 

Vermin in upholstery can be removed 
by injecting beneath the covers a solu- 
tion of white carbolic acid and tur- 
pentine, one-fifth being carbolic. 

Nothing is so destructive of furni- 
ture as too much dry furnace heat. 
may prove helpful to keep a large bow]! 
of water in the room, so that the air 
may absorb moisture from it—Home 
News.

In ironing handkerchiefs it is useful 
to remember that the middle should be 
ironed first. To iron the edge first 
causes the middle to swell out like a 
balloon and makes {ft difficult to iron 
satisfactorily. 

A laundress recommends inclosing 
knitted or crotched articles that are to 
be washed in a bag during the whole 
process of washing and rinsing, saying 
this prevents the stretching of the 
yarn, which gives the article the objec- 
tlonable “stringy” appearance.

The reception was very largely at- 
tended and a pleasant afternoon was 
enjoyed in inspection of the house, and 
its ancient and historic furnishings.

Henry Cabot Lodge and is of Chippen- 
dale pattern and very solid and hand- 
some, The kitchen is one of the most 
interesting places inthe house, as it has 
all the old utensils used in spinning, 
carding and weaving and other home 
industries. Its immense fire-place has 
been put in order, and holds four or five 
logs six or more feet long. A flight of 
stairs leads from the kitchen to the se- 
eret chamber above, to which food was 
conveyed by a pulley running through 
a hidden cluse?: 

One of the bed#jgmms_ bas been fur- 
nished by Mrs. Mary Butler Olney 2a 
Miss Belle Butler, who resided so many 
years in this house. In this room there 
is a wonderfal specimen of needlework 
ina counterpane weighing several pounds 
covered with cordingand stitching. On 
the mantel in the room stands the tea- 
cup and saucer used for 40 years by 
Daniel Webster. 

In one of the bedrooms is a quaint, 
old-fashioned bed, with trundle bed at- 
tached, with bedding complete, and 
arranged in old-time fashion. 

Tutor Flynt’s bedroom attracted a 
great deal of attention. It has analcove 
where his bed always stood, with 
wooden doors to shut it in through the 
day. From this room a steep flight of 
crooked stairs leads to the room below, 
which was Tutor Flynt’s study. This 
has an outside door of its own, so that 
the old scholar, wit and humorist could 
go in or out and report to no one, 

Here, when he ‘'‘fell,’’ as his diary 
records, ‘‘into a hypochondrial dis- 
order,’’ be could mull it out alone, and 
spare the other members of the family. 

Openiog off the study is the old north 
parlor. On its walls is still the paper 
made in and sent from Paris to adorn 
the room for the wedding of Dorothy Q. 
and Juun 2ncock. It is appropriate in| 
design, being a representation cf Venus | 
and Cupid, in blue, with festoons of | 
flowers in red. The coloring remains | 
bright and clear. 

The grounds about this old house are | 
spacious and filled with romance. Here | 
walked Edmund Quincy’s five lovely 
daughters with their attendant swains. | 
Here came John Adams, attracted by 
the ‘‘pert and sprightly Esther,’’ bat 
giving her willingly later to his friend, | 
Jonathan Sewall, while he himself sat 
happily with Abigail Smith. 

Here on the box hedge Dorothy Q. | 
dried her laces and tended her flower | 
beds. } 

Of the distinguished people who came | 
here, there were Benjamin Franklia, 
Sir Henry Frankland and Lady Frank- 
land, with many others. It is fitting 
this old house and grounds should be

A STRIKE OF LUMBERMEN 


It Promises a General Industrial 
Upheaval Throughout the City 
Firm Stand Is Taken by the 
Express Companies 


Chicago, May 22.—Sunday brought 
no change in the attitude of either side 
to the labor controversy now in progress 
in Qhicago and everything points to- 
wards an extension of the teamsters’ 
strike this week. 

Officers of the seven express coml- 
panies, whose refusal to reinstate any 
of their former employes caused the 
collapse of the settlement of the trouble 
Saturday night, still adhere to their de- 
termination not to give employment to 
their former employes, and the other 
firms inyolyed in the difficulty declare 
that they will stand by the express 
companies in the fight. The Teamsters’ 
union has taken just as firm a stand as 
the employers, and President Shea 
says tbat the union will not call off 
the strike until the express companies 
come to terms. 

The first spread of the Strike is ex- 
pected to come when the Lumber- 
men’s association, an organization em- 
ploying 2400 teamsters, issues an order 
to their men today to make deliveries 
to all business houses, regardless of 
whether they are involved in the strike. 
In anticipation of such an order, the 
teamsters have voted to go on strike 
gehould any teamster be discharged for 
refusing to obey the order of the Lum- 
bermen’s association. 

(With non-union drivers making de- 
liveries for the lumbermen, the strike 
wii! undoubtedly spread to affiliated in- 
dustries, as the union men employed 
on buildings will refuse to handle ma- 
te1iz] delivered by non-union labor.

I doubt if a quart of cod 
liver ofl is taken on @ physician’s pre- 
scription today where a barrel would 
have been twenty years ago. 

“Have your daughter eat butter. 
There is no more valuable aid to the 
person with weak lungs and a low, de- 
pleted condition of the system than 
butter. Over in Scotland doctors have 
employed what they term the butter 
treatment with such marked success 
that there is talk of establishing a san- 
itarium to be devoted to it. There Is no 
reason, however, why one who can 
command all the butter she needs and 
the right kind should have to go off to 
an institution set apart for the pur- 
pose. 

“The butter eaten should be of the 
fresh, unsalted kind and not more than 
three days old. Where the patient 
takes kindly to fats such butter should 
form a large part of the diet. 

“Butter is concentrated energy. In 
its pure form it Is very largely hydro- 
carbon. It feeds not only the nerves, 
but the depleted tissues of the body. 
Where children or growing boys and 
girls are delicate and inclined to anae- 
mia butter eaten in large quantities is 
one of the best tonics I know of, and 
these young people can nearly always 
take it easily. It is only adults who 
find they have livers.’—New York 
Tribune.

Balfour Is Made a Target For 
Liberal Shafts

VIOLATION OF A PLEDGE 


Premier Wanted to Answer to 
Charge by Proxy,but the Latter 
Is Howled Down--Session Is 
Closed Under New Rule 


London, May 23.—The sitting of the 
house of commons last night was 
marked by scenes of the wildest dis- 
order, growing out of a motion by Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the Lib- 
eral leader, to adjourn the house in or- 
der that he might discuss the charge 
against Premier Balfour of having 
violated his pledge not to deal with the 
subject of colonial preference without 
first appealing to the country. 

Alfred Lyttelton, secretary ef state 
for the colonies, was put up to reply 
to the Liberal leader, but the mem- 
bers of the opposition shouted down 
his every attempt to speak, even after 
the premier had demanded a hearing 
for the secretary. Finally the speaker, 
after he had exhausted every effort to 
quell the turbulence, put into force for 
the first time a new rule empowering 
him to adjourn the house in cases of 
grave disorder. 

The matter came up at the afternoon 
sitting, when Premier Balfour, reply- 
ing to questions on the subject, said 
he did not consider himself pledged 
to inaction in regard to colonial prefer- 
ence except so far as parliamentary 
action was concerned. He reiterated 
that the government did not intend to 
deal with the fiscal question in the pres- 
ent parliament. The matter of colonial 
preference might, however, be submit- 
ted to a colonial conference in 1900, 
even though the country had not preyi- 
ously had an opportunity of expressing 
an opinion on the subject. The de- 
cision of the conference, however, 
would not be binding either on the 
mother country or on the colonies with- 
out legislative action. 

The debate on Campbell-Banner- 
man’s motion came up at the night ses- 
sion. The Liberal leader demanded a 
plain answer from Balfour, and Alfred 
Lyttelton, secretary of state for the 
colonies, rose to reply. The members 
of the opposition drowned the efforts 
of the secretary with cries of “Balfour, 
Balfour.” After continuing for about 
10 minutes Lyttelton sat down, 
‘Winston Churchill then attempted to 
speak, but the ministerialists drowned 


his efforts, the Nationalists joining in]. 


the din and shouting for the police. 

After a number of members had 
failed to secure a hearing the premier 
rose to a point of order and a tempo- 
rary lull followed. Mr. Balfour said 
he thought it highly improper that he 
should be immediately expected to fol- 
low the leader of the opposition. He 
said he had never before known the 
opposition to refuse to hear a minister 
and he insisted that the house should 
hear Lyttelton, as otherwise the dignity 
of the house could not be maintained, 

Mr. Lyttelton again made an attempt 
to speak, but the uproar was renewed. 
Finally the speaker said it was obvious 
that the scene could not continue and 
he would therefore adjourn the house 
under the rules empowering the speak- 
er to take such action in cases of grave 
disorder. The speaker had been unable 
to secure even a semblance of order 
after howls and counter-howls lasting 
over an hour. 

The unprecedented and undignified 
scenes grew to some extent out of the 
Balfour-Chamberlain controversy, with 
the addition of.the heat engendered on 
the opposition side by the premier’s 
alleged breach of his pledge not to deal 
with the subject of coionial preference 
without first appealing to the country. 
The members generally were in fever- 
ish expectation that the debate would 
indirectly provide the terms of Bal- 
four’s answer to Chamberlain’s com- 
promise proposals. It was also antici- 
pated that Chamberlain himself would 
make an important speech on the fiscal 
question. Then when Secretary Lyttel- 
ton was put up to speak instead of 
Balfour, a storm burst such as has not 
been heard in the house of commons 
since the days of the Gladstonian 
Irish debates. 

The Liberal leaders afterwards held 
a conference and it is expected that a 
vote of censure on Balfour wiil be 
moved by Campbell-Bannerman. 


Delay In Bowen-Loomis Matter 

Washington, May 23.—The further 
investigation of the Bowen-Loomis 
matter has been postponed pending 
the arrival in this city of William W. 
Russell, late minister to Colombia, 
whom Bowen wants to have examined 
before any decision on the case js 
reached.

The City Solicitors and legal represen- 
tatives of towns in the Metropolitan 
district are now in daily attendance be- 
fore a special commissioner appointed 
to determine the apportionment of 
Metropolitan Park Assessments for the 
next five years. 

Chapter 407 of the Acts of 1893 pro- 
vided for a Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission whose jurisdiction and powers 
extended to and might be exercised in 
certain cities and towns including the 
City of Quincy. 

By said act the Commissioners were 
empowered to take land for park pur- 
poses and provision was made in said 
act for the appointment every five years 
of a special commission whose duty” it 
should be to determine the proportion 
in which each of the cities and towns 
in the Metropolitan Park District shall 
annually pay money into the treasury 
of the Commonwealth, for the ensuing 
five years, for Metropolitan Park pur- 
poses. 

City Solicitor Thomas, in his brief 
submitted, first described the situation 
of Quincy, claiming that nature kad en- 
dowed the city with the most beautiful 
combination of effects in her possession, 
viz.—seashore, bills, valleys and rivers, 

The total area of Quincy is estimated 
at 10,737 acres, of which the takings for 
Metropolitan park purposes amounted to 
2,667 acres, valued at $371,591.55. 

The City Solicitor claims the loss in 
taxes to the city by these takings 
amounts yearly to $6,689, in addition 
tu which the city paid in 1904 an assess- 
ment of $9,088.94. 

To quote from the brief of the City 
Solicitor: 

The City of Quincy is essentially a 
manufacturing city: Wards 3 aud 4 
being devoted almost entirely to the 
granite industry as is also a large area 
of Ward 1. Ward 2 is the home of the 
mammoth Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company works and in Ward 5 is a 
large manufacturing plant. 


Tbe backbone of the city is the 
granite industry. 
Anything which bampers in any 


degree the granite industry is a detri- 
ment to the city as a whole. 

In Wards 4 and 1 are located the 
granite quarries which have been 
operated for over half a century.

Washington, May 23.—The extra 
session of congress will be called for 
raiiroad legislation and not for tariff 
rcvision. The president’s message will 
allude to the desirability of tariff 
changes, but it will not emphasize their 
importance by comparison with rail- 
read jegislation, He realizes that con- 
gress aud the country cap think of 
but one great subject-at a time, and 
that the projection of two such topics 
would give the opponents of action 
along cither line a magnificent oppor- 
tunlty for jugglery. 

President Cleveland, although elected 
on the tariff reform issue, promptly 
made the repeal of the Sherman silver 
purchase law the first object of his ad- 
ministration; when that was done, ard 
In guother session, he turned to the 
tariff. An occasional person thought 
his order wrong, but al! agreed that 
only one fight could be carried on ata 
time. Evidence abounds that the dami- 
rating Mississippi! valley is today 
thinking of the railroad question and 
not of the tariff. The president's fight 
in the coming session must be focused 
upon what he regards the larger issue. 

There is some prospect of delay in 
the assembling of congress. Oct. 16, 
the date which had been generally an- 
wounced, is still in the president's mind, 
but Speaker Cannon, who must be 
reckoned with in congressional! pro- 
cedure, is urging Nov. 13 in order to 
leave congressmen free until after the 
November elections. These will be 
comparatively unimportant this year, 
except in Ohio and Massachusetts, iv 
New York city, and possibly in Vir- 
ginia, where the Republicans seem dis- 
posed to make a fight. 

The president has not decided wheth- 
er yield to Cannon’s request, but he in- 
tends to consider carefully the argu- 
ments in its behalf. That would give 
but three weeks before the regular De- 
cember session, which would be a con- 
siderable whittling down of the extra 
session which, it was originally con- 
templated, should assemble a month or 
two ago, It is evident that the Repub- 
“leg Teg, etphents of the Roosevelt poll- 
Whe exit) delay as their best weapon, 
with Mar&h 4, 1909, standing out like 
a harbor ofefuge farsi the imperilled 
interests.

The latest news from Caracas may 
add a topic for the attention of con- 
gress. It is reported that the federal 
court of cassation has decided against 
the New York and Bermudez Asphalt 
company, in the controversy regard- 
ing the dissolution of its contract, 
which has been before the high Vene- 
zuelan courts for nearly a year. 

The administration’s probable line of 
action will be to give Castro every op- 
portunity to refer the dispute to arbi- 
tration, and if such efforts fail, to re- 
port to congress the state of affairs 
there, leaving that body to decide what 
to do for the protection of American 
interests. . 

The administration does not seem 
eager to add the investigation of the 
life insurance companies to its list of 
troubles. W. F. King, formerly presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ association, has 
been communicating with the presi- 
dent, urging an official investigation, 
but thus far Mr. Roosevelt has not 
moved in the matter. Life insurance 
companiés are not natural monopolies 
like the railroads. The individual citi- 
zen has as large a choice of companies 
as of grocery stores with which to 
trade, and he need not deal with any 
unless he so elects.

THE COTTON CLAIM 


Legislators Think It Would Be 
Good Pol'cy to Setile It 
Boston, May 23.—The house of rep- 
resentatives has passed a resolve favor- 
tog the settlement at once of the claim 
of John B. Cotton of Washington for 
his commission of 10 percent in the 
eollection for the state of $1,611,740.85 
from the United States government. 
The contract between Cotton and the 
state was made by the late Governor 
Wolcott in 1899, at which time it was 
believed that the amount due the state 
by the national government on funds 
advanced during the Civil war would 

not reach $100,000. 

When Cotton collected $1,611,740.85 
and received the treasury warrant from 
Secretary Shaw about a year ago, Gov- 
ernor Bates, upon the advice of At- 
torney General Parker, decided to test 
the validity of the contract of one of 
his predecessors, and legal proceedings 
resulted. Cotton retained the war- 
rant and it was stated in the debate 
in the house that the state had already 
lost $60,000 in interest. 

Recently Governor Douglas sug- 
gested to the legislature that the orig- 
inal contract be carried out, in order 
that the state might avail itself at once 
of the fund, and the resolye passed 
sustained his view while it repudiated 
the contention of Attorney Genera! 
Parker. The resolve will go to the 
senate for concurrent action.

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Heavy Burden for Parks Imposed 
Without Consent. 


It is somewhat amusing to learn 
the claims of the various cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan Park district, 
why the assessments upon their respec- 
tive municipalities should be small. 
At the hearing on Tuesday, for instance 
City Solicitor Babson of Boston argued: 

““The city of Boston contends, that 
while the percentage to be imposed 
upon it must be a purely arbitrary one, 
it ought to be in some slight porportion 
to the benefits conferred upon it by the 
metropolitan park system.

Taking everything 
an assessment of 25 
per cent of the annual cost of the 
metropolitan park district would be 
large, considering the fact that it has 
to maintain its own system of parks and 
boulevards. The district js doing sub- 
stantially nothing for it; and so far as 
the reports of the park commission and 
the action of the Legislature iudicate, 
nothing in the future is to be done in 
the way of parks or parkways in the 
city of Boston, except some slight work 
upon the Charles river reservation in 
the Brighton district.” 2 
City Solicitor F. W. 
ville, said: 


of Somer- 
‘* If Boston paid according 
to its valuation it should bear two- 
thirds of the expense of the park sys- 
tem. He went on to argue that Boston 
was not paying a_ disproportionate 
amount, but that the cities and towns 
which surrounded it were large con- 
tributors to the city’s share as many of 
their people hired business offices and 
stores in Boston, which increased the 
taxable value of property, and this went 
toward replenishing the treasury and to 
assist in meeting the city’s proportion 
of the cost of the parks. He believed 
that the park system was of greater 
benefit to Boston than any of the othér 
cities within the metropolitan park 
system."’ 

Probably City Solicitor Babson is 
pretty near correct when he said: ‘‘The 
city of Boston would suggest that parks 
and parkways area luxury, and that 
the fault is in the commonwealth in 
having imposed without the consent of 
the district too great burdens upon it.”

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It Will Be Scoured For New 


Varieties of Game 


PLANS OF FIELD MUSEUM 


Men of Wide Experience to 
Hunt For Big Animals In the 
Interest of Science--A British 
Party Going on Similar Errand 


Chicago, May 24.—The Field Colum- 
bian nuseum of Chicago, endowed by 
Marshall Field, the millionaire mer- 
chant, will send in the early summer 4 
great exploring and collecting expedi- 
tion into equatorial Africa. The ex- 
penses will be paid by the Marshall 
Field fund and in part by Vernon §. 
Kennedy, another Chicago millionaire, 


who will accompany the party. 

The expedition is planned upon a 
scale greater than thatof any ever 
sent to the dark continent by a scien- 
tific institution. It will be headed by 
Professor Carl A, Akley of the socio- 
logical department of the museum, Pro- 
fessor Danie! G. Elliott being unable to 
go, having lost his health in an Afri- 
can exploring trip eight years ago. 

The hunters will attempt to get fam- 
ily groups of all the great African ani- 
mals which inhabit the equatorial re- 
gions. The museum is especially anx- 
ious to get rhinocerous, leopard, giraffe 
und lion specimens, adult and young. 
The party will leave Chicago for Lon- 
don and will then sail to Mombassa, 
on the east coast of Africa, where 5U 
natives will be employed as guides, 
guards and burden bearers. The party 
will go into a country towards Lake 
Tanganyika, where the natives are 
treacherous and warlike. The climate 
is of the worst. 

The museum management realizes 
that the big game of Africa is disap- 
pearing rapidly and for that reason the 
expedition is to be hurried. English 
scientists are to dispatch a like collect- 
ing party and there will be a rivalry in 
the matter of results between the two 
institutions of the two countries. 

Professor Akley, om the expedition 
sent out under Daniel G. Diliott eight 
years ago, nearly lost his life in an en- 
counter with an African leopard which 
he had wounded slightly and which at- 
tacked him. Vernon 8S. Kennedy has 
shot big game in nearly every country 
of the globe. He has done his hunting 
largely for scientific purposes and near- 
ly all his pelts have been turned over 
to museums, the bulk of them going to 
the Field institution. 

Preparations for the trip are being 
made on a large scale, for a _ vast 
amount of material has to be carried. 
In addition to guns and ammunition 
for the killing of everything from 
humming-birds to elephants, chemicals 
in bulk are to be transported to pre- 
serve the animal and bird skins from 
the attacks of climate and insects. 

At Mombassa a herd of goats will be 
bought and these are to be driven be- 
fore the explorers into the interior, 
where they will be used singly as bait 
for the lions and leopards aud carniy- 
orous animals, 

In addition to collecting animals al- 
ready known to science, it is the belief 
that new species of birds and mammals 
will be found. In this matter the 
rivalry between the American and the 
English expeditions will be particularly 
keen. ‘The last Field museum party 
went into Somaliland and it was suc- 
cessful in discovering and in securing 
specimens of whose existence the 
world’s scientists were in ignorance, 


New Method of Advertising 

St. Petersburg, May 24—While the 
public was promenading the Taurida 
gerden, back of the Taurida palace, 
consternation was caused by the ex- 
plosion of three boxes in different parts 
of the garden, scattering multi-cclored 
revolutionary proclamations in every 
direction. Another box was found to 
be provided with a time mechanism 
and some new explosive, the character 
of which the authorities have not yet 
discovered.

New York, May 24.—A larze touring 
car belonging to Mrs. Howard Gould 
expioded in front of a garage, a street 
sweeper having thrown a lighted match 
underneath the machine, where there 
was a quantity of gasoline which had 
leaked from the tank. The automo- 
bile was wrecked, the damage being 
estimated at $8000. The machine was 
unoccupied.

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One Result of Gas Lease Fight 
at Philadelphia 


WERE ASKED TO RESIGN 


Two Men Who Have Large Part 
of City’s Interests In Charge 
Refused to Comply With May- 
or’s Request--Legal Fight On 


Philadelphia, May 24.—In his effort 
to defeat the consummation of the plan 
to lease the city gas works to the 
United Gas Improvement company for 
75 years for $25,000,000, Mayor Weaver 
dismissed from office the two principal 
members of his cabinet and thereby de- 
livered a staggering blow to the domi- 
uant political organization of this city, 
which has caused probably the greatest 
sensation in the history of Phuiladel- 
vhia municipal affairs. 

While the citizens were expecting 
some move on the part of the muyor7 
they were not prepared for the imme- 
diate removal from office of David 
J, Smyth, director of the department 
of public safety, and Peter E. Costello, 
director of the department of public 
works, which occurred yesterday. The 
tasyor has announced that he is in the 
fight to the bitter end, which means 
that a great political battle is now 
on and will be carried to the polls next 
November. 

The mayor has called in as counsel 
Rhhu Root of New York and former 
Judge Gordon of this city. The 
mayor's stated purpose in going outside 
the city for his principal counsel is that 
he wants a man who is not identified 
with any faction in the struggle now 
on. 

Simultaneous with the dismissal of 
the two directors, Frederick J, Shoyer, 
director of the department of supplies, 
ly direction of the mayor, suspended 
Arthur R. I. Morrow, the assistant 
director of the department, pending an 
investigation. 

The removal of Directors Smyth and 
Costello did not come until after the 
mayor had asked them to resign im- 
mediately. In reply each sent a letter 
offering his resignation, to take effect 
wLen his successor “shall be qualified.” 
The mayor answared them by demand- 
ing their immediate resignation. The 
answers the directors returned were 
to the effect that they had tendered 
their resignations “in the usual form 
und in accordance with the provisions 
of the city charter’ and that they 
would stand by them as tendered. Mr. 
Weaver then ended the correspondence 
by sending to each a letter in which he 
suid: 

“I feel that the best interests of the 
city require that our official relations 
shall terminate at once. You therefore 
piace me unde: the painful necessity 
of immediately removing you from the 
position, as I feel that I must have 
someone in that oflice responsible only 
to the mayor and to the city at once.” 

After the removals had been atL- 
rounced the mayor made publie the 
vuames of the men he had selected for 
the places. They are Sheldon Potter, 
to fill the office of director of public 
sufety, and A. H. Acker, to be director 
ef the department of public works, 
both ad interim. 

The fight over the form of the resig- 
nation was an important one in that the 
new directors can only be qualified by 
the confirmation of councils, which is 
coutrolled by the organization. ‘The de- 
partment of public safety has charge 
of the police and fire bureaus, elec- 
trical bureau, prisons, building inspec- 
lors, boiler inspectors, city property 
ard inspectors of fire escapes. The 
bureaus of gas, highways, lighting, 
surveys, street cleaning, water and 
city ice boats are under the supervision 
of the department of public works. 
Each director receives $10,000 a year, 
aud together they have control of 10,- 
000 officeholders. 

It is not likely that the city councils 
wili confirm the men appointed by the 
mayor, but they will hold the office ad 
interim. 

‘Neither Mayor Weaver nor the re- 
moved men would make a statement as 
to the specific reason for the changes, 
leyond the general statement that the 
proposed lease of the gas works was the 
cause.of it. The organization to a man 
was in favor of the lease, while the 
mayor was“uralterably opposed to it. 
He was utterly ignored in the transac- 
tion and he has been urged by the news- 
papers and reform organizations to 
veto the ordinance passed by councils 
fast Thursday. This he has announced 
he will do. In the meantime he 
brought every influence to bear or 
councilmen to sustain his veto. In this 
ke has had little success.

BATHING IN THE SEA. 


ie Originated In England In the 
Righteenth Century. 

Sea bathing had its origin in England 
before 1750, when Dr. Richard Russell 
published his treatise on the virtues 
of sea water. The healing virtues of 
the sea bath were not understood, nor 
was the practice of sea bathing gen- 
erally resorted to. There seems to 
have existed a horror of the sea;: in- 
deed, in mediaeval times a compulsory 
ip in its waters was a sentence often 
passed on the public offender. In the 
earlier decades of the eighteenth cen- 
tury western Europe suffered heavily 
under “king’s evil,” the popular name 
for that tuberculous affection which 
scourged all classes from peer to peas- 
ant. 

Dr. Russell, a Sussex practitioner, 
had observed that dwellers on the 
coast used to drink of the sea water, 
bathe in it, even wash their sores in 
it and bind them up with sea weed. 
Having satisfied himself as to the 
efficacy of the practice he began to 
prescribe for his patients with most 
satisfactory results.

Any assistance that was rendered 
during my illness was administered by 
my mother, and it is only fair to as- 
sume that my wants would be attended 
to by her and not by my friends. 

Furthermore I wish to say that I 
think too much of my friend Mr. Kel- 
ley to allow him to endanger himself 
by assisting me during my illness, 

The person or persons who started 
such a rumor, had in my opinion very 
vague knowledge of the circumstances 
and I class such people among the list 
of worthless gossipers. 

I take the liberty in writing this 
commucication in justice to myself and 
Mr. Kelley, and hope that henceforth 
the gossipers (for in my opinion they 
are such) will abstain from making 
false utterances and acquaint themselves 
with the facts of a case, rather than to 
guess work. 

Trusting this will prove worthy of 
your kind recognition, and hoping it

Mountain Climbing. 

Judging from reports received, the 
climbing of Mount Rainier will be com- 
paratively easy this year. Charles E. 
Cutter, of Tacoma, recently returned from 
a trip over the Tacoma Eastern Railroad 
to Longmire’s springs, where he was the 
first to register for the season of 1905. 
He reported very little snow at that 
point, and said that Longmire found 
less snow onthe mountain this spring 
than for any similar season during the 
past twenty years. 

Owing to the scarcity of snow, visit- 
ors to Paradise Valley and those who 
contemplate climbing the glaciers of 
Mount Rainier will be enabled to make 
the trip much earlier than otherwise.

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Secretary Taft Talks to Ohio 


State Convention 


THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY 


Defense of Methods Pursued In 
Dealing With Domestic and 
Foreign | Affairs--“Big Stick” 
and Big Navy Are Necessary 


Columbus, O., May 25.—Although the 
opening session of the Republican 
state conyention was routine the fact 
that Secretary of War Taft, the tempo- 
ray chairman, made his debut in his 
native state as a state convention ora- 
tor, drew a large and attentive audi- 
ence. During the reading of his speech 
hearty applause greeted the mention 


of President Roosevelt and the allu- 
sion to the president’s action or policy. 

The secretary sketched the attitude 
of the Republican party on the cur- 
rency question since 1896, referred to 
the Spanish war and its results aad 
said: 

“In the campaign of 1904 the Demo- 
cratic managers ignored the fact that it 
ever had been in favor of free silver, 
and sought to make the chief issue the 
personality of ‘Theodore Roosevelt. 
Against him they charged imperialism, 
militarism, usurpation of power, viola- 
tions of the constitution, a dangerous 
foreign policy of intermeddling, and 
au attempt to introduce a personal gov- 
ernment.” 

This, the secretary said, brought ia 
review the action of the president in 
various matters which he pointed out, 
notably the recognition of the republic 
of Panama, the settlement of the ar- 
thracite coal strike, the bringing of the 
Northern Securities suit, and his 
Philippine policy. “It made manifest,” 
the secretary continued, “the consistent 
attitude of Mr. Roosevelt in that he 
was neither a plutocrat nor a ‘mobo- 
crat.’” 

“Tt is not true,” he went on, “that 
we Republicans, merely by past success, 
can escape the responsibility of work- 
ing out other great questions as to the 
solution of which all Republicans do 
not yet seem to be in full accord.” 

The secretary said that the inter- 
atate commerce law had accompilshed 
much, but that inequality and injustice 
remained. “We can certainly trust our 
lawgivers,” he said, “to respond to the 
popular demand and to regulate the 
railways so far as they ought to be 
regulated, without interfering with taat 
control over their own property and 
with that motive for efficient and eco- 
nomic management which are still re- 
quired to make successful the enormous 
business of railway transportation in 
America. This question must be sei- 
tled by the Republicans. 

Secretary Taft discussed the deficit 
iu the revenues and said the Republi- 
cans must provide a suitable means of 
avoiding a real and permanent shortage 
of cash if next year witnesses a repeti- 
tlon of the deficit. In this connection 
he said that cutting down the army or 
naval estimates or pensions should not 
be thought of. The secretary said that 
there remain two alternatives, either 
to impose additional internal taxes or 
te readjust and revise the tariff. 

“A congress of the United States has 
been elected,” continued the secre- 
tary, “before which the issue of regu- 
lation of railroad rates and the method 
of meeting the deficit must come for 
decision. In the solution of these 
questions we can be certain that Ohio’s 
representatives will support her part in 
bringing about a wise result. 

“Mr. Roosevelt has insisted that the 
United States bear its part in the set- 
tlement of those questions between the 
nations in which, by reason of that 
guardianship which we maintain over 
this hemisphere under the Monroe 
doctrine, we have always claimed a 
right to be heard, and in those new 
questions arising in the far Orient in 
respect to which, by reason of our own- 
ership of the Philippines and our im- 
mense growing trade with China and 
Japan, we may properly claim a hear- 
ing. 

“Nearly at our doors in the Carib- 
bean sea is one government, weakened 
by revolution and insurrection, totter- 
ing to a fall. Burdened by a debt 
whose face value is far beyond the 
means of the country to pay, it has 
turned to the United States for assist- 
ance in settlement with its creditors. 
The president concluded a treaty by 
which, if ratified, San Domingo will zo 
into the hands of the United States as 
a receiver.” 

Secretary Taft said that never be- 
fore has the {nfluence of the United 
States for good been greater than to- 
day, because it is known not to desire 
au increase of territory, and because it 
is known that, with a navy of most 
respectable proportions, should it uun- 
fortunately be engaged in such a con- 
flict, it is ready to protect itself. 

“People,” he continued, “are prone to 
say that a large navy induces bravado, 
pugnacity and a recklessness of peace. 
Ic one of the South American repub- 
lies we are at present engaged in at- 
tempting to rescue the property of 
American citizens from what is said to 
be an unjust confiscation by the soy- 
ereign under color of judicial sanction. 
We have asked for arbitration and it 
has been refused, and we are waiting 
now only until congress meets before 
submitting the facts to it for its con- 
sideration. Meantime, we are exercis- 
ing toward this republic all the for. 
bearance that is due to a weaker ng- 
tion. And so itis with the genera) 
Policy ef Theodore Roosevelt, that 
while he insists upon carrying « ‘pig 


| 
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stick,’ he does in fact speak softly and 
exercise a degree of forbearance wat 
the confidence of strength and a 
righteous purpose justifies.” 

Secretary Taft said that we shal! 
bold the Philippines, certainly for @ 
generation, probably for several gec- 
erations, in our efforts to lead the peo- 
ple on to education and prosperity and 
a knowledge of self-government. Dur- 
ing that time we must give the islands 
the advantages of a member of our 
family. This benefit, he said, can never 
exist as long as we maintain a high 
tariff wall between us and the islands. 

The remainder of Mr. Taft’s speech 
was devoted to state issues.

Many Delieve that Linevitch is try- 
iug to take the offensive out of Oyuama's 
hands. The latter has made all prepa- 
rations against the possible interrup- 
tion of his communications and the 
cessation of the transport service from 
J»panese ports. All reinforcements 
available and the immense quantities 
fef provisions and munitions off war 
have been landed at Yinkow and 
Dalny since Vice Admiral Rojestvensky 
appeared in the Straits of Malacca. 

Newspaper correspondents at the 
front are prevented by the censor frou 
te.egraphing any intelligent view of 
the situation and this has always been 
the precursor of important develop- 
ments. Linevitch has taken far greut- 
er precautions than did Kuropatkin to 
prevent his plans leaking out.

L. Davis, vice president of the bank, 
by the cashier, for which no adequate 
security has been furnished to the bank.

It Might Seriously Affect Cotton! 
Shipments 


SOUTH IS CHANGING VIEW 


Railroad Argument of Danger, 
From Approximation of Rates 
to Mileage Basis Sets Leaders! 
to Thinking |

Washington, May 25.—One important 
result of the delay in railroad legis- 
lation, according to members of the 
senate committee who have just con- 
cluded their hearing, has been a con- 
siderable change in southern senti- 
ment, especially among influential | 
leaders of opinion. ‘The south started 
ip squarely behind President Roose- 


velt’s movement for qualified govern- 
inent rate regulation. 

The Democratic platform adopted at | 
St. Louis last year declared for “an ea- 
leigement of the powers of the iuter- 
State conimerce commission to the end | 
that the travelling public and the ship- 
pers may have prompt and adequate | g¢ 
relief from the abuses to which they | 
are subjected in the matter of traus- 
portation.” 

Mr. Bryan early came out in advo 
eacy of Mr. Roosevelt's efforts, and the | 
southern Democrats voted solidly for | 
the Esch-Townsend bill, after advo- 
cating something still more radical. {t 
accordingly looked as if the president's 
campaign on rate regulation would be 
sided by the minority party in con- 
gress, which would make it necessary | 


that all the opposition should come 
from his own ranks. | 
But the railroad arguments have| 


made so deep an impression upon many 
southern public men that they privately 
acknowledge that, while they may 
vote for a step toward rate regulation, 
because of political necessities, they 
hope that the situation may be so con- 
trolled by internal strategy that they 
will not have to do this, and any aid 
that can be given to such strategy in 
the senate, several southern Democrats 
stand ready to furnish. This feeling 
reed not show itself in the house, be- 
cause the senate will draft the bill. 
The argument that seems to be 
catching the southern leaders is the 
danger to their section from any ap- 
proximation of rates to a mileage 
basis, and particularly in the move- 
ment of cotton. They realize that the 
next few years may see a bitter struggl: 
in the export cotton trade, due to com- 
petition with the new sources of sup- 
ply that the British colonies are de- 
veloping, over which British opinion is 
row so optimistic. America is more 
dependent upon the export of cotton 
than of any other crop, and if anything 
should break its supremacy abroad, 
pe a. aouenene would be severely in- 


“One great advantage which the south 
y has over the possible cotton 
—— of Bast Africa and India is ir 
cbeap transportation from the interior 
to the coast. The American railroads, 
controlling their own rates, in such a 
struggle for supremacy would hau! cot- 
ton from the uplands at rates which 
would keep the cotton-growing area in- 
tact in the face of serious competition. 
Added to this argument, there is hard- 
ly a prominent southern city that has 
not been partly convinced that it owes 
its importance in some industry to a 
cheap long haul, and these instances 
have been emphasized by the ratlroad 
| agents In such a way as to make senti- 
ment. Moreover, railroad interests are 
so strong in the south that few as- 
pirants for political advancement will 
dare to disregard them. 

‘These considerations in part account 
for the absence of all but three Demv- 
cratic members from the committee 
hearings, and the known desire of sey- 
eral of the minority is to break, if It 
can be done quietly, with the railroad

The Claim of Electric Light 
Company. 


At Hearing Before the 
Commissioners. 


Good Discount Given on Prompt 
Payment of Bills. 


There was not as many at the Electric 
Light hearing at the afteraoon session 
on Thursday as at the morning session. 
The greater part of the afternoon was 
taken up by the Electric Light Co. 

Mr. Pattee, continuing, said that the 
matier bad been well advertised through 
an anonymous circular and through the 
press. Ie assumed all the parties who 
had a grievance were present. The 
statements so far as service is con- 
cerned does not seem to amount to 
much, As to the prices parties say 
that bills jump. Perhaps they have 
been leaving the lights burning in the 
cellar or back shop. We suppose we 
have the best meters, We always say 
tbat if they think the meters are wrong 
they can have the commissioners test 
them. We try to do the best we can by 
our customers. We find at times that 
the building is poorly wired. Then the 
blackeving of the lamps make lights 
poor. These are beyond our control. 

Our present base is 20 cents per 
Killawatt hour. If you will examine 
our system you will find that it is of 
as much benetit to the consumers as 
others, We did have a basis of 15 cents 
with a discount on bills over $10. We 
found that some bills run five or six 
months. We adopted this system to get 
our bills is quicker. All bills paid be- 
fore the 15th get a discount on the slid- 
ing scale, 

We did not intend to raise or lower 
the rates, but to insere payments with- 
in reasonable time. They all were sup- 
posed te figure out on an 18 cent basis. 
We have 78 consumers who pay over 
$10 per month. To this number the 
schedule in beneficial up to $18; then it 
becomes a disadvantage to the consumer, 
but only affects a very few. 

We propose to remedy this so that 
the schedule will stand at 18 cents with 
a discount of 10 per cent? on all bills 
over $10. Upon these figures we think 
we are dealing with consumers and 
stockholders fairly. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Kin- 
caide as to the amount charged to de- 
preceation, Mr. Pattee said that the 
total amount charged since incorpora- 
tion was about $33,000, All petitioners 
are within a half mile of the centre. 
He did not tind any complaint from 
consumers outside this territory. 

In addition to the proposed change in 
rates the company were also considering 
the matter of free renewals. 

In reply Mr. Kincaide said that the 
petition was not sent outside of the 
centre. We have had a fair representa- 
tion of the business men here today. 
It is almost impossible to get the house 
consumers bere as their business calls 
them out of town. 

One of the Commissioners asked the 
company to furnish them with the 
amount received from consumers whose 
bills were less than $10, the number of 
killawatts sold to consumers whose bills 
are over $10 and the total output in 
killawatta. 

Henry M. Faxon, treasurer of the 
company, explained the present system 
of discounts which the company pro- 
posed to revise. 

Chairman Barker said this was a 
purely business proposition, and that 
the board would take it under advise- 
ment and give it their careful con- 
sideration. Continuing, he said, that 
on Tuesday he had received a petition 
from Quincy citizens asking tbat the 
price charged by, and the service 
furnished by the Citizens Gas Co., be 
investigated at this hearing. Owing to 
the lateness of its receipt no notice 
could be issued. If there was anyone 
present however who desired to say 
anything they might speak. 

There was no one, however, who had 
anything to say, and the chairman said 
that it may be assumed that the petition 
is filled. 

He further said he knew that the 
service of this company bad been bad in 
the past, but that since the matter was 
before the board the ownership had 
changed, and it was the policy of the 
present company to run the plant on a 
business basis, as it did otber proper- 
ties whichit owned. There had prob- 
ably been unavoidable delays which bad 
prevented the company from doing 
what it had planned to do. 

The hearing adjourned at 3 o'clock,

OSS SMALL. HEAVY STATE TAX. 


MOTHER GOOSE. 


Quincy Institutions Not as Heavy| Nearly Twice as Large as Last/Annual Entertainment of Baptist 
Year—Record Breaker. 


Creditors as Reported. 


There is no occasion for alarm be- 
cause two Quincy institutions appear 
in the list of creditors of the brokerage 
firm of Burnett, Cummings & Co. of 
Boston, who have filed a petition in 
bankruptcy. 

It would take more than that to shake 
the Quincy Savings bank and Quincy 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company. The 
claim of the Savings Bank is among the 
smallest, only $1,767.30, and the offi- 
cials of the bank inform the Ledger 
that their loss will not be half of that, 
as they have realized on collateral. The 
surplus of the bank today is over $260, - 
000, so that aloss of about $1,000 is 
really very small, 

While the claim of the Quincy Mutual 
Insurance Company is placed at $22,- 
464.40, the officials of the company do 
not expect to lose over $5,000, as the 
company holds good collateral. The 
Quincy Mutual was never ina better 
financial condition than today. It has 
greatly improved its class of risk, and 
its surplus is large, and yearly increas- 
ing. The condition of Burnett, Cum- 
mings & Co. has been known for a 
year, so that their failure has been dis- 
counted. 

The Blue Hill National bank of Mil- 
ton is a creditor for $2,121.84; the 
Hingham National bank for $4,398.41, 
the Union National bank of Weymouth 
for $19,120.80, and the three Savings 
banks of Weymouth for $7,542,42, $10,- 
581.67 and $10,801.39. 

While there is a disposition to at- 
tribute the failure of Burnett, Cum- 
mings & Co, to small earnings of street 
railways built in thinly settled districts, 
the real cause is over-capitalization and 
all that goes with it.

CHECK FOR $161,174 


Cotton Gets It After Giving Gov- 


ernor $1,611,740 Warrant 

Beston, May 26.—John B. Cotton has 
received the check for $161,174.09 that 
settied his long-contested claim against 
the confflonwealth for 10 percent com- 
mission for the collection of the corr- 
mnonwéalth’s Civil war claims from the 
federal government. 

What happened in the governors 
ceflice was substantialiy this: Mr. Cot- 
ton handed to the governor the warrant 
for the payment of $1,611.740.90 from 
the United States government, and 
took the governor’s receipt, the govern- 
cr turning over the draft to State 
Treasurer Chapin, and taking his re- 
ceipt. The state treasurer then signed 
the check made out to Cotton for the 
payment of the 10 percent commission, 
and Cotton signed a receipt for it, thus 
closing the transaction as between him- 
self and the state officials. 

As soon as State Treasurer Chapin 
lad signed the check, however, he took 
the draft for the $1,611,740.90, and 
went directly to Assistant ‘‘reasurer 
Marden’s office in the federal building 
and presented the draft to be cashed. 
The assistant treasurer had the money 
ready for him in gold certificates of 
the denomination of $5000 and $10,000, 
and Chapin had only to present the 
draft endorsed by the governor, with 
the secretary of the commonwealth’s 
certificate that William L. 
the endorser, was in fact governor of 
the commonwealth, and the money was 
paid ever.

straits. Vladivostok is not a trap like 
Fort Arthur, and until both its lines | 
of communication with Russia by rail, 
ove to Harbin on the northwest, and 
the other to Khabarovka, on the north, | 
are cut off, it can depend on receiving | 
all the war material needed for mili-| 
tary or naval purposes | 

The Japanese fleet would have to be 
kept permanently divided in order to 
preserve the communications even 
across the Straits of Korea with the 
army in Manchuria, and in the mean-} 
time the fourth division of the Baltic | 
feet, with its two new battleships, 
will be on its way to add to the ag- 
gressive force of the Russian eastern | 
squadron.

Big Guns Arriving 


A shipment of S-inch guns for the 
the battleship Rhode Island building 


at Quincy has arrived. 

The Rhode Island’s 12-inch guns and 
the rest of her S-inch gansare all ready 
for delivery, and will soon be shipped 
to Quincy to be mounted. These guns 
are the principal ones the Rhode Island 
will carry and were made at the Wash- 
ington navy yard. They were given 
the usual tests at the Indian Head prov- 
ing grounds, All the tests gvere suc- 
cessful. 

When these guns were completed and 
sent to Indian Head they were fired five 
times with progressive charges until 
the final chamber pressure was one and 
one-quarter times that required in 
service. 

The maximum service pressure for 
the 12-inch guhs of the Rhode Island is 
about 16 tons to the square inch, The 
proving pressure is about 20 tons. A 
shell from one of the Rhbde Island 12- 
inch guns at a distance of 1000 yards is 
able to go through 23 inches of the best 
Kruffarmor. It starts with an initial 
velocity of 2800 feet a second.

Robinson, the commission to report up- 
on the subject of a memorial to John 
Adams, Juhn Quincy Adams and John 
Hancock reported to the Massachusetts 
House yesterday as follows: 

To the General Court of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts: 

We, the undersigned, having been 
appointed by the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth, under chapter 109 of the 
resuives of the Legislature of 1904, a 
committee to consider the matter of 
erecting a public memorial or memorials 
of John Adams, John Quincy Adams 
and John Hancock, aod to recommend 
to the next Genera) Court such legisla- 
tion as we might deem proper concerp- 
ing the location, character and cost of 
such memorial or memorials, have the 
honor to report as follows: 

1. In view of the great and lasting 
services rendered by these mento the 
pation and the commonwealth, we be- 
lieve that the most appropriate mem- 
orial to each would be a portrait statue 
of him, to be erected by the State. 

2. Inour judgment the most suit- 
able place for the erection of these stat- 
ues would be the nitches of the Me- 
morial hall of the State House. 

8. After examination of the statues 
aready placed in the Memorial hall, it 
is our opinion that the material and 
architectural character of the walls of 
the said hall are unsuited for sculpture 
in bronze, and consequently that the 
statues herein recommended shonld be 
of marble. 

Upon investigation we are of the 
opinion that these statues could be 
obtained of sculptors of high standing 
and acknowledge merit at a cost not 
exceeding 20,000 each, including the 
pedestals; and, having in mind the 
many atrocious statues of public men 
with which this country is now afflict- 
ed, we would respectfully urge the great 
importance of exercising the utmost 
care and judgment in the selection of 
the sculptor or sculptors for this task, 
to the eod that the memory of those to 
whom these statues are erected shall 
be honored, not maligned, by the works 
of art with which the 
commemorates them. 

We therefore recommend that the sum 
of $20,000 each be appropriated respec- 
tively for statues of John Adams, John 
Quincy Adams, and John HGancock, or 
such of them as the commonwealth can 
afford to erect at the present time, up- 
on the understanding that said statues 
shall be of marble, and shall stand 
the niches of the Memorial hall of the 
State House; and, further, that this 
money shall be expended under the di- 
rection of a commission consisting of 
five citizens of the commonwealth, said 
commission to be appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent

In the middle it 
exacts tribute from the railroads and 
the shippers. It is for these and other | 
reasons that it has been named the;

of the laws and the courts has been in- | 
voked to break up this gigantic combi- 
nation. 

It was in the spring of 1902 that 
Judge Grosscup of Chicago issued his 
famous injunction against the meat 
barons to prevent their forming or 
continuing a monopoly in restraint of 
natural competition and trade. It was 
in the neighborhood of two years la- 
ter that this decision was affirmed by 
the United States supreme court. In 
spite of adverse judicial action, how- 
ever, it has been a matter of common 
belief that the packing companieés con- 
tinued reaching their ends by other 
means. It was to investigate reports 
and charges to this effect that the spe- 
cial federal grand jury was impanel- 
ed at Chicago, Most of the testimony 
taken by this body has been in secret, 
but enough has leaked out to keep 
public interest keenly on the alert. 
That the investigation would result in 
criminal prosecution of a more or less 
wholesale order has been the general 
hope of the public, and if these precipi- 
tate vacations are an indication has be- 
come the fear of the trust magnates. 

To run away from a federal grand 
jury investigation is not a new thing 
with the packing house representa- 
tives. Back in the spring of 1902 a 
Similar inquiry was being carried for- 
ward, and four of the trust officials 
were asserted by the New York Her- 
ald and other papers to have fied into 
Mexico, carrying important books and 
papers.

Hopes to See Reunion of Soldiers 
of North and South. 


‘Our National Zion’’ was the subject 
of Rev. Leon H. Austin at the Quincy 
Point church Sunday morning before 
Paul Revere Post, G. A. R.; Camp 
Boyd, L. S. W. V.; Paol Revere 
Woman’s Relief Corps and the Ladies’ 
Aid Society. There was a large cun- 
gregation, every seat being taken. A 
large American flag covered the desk, 
and small flags were also used in the 
decoration. Also beautiful flowers in 
cluding tree peonies, lilies, wisteria, 
horse chestnut blossoms and other 
flowers. 

The music was by a chorus choir ef 
twelve with the following soloists: Mrs. 
G. K. Carter, Miss Mabel Drew, Harry 
Sherburne and Jawes Melville. Mr. 
Melville also rendered a beautiful violin 
solo. The musical selections by the 
chorus included ‘‘ God of our fathers,”’ 
and ‘‘ Low in the ground they're rest- 
ing.’’ 

Mr. Austin’s text was from Psalms 
48:12-14, ‘‘Walk about Zion and go 
round about her: tell the towers thereof. 
Mark ye well her bulwarks, consider 
her palaces; that ye may tell it to the 
generations following. For this God is 
our God for ever and ever: he will be 
our guide even unto death.” 

Today and Tuesday the thoughts of 
every true Americaa ought to turn to 
our honored guests, the Veterans of 
the Civil war and Spanish war, and 
to their work. The thonghts which 
came tea the speaker were patriotism, 
union, the cost, peace and future gen- 
erations. He enlarged on each, 

Under patriotism come familiar 
terms — America—land of freedom; 
American—I am an American; the stars 
and stripes—old glory; My country, tis 
of thee. 

Union is emphasized by the fact that 
there is no south, no north, no east, no 
west. That the Blue and the Gray meet 
together, and their sons fought together 
in the Spanish war. The monuments 
erected by the Union command in the 
South are never molested. The Blue 
and the Gray will strew flowers together 
on Memorial day. We should remember 
only the glory of the Civil war. 

The speaker hoped to see soon a re- 
union of the soldiers of the North and 
the South at Washington. 

The losses in the Civil war were re- 
viewed under the thought of cost. 

Under peace we have this glorious 
twentieth century and it should always 
be our endeavor to overthrow evil with 
good; to preserve that which we have 
won. 

We must tell our children of the 
golden days ahead; of the spotless flag 
and what it stands for; of the deeds of 
our fathers. Memorial day should be 
kept sacred, and we must point to God 
as our help. 

Brief reference was made to mem- 
bers of the Post, who have passed away 
during the year—Thaddeus H. New- 
comb, Thomas Smith and Elijah S. 
Brown. 

The service closed with the singing 
of America and the benediction.

Fleets In Desperate Encounter 


In the Korean Straits 
& av 


FULL DETAILS LACKING 


All the Press Dispatches Point 
to Japanese Victory In Contest 
ForSupremacy of Oriental Seas 
--Running Naval Engagement 
In Sea of Japan--Washington 
Without Details as to United 
States Vessel Sunk by Russians 


Washington, May 29.—The follow 


ing was received by the state depart- 
ment: 

“Nagasaki, May 28.—Japanese suuk 
the Russian battleship Borodino and 
four more warships and a repair ship.” 

Another dispatch read as follows: 

“Tokio, May 27.—Japanese fleet en- 
gaged the Baltic squadron this efter- 
noon in the Straits of Fushima, which 


was held. Cannonading heard from 


shore.” 

From information received in Wash- 
ington it is believed. that two of the 
Russian ships reported to have been 
sunk in the Korean straits by the Jap- 
anese are the Orel and her sister ship, 
| the Borodino. They are battleships of 
| 13,000 tons. Three other vessels re- 
| ported sunk are believed to have been 
cruisers, the remaining one being a re- 
; pair ship. 


London, May 29.—According to the 
latest information, the battle between 
the Russian and Japanese nayal forces 
for the supremacy of the Oriental seas, 
on which hangs the outcome of the far 
eastern struggle, has begun, if it has 
not terminated decisively. 

All the dispatches received by ‘The 
Associated Press point to a Japanese 
victory, though it is not yet known 
whether the full force of Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s fighting ships took 
part in the contest which, according 
to the dispatches, took place in the 
comparatively narrow waters of the 
Straits of Korea.

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PERHAPS JUSTIFIED 


Reported Sinking of an Amer- 
ican Ship by Russians 

St. Petersburg, May 29.—Nothing is 
known at the admiralty of the reported 
sinking of an unknown American 
steamer off Formosa by Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky. It is recognized at the 
admiralty as quite possible that Ro- 
jestvensky may have been compelicd 
by military necessity to destroy a neu- 
tral. If he feared that to allow it to 
proceed and report the whereabouts 
and direction of the Russian fleet wouid 
endanger his strategic plan he bad no 
other alternative except to take off the 
erew and sink the ship. If the ship 
was unjustifiably sunk from the stand- 
point of international law Russia, of 
course, Will have to foot the bill; but 
any cost is cheap if it furthered Ro- 
jestvensky’s mission. 


Washington, May 20.—In the absence 
of any official information whatever re- 
garding the reported sinking of an 
American steamer by Rojestvensky, 
officials in Washington profess a disin- 
clination to discuss publicly any Iinter- 
national aspects the case may have. 
Much depends upon the action of the 
vessel when she was halted, whether 
the cargo she carried was contraband 
and on other matters. If the vesaci re- 
fused to stop when the Russians or- 
dered it to, the latter, according to the 
views here, in the exercise of their 
rights under the existing war conrdl- 
tions, had a right to sink her on the 
spot. Many Americans, as well as yes- 
sels of other nationalities, are asacrted 
to be carrying contraband of war In 
the far east, and if the vessel sunk 
was doing this she was liable to seizure 
under the law as to prizes, and disposed 
of according to the rtiles of war. 


Tokio, May 20.—The name or desti- 
nation of the American steamer which 


Vice Admiral Rojestvensky Is re- 
ported to have sunk off Formosa 
about May 21 is unknown here. De- 


tails concerning the sinking of the ves- 
sel are expected to be made known 
when the crew of the steamer reaches 
Although nothing is known 
here abovt the case, it is expected in 
official circles that Vice Admiral! Ro- 
jestvensky will claim that the vessel 
was cruising. 


Passed Two Cup Racers 

New York, May 29.—Two of the con- 
testing yachts, supposed to be the lead- 
ers in the ocean race for the German 
emperor’s cup, were roundly cheered in 
mid-ocean by the passengers and crew 
of steamer Celtic, at this port from 
Liverpool and Queenstown. On Wed- 
nesday last the German schooner Han- 
burg and the American schooner 
Endymion were passed. Both yachts 
presented beautiful pictures, as they 
were under full sail, every inch of can- 
vas they could carry being spread to 
catch the fresh southerly breeze that 
was blowing. 


Status of Chicago Strike 

Chicago, May 29.—Nothing has de- 
veloped to indicate an early settlement 
of the teamsters’ strike, which has 
been in progress for two months. 
With over 7000 policemen and deputy 
sheriffs detailed on strike duty, the em. 
ployers declare that during the pres- 
ent week they will be able to demon- 
strate to the strikers that any further 
continuation of the fight will be sui- 
cidal to the Teamsters’ union. 


King Peter Has New Cabinet 

Belgrade, May 29.—A new ministry, 
ia succession to that of M. Pasics, who 
resigned May 22, has been formed. All 
the new ministers belong to the extreme 
radical party. The Pasics ministry re- 
signed owing to a crisis brought about 
by the failure of the government candi- 
date for the presidency of the house 
to secure a majority when the

was of the mental ability to distinguish 
between right and wrong and to com-

“It was through a deliberate exercise 
of will-power that the crime was com- 
nitted. She deliberately planned to 
make it appear that her husband com- 
titted suicide, to conceal her crime. 
In her appearance at the inquest she 
xffected ignorance of the means of Ler 
husband's death, in the hope that the 
theory of suicide might be adoptel. 
She was sound and healthy of mind, 
not weak and disabled; intelligent, not 
unintelligent; she acted with the rea- 
son of sanity, not as one insane, and 
the evidence showed that she was 
guilty of murder—of wilful, deliberate 
killing. 

“After careful consideration of the 
new evidence, it does not appear in our 
judgment sufficient to warrant a new 
trial. It is the opinion of the court 
that the petition ought to be and is dis- 
missed.” 

The decision covered 42 closely writ- 
ten pages.

ONE GOAL 10 NONE 


Fore River Foot Ball Team Shut 


Out at Fall River. 


On Saturday last, the Fore River 
football team visited Fall River, and 
engaged the Rovers of that city in a 
tussle for the premier position in~asso- 
ciation football circles of New England. 
Leaving Quincy at 12.49, accompanied 
by an enthusiastic crowd of supporters, 
the team arrived in the ‘* Mill city’’ at 
2.30, and proceeded straight to the field 
of play. 

The kick-off took place at 3.30, be- 
fore an interested. gathering of 3,000 
people, whose expectations of a hard 
and fast game were fully realized, as 
the final score of one goal to none in 
favor of the Rovers fully indicates. 

Losing ‘‘the toss,’’ the visitors 
kicked off and were immediately in the 
home territory but the local defence 
was all there and soon had the ball 
transferred to the other end. 

During this half the effects of a 
slight rain, prior to the game, were 
very noticeable, many kicks being 
‘* foozled’’ on account of the greasy 
condition of the ball as the result of its 
contact with the wet grass. 

Throughout the game the difference 
in the refereeing from that of the game 
on May 6, was very apparent, and it 
cap be stated that no more efficient nor 
impartial man officiates at the whistle, 
than Robert Pickup of Fall River, and 
through his strict enforcement of the 
rules the rough tactics of the previous 
meeting were entirely eliminated from 
the game. 

Both teams soon settled down to a 
goal getting policy, but the poor shoot- 
ing of the forwards, due to the slippery 
ball, on almost every occasion sent it 
wide of the mark, and it was not until 
almost the close of the first half that 
the Rovers scored the only point of the 
day. 

Time was called shortly after and the 
teams gladly retired for a welcome 
respite, both showing signs of the fast 
game which was played, 

After a ten-minute rest the game was 
resumed and desperate efforts were 
made by the visitora to equalize, but 
with the local men playing a splendid 
defensive game, they failed to get the 
ball, although it may be stated that on 
more than one occasion the Rover's goal 
keeper was forced to leave his charge 
and tackle the anxious Fore River 
forwards himself, and but for their 
erratic shooting, a draw, if not a 
victory would have crowned their 
efforts. 

Throughout the second half play con- 
tinued very fast and of an even nature, 
being first in the home ground and the 
next minute in the visitors’ territory. 
Neither side however could fiod the net 
and the game ended as at half time 
with the score standing Rovers, 1; 
Fore River, 0. 

The spectators were highly delighted 
with the splended exhibition of the 
game given by the visitors, while the 
latter have every reason to be pleased 
with the reception given them by the 
management of the Rovers and by the 
spectators generally.

THE GREAT GAME, 


Married Men of Granite City Club 
Win in Three Innings. 


There are base ball games and base 
ball games, but it is seldom that such a 
game as was played Monday morning 
at Merrymount park is ever seen. The 
game was between the married and sin- 
gle men of the Granite City club. 
Lieut. A. R. Shedd was the sponser for 
the single fellows, and Dr. Hill looked 
after the interest of the married men. 
There was a scarcity of single men and 
it was necessary to draw from the ranks 
of the married men in order to com- 
plete the team of their opponents. 

Game was called at 8.30 and for an 
hour and a half there was an exhibi- 
tion that was well worth going miles 
to see. Some of the plays were wonder- 
ful and the base running and stick work 
of the players was marvelous, so much 
so that words are lacking to properly 
describe them. 

Capt. Shedd’s team was ‘made up of 
Ex-Commodore Sheppard of the Quincy 
Yacht club, who knows all about sailing 
yachts but little about playing ball. 
He played all around second and bravely 
let every ball slip through his bands or 
legs. 

Ernest Saunders played at third and 
so distinguished himself that he was 
put in the box as a last resort to relieve 
pitcher Shedd, who had worn himself 
out contradicting the umpire, who by 
the way was the young son of one of 
‘the players on the married men’s team. 

Eddie Marsh played all over the field, 
that is, everywhere he was not wanted, 
never being in the place whena ball 
bounced where he was supposed to be, 

Mark Read held down the first base 
and saw to it that no one ran away 
with the big block of granite that 
marked the base, 

Little Jackie Bainbridge stood be- 
hind the bat and refused to wear a 
catcher’s mask as he was afraid that he 
might disfigure his face as well as hide 
bis feature from the admiring audience, 

Bob Smith and Frazier managed to 
always be in the place where they were 
wanted the least, and frequently illus- 
trated how little they knew about the 
game. : 

Harry Hill the captain of the married 
men was in the catcher’s box, and did 
his best to stop the balls that were 
pitehed at him by Ben Johnson iv true 
Collins style. It was a noticeable fact 
that few of the balls pitched by Ben 
went over the plate, but as the batsmen 
tried to hit everything that came along, 


and could not, he proved of great as- 
sistance to his team in winning the vic- 


tory. 

Billy Dewhurst played on third, and 
never once stopped a ball thrown at 
him. Dr. Jones was on second and G. 
Jones in left field, and proved conclu- 
sively that the Jones family were uat- 
ural ball players, although it was not 
previously known to anyons but to 
themselves, 

Jim Lally by his playing, left no 
doubt in the minds of the crowd that 
he knew more about painting Uncle 
Sam’s war vessels than he did about 
base ball. 

John Curtis, an old time ball twirler, 
showed that he had not forgotten how to 
find the ball when it was pitched to 
him, and to catch a fly ball as well. 

Jim Penniman and Hen Tilden were 
the all round sports. Jim hired a small 
boy to run the bases for him, and Hen. 
by his brilliant plays at first did noble 
work in disputing the umpire, and 
coaching the base runners. 

The single men had the first try at the 
bat and succeeded in getting five runs 
before the side was declared out. Then 
the married men came in and got four 
runs. In the second innings the single 
men scored three more runs and the 
married men seven. In the third the 
single men scored four more, making 
their total 12, and the married men 
four making their total 15, and time 
was called. 

For the single men, Frazier scored 
three runs, Saunders, Marsh and Read 
two eacb, and Shedd, Sheppard and 
Bainbridge one each. 

For the married men, Johnson scored 
three; Dewhurst, Dr. Jones, Curtis, and 
Penniman, two each, and Hill, Lally, 
Tilden and G. Jones, one each. It 
might be well to add that there was no 
discount on G. Jones’ run. 

For errors the single men captured 
999 and the married men 565. These 
were by actual count. 

After the game the players were 
entertained by Jim Penniman on his 
farm. The cows and hens were 
inspected, and he was given quantities 
of advice about farming by those who 
knew not the first rudiments of a 
farmer.

Wollaston. 


QAR Veterans Assisted by 
Spanish War Veterans. 


Fair skies and dustless streets greeted 
the Grand Army Tuesday morning when 
they reported at Headquarters in com- 
pliance to General Orders to perform 
the sacred duty of decorating the graves 
of those who have gone before. During 
the early morning details of comrades 
visited the Mt. Wollaston, the Hancock, 
the English, and the National Sailors’ 
Home cemeteries in thiscity and Mt. 
Auburn in Cambridge, where the graves 
were decorated. 

At 9 o'clock citizens began to gather 
at Headquarters to see the command 
start for West Quincy.

Reported Sinking of Gromobol 

London, May 31.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Daily Express reports 
that the cruiser Gromoboi of the Via- 
divostok squadron, with nearly 690 
men on board, issued from Viadivostok 
in the hope of joining the remnant of 
Rojestvensky’s fleet and that it struck 
a Japanese mine and sunk with al} 
hands.

Transport Badly Battered 

Shanghai, May 81.—The report that 
a Russian cruiser has arrived at Woo- 
sung is incorrect.

American Vessel Not Sunk 

Tokio, May 31.—It now appears that 
the report of the sinking of an Amer- 
ican vessel by the fleet of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky grew out of the seizure of 
the British steamer Olbamia, bound for 
Japan, which was later retaken by Jap- 
anese warslilps.

She is a new vesse! of 
2347 tons, owned by Sivewright, Bacon 
& Co. of West Hartlepool, Eng. 


Thinks Victory Too Sweeping 

Vienna, May 31.—The Fremdenbliatt, 
which is the semi-official exponent of 
the government’s views, declares the 
Japanese victory was too sweeping to 
be fully acceptable to Great Britain 
and the United States, and says it may 
not bring peace, but rather give the 
diplomats new work along the lines of 
the readjustment of international rela- 
tions. 


Soon to Fight In Manchuria 

Godzfadani, Manchuria, May 31.— 
The Russian army is waiting with in- 
tense expectancy news of the outcome 
of the naval battle, which, it is realized, 
will be the signal for the opening of a 
lané@ combat. Everything indicates 
that the Japanese are ready to strike 
a blow and are only waiting in case 
the issue at sea is decided unfavorably 
to them.

DISPUTE TOGO'S REPORT 


—_——— 


Officers Say They Saw Two jap- 
anese Battleships Go Down 
and Two Cruisers on Point of 
Foundering--Eighty Torpedo 
Boats Took Part In the Attack 
Upon Russians 


St. Petersburg, May 31.—The Asso- 
ciated Press’ Vladivostok dispatch, re- 
ceived at an early hour this morning. av- 
counts for only two ships of the great 
Russian flotilla—the cruiser Almaz and 
the torpedo boat destroyer Grozny, aud 
the absence of news about the battle- 
ship Navari and the cruisers Oleg and 
Aurora, which are the only fighting 


ships of any value not enumerated in 
the Japanese lists of destroyed or cap- 
tured, and which have not reached 
Vladivostok, renders almost idle any 
hope that they were able to shake off 
the pursuing Japanese cruisers and 
reach the shelter of the fortress at 
Golden Horn, 

The officers of the Almaz dispute 
Admiral Togo’s report of victory with 
practically no loss, and declare they 
saw two battleships go down before 
their eyes and that two cruisers were 
on the point of foundering when they 
last distinguished the battling fleet. 
But they admit the distance of their 
ship from the scene of battle and fug 
made the view difficult. 

Information brought by the Almaz 
and published in an official dispatch is 
supplemented by the results of the iu- 
terviews had by the press correspoud- 
ent at Vladivostok with the officers of 
the Almaz and Grozny. This informa- 
tion is very incomplete, as the Almaz. 
being scantily armed and carrying light 
guns of little use in battle, drew off 
after the first collision with the Japar- 
ese and headed for Vladivostok at full 
speed. The last view the officers had 
of the battlefield was at dusk Satur- 
day, when the torpedo attacks had al. 
ready commenced and the Kniaz Sou. 
varoft, the Borodino, the Osliabia and 
the Ural had gone to the bottom, while 
the Alexander III had been badly dan.- 
aged. 

The unpublished portion of the ofli- 
cial dispatch, the contents of which 
were sent by a wireless dispatch to 
Vladivostok before th® arrival of the 
cruiser there, says that the Kniaz Sou- 
varoff was blown up, Captain Ohagin of 
the Almaz giving it as his opinion that 
this destruction was the work of sub- 
marine boats. The captain gives the 
Lumber of Japanese torpedo boats 
participating in the attack as 80. 

Tokio’s account of the arrival of the 
captured wacships at Japanese ports 
was more humiliating to the Russian 
naval authorities than the news of ihe 
defeat. 

The opfnion expressed here is that 
nothing can excuse the failure of the 
Russian commanders to sink their 
ships under their feet rather than to al- 
low them to fall into the enemy's 
hands, the admiralty advocating the 
supposition that the steamers were 
siranded on some shoal before being 
urreudered. 

The question of inaugurating peace 
nego! stions is not likely to be opened 
{i roll reports of the Russian disas- 
tor have been received. 


Se. *!'sws Distressed Czar 

Dearskoe-8.‘o, May 81.—The dispateh 
received by ile czar from Viadivostok 
containing detalis of the battle ic the 
Straits of Korea announced heavy 
losses, according to which the squad- 
ron commanded by Rear Admiral Nebo- 
gatoff was attacked by a swarm of tor- 
pedo boats and all the ships were either 
sunk or captured. The main squadror, 
commanded by Rojestvensky, was at- 
tacked by Admiral Togo and lost two 
ships. 

The news of the disaster has caused 
deep depression in official Rusvia, 
though it is not yet known generally 
smong the Russian people. The czar 
wept when he heard that Rojestven- 
sky’s fleet had been practically apn- 
nihilated. 


Court Proceedings Abandoned 

Philadelphia, May 81.—Attorneys for 
Peter E. Costello and David J. Smyth, 
who were removed from their otficiai 
positions by Mayor Weaver during the 
gas lease fight last week, have notified 
counsel for the mayor that they wilil 
withdraw the injunction proceedings 
brought against Weaver and his new 
directors when the case comes up for 
argument in common pleas court. The 
attorneys have already notified the 
court. 


Knocked From Running Board 

Holyoke, Mass., May 31.—Fred J 
Blliott, aged 35, a conductor for a rai!- 
way company, while collecting fares 
on the running board of an open car. 
was accidentally knocked off the car 
and died an hour later. Passengers 
were standing om the running board, 
and as Elliott attempted to pass he 
collided with a telegraph pole. His 
neck was broken.

New York, May 31.—In a stirring ad- 
dress delivered at the unveiling of a 
big statue of General Henry W. Slo- 
cum in Brooklyn, President Roosevelt 
paid a splendid tribute to the men who 
composed the northern armies, but did 
not forget those of the southern hosts, 

Most notable in his speech was an 
expression of his hope that as the ra- 
tion increased in strength there would 
come a corresponding increase in its 
sense of responsibility which shou!d 
prevent its people from either injuring 
or insulting other people; his dec!ara- 
tion that the surest way for a nation 
to invite disaster is to be opulent, ag- 
gressive and unarmed. 

Significant, in the light of receut 
events, was his assertion that: “lf 
our navy is good enough we have a 
long career of peace and prosperity be- 
fore us, and the only likelihood of 
trouble ever coming to us as a nation 
wiil arise if we let our navy become 
too small or inefficient. A first-class 
navy, first class in point of size—aboye 
all, tirst class in point of efficiency ané 
the individual unit, as units in combi- 
nation fs the surest and cheapest 
guarantee of peace. I'should think that 
any man looking at what is huppeniog 
and has happened abroad and in our 
own history during the past few years. 
inust indeed be blind if he cannot read 
that lesson clearly.”
